Every one around the City Hall took it for 
granted yesterday that, if Governor Tan- 
ner should sign the Allen act, Charles T. 
Yerkes would soon be before the present 
City Council with an ordinance extending 
his franchises. 

The news that the Allen act had passed 
the General Assembly hardly had reached 
Chicago before the Aldermen, who are sup- 
posed to know a good thing when they see 
it, began figuring on what they would be 


called upon to do. Of course they were cal- 


in the Council it will be met with a counter 
ordinance, prepared by the administration 
and backed by the Mayor and his friends. 
This ordinance would provide for a liberal 
compensation to the city in case of an exten- 


sion of the existing franchises or submit an 


alternative proposition by which the Council 
would refuse to extend these franchises, 
and auction off new ones, to be granted in 
their place to the highest bidders. All this, 
however, is largely in the air at present and 
may or may not result in something tangible. 


Mr. Yerkes declined to be interviewed on 


his intentions. 


Mayor Whacks General Assembly. 

Mayor Harrison came back from Spring- 
field yesterday anything but an admirer 
of the State Legislature and the way it does 
business. . 

It the Chicago Council conducted its pro- 
ceedings as does the Genera! Assembly on 
the closing night of the session,“ he said, 
there would be either a few dead Aldermen 
or a dead Mayor. The way in which bills of 
all kinds were rushed through was disgrace- 
ful. A bill would be declared passed when 
there would not be a dozen members of the 
House voting. Of course, I expected the 
Allen bill to pass.

FINK BAGS TWO BURGLARS 


TOWN HALL SERGEANT TRAPS 
SHERIDAN ROAD HOUSEBREAKERS, 


Gets Ahead of the Men, Departing with 
Plunder, by Pumping a St. Paul 
Handcar—F lashes His Revolver Be- 
fore They Can Unlimber Theirs— 
Night Watchman and Patrolman 
Aid Him—Jack McCue and Percy 
Graves the Captives. 


Two men, who the Lake View Town Hall 
police say answer the description of the 
footpadsthatrecently heldup Banker A. J. 
Graham in front of his Washington boule- 
vard residence, were captured at daybreak 
yesterday after they had robbed four houses 
in the Sheridan road, and had been fright- 
ened away from three other residences. 

Sergeant C. H. Fink, who killed Burglar 
Philip Taylor in a duel in the yard of a house 
in Chestnut street, near Clark, one night last 
July, made the two robbers prisoners yes- 
terday morning at the point of the pistol. 
They proved to be Jack McCue, with a half- 
dozen aliases, and Percy Graves, two West 
Side crooks. When caught they had a bun- 
die of silverware and other plunder. Two 
big revolvers, a dark lantern, and two jim- 
mies were taken from them. 


Sergeant Impresses a Handcar. 

Sergeant Fink was making a tour of the 
district when at 3:30 a. m. he saw far away 
in the dim light two men carrying a parcel 
and walking toward the south in the Shert- 
dan road, just beyond Buena Park.

PLANS TO TELEGRAPH WITHOUT WIRES 


Nikola Tesla Says He Has Discovered 
How to Utilise the Static Elec- 
tricity of the Earth. 


New York, June 5.—[Special.—At last 
Nikola Tesla has reached a point in his in- 
vestigation of the possibility of telegraph- 
ing without wires, the dream of many years, 
to make a positive announcement of his 
achievements. 

He declares that he has produced electrical 
devices with which he can actually send 
and receive messages by a system which 
can be so applied as to make it possible for 
an operator in New York to communicate 
with ease and certainty with the people 
of any part of the earth, and, perhaps, even 
with those of the stars, if any of these are 
inhabited. 

„The machine which I have completed.“ 
Mr. Tesla said today, will carry messages 
through the earth for a distance of twenty 
miles or so. I have sent and received sig- 
nals with them. I shall at once make ma- 
chines which I expect will enable me to 
telegraph to any part o@the earth as readi- 
ly as I can within a limited distance by 
means of the ones I have.“ 

Mr. Tesla was not ready to explain in 
detail the devices which he uses for tele- 
graphing without wires, but he talked free- 
ly about the principles which were involved. 

In developing his electrical oscillator, 
which acts upon the principle of a bell. 
where a single stroke of the hammer sets 
the metal vibrating, Mr. Tesla proposes to 
set the whole of the static electricity of the 
earth in motion for telegraphic purposes by 
taking advantage of the incompressioility 
and elasticity of the electric field. Now he 
thinks he has got it, having solved the ques- 
tion and made his instruments which set 
up the proper vibratjons and others again 
which catch and record them. Tesla don’t 


CADH IN A DEFIANT SAFE. 


EXPRESS STRONG BOX REFUSES TO 
GIVE UP ITS $100,000. 


Hour After Hour an Expert Works on 
the Combination in a Car in the 
Michigan Central Yards at Thir- 
teenth Street—Baflied, He Turns 
Burglar and Expects to Free the 
Treasure This Morning—Consignee 
Calling Loudly tor Delayed Fortune 


One hundred thousand dollars lies impris- 
oned in a train safe in the yards of the Mich- 
Gan Central rallread at the foot of Thir- 
teenth street. 

On Friday night, at 9 p. m., the through 
special train of the American Express com- 
pany, running directly between New York 
and Chicago, steamed into the yards of the 
company and, to all appearances, in its usual 
condition. It consisted of seven or eight cars 
loaded with the ordinary packages of the 
oxpress company, and in the messenger car 
was the safe which has caused all the 
trouble. 

This safe, which is specially constructed 
with a view to circumventing holdups by 
train robbers, is fastened to the floor of the 
car, and not even the express messenger in 
whose charge it is placed knows the com- 
bination by which it may be opened. This 
knowledge is intrusted only to the express 
agents stationed at the different points along 
the liné between New York and Chicago 
which ordinarily consign large sums of 
money to the care of the company by which 
they ure employed. 

As the different combinations are pro- 
arranged and changed only occasionally,

GEN. d. P. GARNER BREATHES HIS LAST 


Illinois Veteran of the Mexican and 
Civil Wars Dies at His Home 
in Chicage. 


General Green P. Garner, one of the few 
surviving Ilinois veterans of the Mexican 
war, and a veteran also of the civil war, 
died yesterday aftemnoon at his home, 1016 
South Troy street, in the eightieth year of 
his age. 

General Garner had a remarkable military 
career. He participated in thirty or more 
of the great battles of the two wars, and 
was Wounded at the storming of Chapul- 
tepec, near Mexico. He was in the battles of 
Palo Alto, Cerro Gordo, and Buena Vista, 
under General Taylor. At the latter en- 
gagement he became “ cannon deaf,“ and 
never completely recovered his hearing. 

On account of his gallantry at Buena Vista 
he was promoted to the rank of Major, and 
as a commissioned officer served in the cam- 
paign of General Scott, ending in the ca- 
pitulation of the City of Mexico. 

After the Mexican war he engaged in his 
profession as a civil engineer, and when 
Fort Sumter was fired upon he helped raise 
the Eighteenth Illinois Regiment, which he 
insisted on enlisting in as a private. 

In the campaign of Grant from New Mad- 
rid to Fort Donelson he was promoted from 
the ranks. He was on garrison duty at Fort 
Pillow at the time of its capture by General 
Forrest, and was one of the thirteen who 
survived. He then served with Grant in 
the East, and quit the service with the title 
of General. 

For a number of years after 1865 General 
Garner held the State office of special agent 
for the swamp lands of Illinois. 

His birthplace and original home was 
Jonesborough, Ill. He leaves five children, 
Mrs. Julia A. Ellis, J. E. Garner, Mrs. Helen 
A. McCormick, W. A. Garner, and Miss 
Minnie J. Garner, allof Chicago, 

The funeral will take place from the Ful- 
lerton Avenue Methodist Episcopal Church 
at 11 a. m. tomorrow.

Night Agent Warpes was greatly surprised 
on Friday night upon attempting to open 
the safe to discover that the combination 
refused to work. 

Day Agent Vadican was hastily summoned 
from his home, but he also failed to open 
the obstinate piece of mechanism. Telegrams 
to those points at which. th 
opened proved that it had successfully 
operated as far as Detroit. At this city the 
safe door was opened in the usual manner. 
The safe was supposed to be in perfect con- 
dition and was sent on its way. 

But somewhere and somehow between De- 
troit and Chicago the mechanism became 
disarranged and the safe is not yet opened. 
Various sums of money for Chicago people 
are locked up within it, but the bulk of the 
amount, a clear bundle of $100,000, should 
have gone to Milwaukee, leaving for that 
point on the 3 o' clock express train of Sat- 
urday morning. 


Expert Works as a Burglar. 

The express messengers of this train were 
held until twenty minutes before train time, 
but were finally compelled to leave without 
the money. As soon as daylight allowed, the 
officials of a prominent firm of safe manu- 
facturers were communicated with and the 
assistance of a trained safe-opener obtained. 

This man ever since shortly after the 
dawn of yesterday morning has been work- 
ing unceasingly at the safe. He labored 
steadily all last night and expects to have 
the safe open some time this morning. 

The strong box is guarded in the meantime 
by a single man, an employé of the American 
Express company, but to further secure it 
against any possible danger of theft the 
safe is locked and sealed. It will be opened 
finally by the use of burglars’ methods. 

As long as there seemed any chance of 
reaching the money by ordinary means the 
expert safe man labored to doso. Discover- 
ing this to be impossible, he next thought of 
dynamite, but the use of this the city au- 
thorities refused toallow. So the determined 
worker set to work to drill through the walls 
of the safe. In one hour he had progressed 
to the extent of one-quarter ofaninch. As 
he must work through four inches of solid 
iron, a set of hardened steel plates, and va- 
rious other little obstacles of this kind, it 
will be seen that his task is by no means 
light. He expects, as has been said, to com- 


plete it this morning. 


Secrecy a Large Protection. 
In the meantime the $100,000 lies almost 
unguarded in the yards of the railroad, and 


the express company in whose care it has 


deen placed is trusting to seerecy and the 
ordinary police protection of Chicago to pro- 
serve it from attack. 

Another danger which threatens them and 
which promises to be more serious is that of 
a damage suit from the firm to which the 
money was sent and which has been stren- 
uously and constantly demanding it ever 
since yesterday morning. 

It is said that such a case never has 
occurred before and that the safe-blower 


is more than astonished at his inability to | 


open the safe. Similar safes have been 
used by the same company for two years 
and never has the smallest gum of money 
been held in this way.

_ Springfield, III., June 5.—[{Special.]—Gov-

an extra one.“ |

Signs the Gas Bills. 


Governor Tanner signed the frontage and 
consolidation gas bills today. He says he 
received no protests against them, so he 
approved them. 

The grocers’ eight dollar a week gar- 
nishment bill is likely to be vetoed, as hun- 
dreds of telegrams have been received ask- 
ing such action on the part of Governor 
Tanner, 

Chief Justice Phillips of the Supreme Court 
spent the day examining bills with the Gov- 
ernor. ö 

The libel measure is under consideration 
now and will be passed on Monday or Tues- 
day. The special assessment bill is being 
very carefully considered and scrutinized. 
Its fate will be known early next week, as 
will also that of the street railway measure. 

The Cook County machine had a rocky 
road to travel at the session: It sought the 
Senatorship and lost it. Immediately the 
Speakership slipped from its grasp. A pliant 
tool of the machine got the place and helped 
bea: the primary bill in return. The ma- 
chine wanted a department store bill and 
was thrashed out of its boots in an open 
free for all fight on the floor of the House. 
It opposed the Lake-Front Park bill and it 
passed. It fought the special assessment 
bill and it went to the Governor's office. 
Some of its members tried to get the school- 
book bill, with State commission attach- 
ment, hoping to get the commission and in- 
cidentally the control.of the schoolbook 
trade of Illinois. The bill was kicked into 
the gutter. 

The machine men were poor lobbyists. 
They got what they didn’t want every time. 
The only victory they scored was the de- 
feat of the primary election bill. 

The session came to an end early this morn- 
ing, and the House, on motion of Captain 
Farrell, gave three cheers for the Speaker. 
The session had finished, and the members 
got up-town to refresh themselves. Few 
went to bed. 

Six coaches left for Chicago on the Alton 
limited filled with tired and sleepy men.

CLASH BETWEEN TANNER AND HERTZ. 


Governor Angry Because the Primary 
Election Law Failed—Scene 
im Speaker’s Hoom. 


Springfield, III., June 5.—[Special.]—Govy- 
ernor Tanner and Henry L. Hertz engaged 
in a quarrel last night over the primary 
election bill that is destined to have imme- 
diate effect upon the political situation. | 

There seems to be well-founded evidence 
already that a special session of the Legis- 
lature is sure to come. Senators and Repre- 
sentatives openly assured the people here 
when taking their departure this morning 
they would surely come back next winter. 

Shortly after midnight the Governor and 
Hertz got together in Speaker Curtis’ room 
at the Capitel, and while nearly everybody 
else was deeply Interested in the noisy 
House proceedings crossed swords, It is 
said to have been a highly dramatic and 
redhot exchange of compliments. Only 
Charles P. Hitch, J. Lindley Murray, and 
one or two other appointees of the Governor 
were present. 

Had such a law as this you now want 
enacted,’ exclaimed Mr. Hertz, been in 
force for the last ten years you never could 
have got to be Governor.“ 

“Well, if that is the way you look at it,” 
replied the Governor, I might safely vent- 
ure the assertion you never could have 
started to be even a candidate.” 

These are only samples of the shots pur- 
ported to have been fired back and forth. 
Every effort was made to suppress the 
affair, so it is difficult to get a correct ver- 
sion ot the many other things that were 
said. However, an exceeding coldness now 
exists between the two men and ft is likely 
to develop iuto a contest which may give 
the Cook County machine its death blow. 
Some of the Governor’s friends are saying 
today they have been expecting a rupture of 
this kind sooner or later, on the ground that 
certain machine leaders have recently been 
grumbling and sending out stories charging 
Governor Tanner with trying to build up an 
organization that would recognize him as 
leader. 

The affair of last night was directly the 
result, however, of the failure on the part of 
the General Assembly to make Congression- 
al and Senatorial apportionments of the 
State. The Governor, it is said, took this 
as a slap at his administration, and there 
are those who strongly intimate, he thinks, 
Hertz and Lorimer were largely responsible 
for it. 

Anyway, immediately after learning the 
apportionment bills had been killed, the 
Governor not only informed his lieutenants 
that the primary election bill, which he 
knew Hertz and Lorimer were fighting, 
must be put through, but directed them tu 
get out among the members and work for it. 
Along about noon yesterday they commenced 
hustling. Friends of the measure expressed 
themselves at that time as confident it would 
pass if Speaker Curtis could be induced to 
let the bill .be-ealled up and put on third 
reading, under the gavel, before midnight. 
They feared the Speaker and had influences 
brought to bear to get an expression from 
him as to what he intended to do. Early 
in the night session Governor Tanner ap- 
peared upon the floor of the House and 
went around among the members. Then he 


sat on the platform a little while, but soor 


retired to the Speaker’s private m and 
sent for Hertz. All day long that gentleman 
had been occupying a lawmaker's seat on 
the floor. Having convinced himself there 
would be no apportionment, Lorimer left 
for New York and Washington on Thursday 
evening, : 

Hertz responded to the summons from 
Governor Tanner, and upon being informed 
that he.must stop his opposition to the pri- 
mary election bill and let it pass lost his 
temper. While it lasted the comtroversy was 
both spirited and bitter. Then the fight over 
the bill began in earnest, and was kept up 
until the House adjourned at 4:10 this morn- 
ing. The bill had been raised from its posi- 
tion at the foot of the calendar and read a 
third time, but the vote was not taken. "Phere 
is where it stands, Its friends are well sat- 
isfled, so they say, because if the Governor 
calls a special session he will surely name 
it as one of the measures to be considered. 
In that event, should the bill become a law, 
no time will be lost, for the reason had it 
passed this morning it could not be sub- 
mitted to the people for their votes before 
the general election in November, 1898. 


POLICE DRAG UP THE SCOWMAN’S BODY 


Remains of August Kernowski, Victim 
ef the Explosion, Recovered— 
Gas Theory Accepted. 


Police dragging the river brought to the 
surface at 4 p. m. yesterday the body of 
Scowman August Kernowski, who was 
drowned at 2 a. m., just after the explosion 
which startled Chicagoans from their slum- 
bers and wrecked the glass in hundreds 
of windows. ‘ 

Kernowski's body was found 200 feet be- 
low the bridge. It was taken to Rolston's 
undertaking rooms, 22 Adams street, where 
the widow called and identified it. 

It is believed generally that the explosion 
was caused by the generation of foul gases 
in the airtight compartments of the scow 
which serve to Keep the mud receptacles 
afloat. Just how the explosive vapors be- 
came ignited probably never will be known. 

The greatest damage resulting from the 
explosion is to property-owners who will 
have to replace window lights. Following is 
a list of the most serious sufferers from 
broken windows:

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MEAT WILL COST MORE. 


PRICES TO ADVANCE THREE CENTS 
YRR POUND. 


Price of Beef on the Hoof Has Been 
 @radeally Inereasing for Several 
Weeks—Dealers Now Propose to 
Shift the Burden to the Consumer— 
Advance Is Laid to the Beef Trust 
and Alse te Scarcity—Exports Are 
Heavy. 


New York, June 6.—[{Special.]—The price 
of beef here is steadily advancing. The in- 
crease began several weeks ago. So far the 
wholesale and retail butchers have borne 
the burden. Before another week is out 
they win shift it to the back of the con- 
sumer. He probably will have to struggle 
under it for six months or longer, and the 
indications are that week by week it will 
grow heavier. What it will mean to the con- 
sumer is estimated by a local statistician 
as follows: 

Number of carcasses consumed in New 
York daily, 3,000. 

Average number of pounds to each car- 
cass, 700. 

Total number of pounds consumed in 
New York daily, 2,100,000, 

Average increase at present of two cents 
per pound in wholesale prices, adding daily 
expense to retail butchers of $42,000. 

Probable average increase to consumers 
before the end of this week of three cents 
per pound, making daily total of $63,000. 

There are various reasons assigned for the 
rise in prices. One is that it is due to the 
efforts of the beef trust. Another reason 
advanced is the scarcity of cattle. This 
scarcity appears to be general. Many big 
Western ranchmen, who formerly sold large 
numbers of beeves, have gone out of the 
business, owing to the hard times. Then 
again cattle raisers are holding back their 
stock so as to keep up prices. The foreign 
supply of mutton and beef this year, it is 
said, has been unusually short, and what 
there has been of it has been poor in qual- 
ity. Great Britain and France, in conse- 
quence, have been sending here for supplies, 
and for two menths nast big shipments have 
been going on to those countries. Still an- 
other explanation is that the demand for 
better quality of meats is unusually brisk, 
although the higher grade of beeves is 
scarce. There seems to be plenty of low 
grade meat in the market, but there is little 
call for it. 

The Washington Market wholesalers to- 
day notified the retailers they would prob- 
ably have to ask them more money for meat 
within two or three days. The retailers 
could not complain when they were given 
evidence that the wholesalers were having 
to pay more for their meats in carcass. 
Within three weeks, however, the abattoirs 
have increased the price of beef to them 
$1.50 a hundred pounds, making it eight to 
nine cents a pound on the hoof. / 

Mutton has gone up even more than beef. 
It is bringing nine cents a pound. 


MILLIONAIRE SCRUGGS 18 HELD 


Grand Jury Will Investigate the 
Charges of Smugsling—He is 
Greatly Agitated. 


New York, June 5.—The second hearing 
before United States Commissioner Shields 
in the examination of the charges of smug- 
gling made against Richard M. Scruggs, the 
St. Louis dry-goods merchant, and E. 8. 
Langhorn, also of St. Louis, was held today. 

Mr. Scruggs told about his purchases of 
jewelry in London. He said that he was 
constantly with Langhorn, who carried the 
common purse and paid all bills. He, wag 
with the latter when he purchased a belt in 
which to keep valuables that would not be 
safe in trunks. All the articles he pur- 
chased were for Scruggs’ personal use or 
for presents. He gave Mr. Langhorn a ring 
and scarf pin. On other articles he had 
placed the monograms of the persons for 
whom he intended them. Most of them 
were for immediate relatives and friends, 
some of whom lived in his own house. 

William T. Vandervoort, a member of the 
Scruggs firm in St. Louis, and Charles R. 
Polk, a New York real estate dealer, for- 
merly of St. Louis, testified to Scruggs’ good 
standing. 

The commissioner said he understood 
that Mr. Scruggs did not dispute having 
purchased jewelry in London, brought it 
here; that it was dutiable and no duty had 
been paid. He said that he was not judging 
as to guilt, but whether the defendants 
should be held for the grand jury. The evi- 
dence, the commissioner said, was clear 
that the defendants had brought goods in 
without paying duty. Another important 
point was the conflict of testimony between 
Langhorn and Inspector Donohue about the 
finding of the jewel belt. The accused were 
held for the grand jury. 

Mr. Scruggs was greatly agitated at the 
result. The old bonds were renewed. 


ASTOR OFFENDS VILLAGE TRUSTEES. 


After Ordering Bicyclists Of His Roads 
He Asks That They Be Allowed 
to Ride on Public Sidewalks. 


New York, June 5.—[Special.J—John J. 
Astor has called down on his aristcratic 
head the wrath of the Village Trustees of 
Rhinecliff and all non-bicycle riding resi- 
dents. Mr. Astor recently closed all the 
boulevards of his great country seat to bi- 
cyclists because two or three riders tried 
to crowd him and Mrs. Astor off their own 
roadway. 

Perhaps to square himself with the bi- 
cyclists Mr. Astor has written a letter to the 
Village Trustees reading in part as follows: 

As one of the thousands who enjoy cy- 
cling I wish to enter a protest against the 
enforcement of the old ordinance agrinst 
sidewalk bicycling in Rhinecliff. The hicy- 
cle is legally as much of a vehicle as a car- 
riage, but the roadway of Montgomery 
street in wet weather or after being macada- 
mized is hardly safe for a bicycle. The cor- 
poration therefore not having lived up to the 
letter. of the law; should, it seems to me, 
allow all possible latitude to the cyclists who 
are considering their own comfort and the 
safety of their machines.

CARRY OFF nn THE SHOES OF 
THE LYNCHED NEGRO. 


Threats Made to Burn the Body, but 
the Authorities Hide It—Sheriff Me- 
Lain and Capt. Leonard Are Still in 
Hiding, Fearing They Will Be Sub- 
jected te Viclence—Claim Is Made 
That the Firiug Was Due to a Mis- 
take. 


Urbana, O., June 5.—[Special. -The situa- 
tion in Urbana has been tn marked contrast 
with that of Thursday and Friday. Then 
the streets were thronged with a deter- 
mined and resolute set of men, but now all 
is quiet. The crowd of curious people that 
have thronged the vicinity of the court- 
house today, however, has numbered thou- 
sands. In their curiosity to get relics of 
the lynching the tree where Mitchell was 
hanged has been chipped off until it is nearly 
bare. One man was so eager for a relic 
that he carried off one of the victim's shoes, 
while others clipped pieces of his coat. The 
bullet-holes in the north side of the court- 
house have been eagerly examined by the 
great throng of curiosity-seekers. The 
glass in the door has not yet been replaced 
and still remains as evidence of the terrible 
volley fired by the militiamen. 

It was here that Upton Baker fell dead, 
shot through the body. Near him stood 
Harry Bell, the young man the top of whose 
head was blown off. John Wank, another 
victim, was standing in front of the court- 
house when ke was struck in the leg by the 
ball. The injured man claims that he saw 
a soldier take aim and shoot him through 
the thigh while on the steps, The others 
who were injured are getting along and will 
recover. 

The body of Upton Baker was taken to his 
home near the city today. He was-a poor 
man and leaves a wife and four children. A 
subscription has been started here to see 
that he secures a suitable burial.and for 
the relief of his family. His funeral will 
occur on Sunday afternoon. The funeral of 
Harry Bell will take place on Monday aft- 


-ernoon under the direction of Class 8 of 


the Baptist Sunday school. 
Coroner’s Inquest Begins. 

Coroner Hewitt began his inquest on Fri- 
day night over the killing of Harry Bell and 
Upton Baker. It will require several days 
to complete the evidence. Seven witnesses 
were supbeenaed, and three of them 
testified. They were Judge  Heiser- 
man, First Lieutenant Romeo Campbell, and 
Deputy Sheriff Harry Kirby. Lieutenant 
Campbell was brought to the office of Waite 
& Deaton, where the testimony was taken, 
by Constable Robert Simpson. He was 
driven to the office in a buggy. Campbell is 
an ebject of pity. He told the constable 
that he had taken off his sword, and would 
never buckle it on again. He is heartbroken 
over the killing of Bell, who was a member 
of his Sunday school class. Lieutenant 
Campbell testified as follows: 

Captain Leonard received a request from 
the Sheriff for a squad of ten men on the 
evening of June 2. This was furnished, and 
I was placed in command This number 
was increased to about forty-one or forty- 
two men on the next evening at 7:30, when I 
was relieved of the command, which was 
assumed by Captain Leonard. The mob did 
not make very much of a demonstration on 
the first night. On the next night the mob 
was large but orderly until about 12:30 in 
the morning, and until about 2:30, when the 
mob advanced from the street to the front 
of the courthouse and south side of the jail, 


and pressed on the guards, and forced them 


to take shelter inside of the jail. As the 
mob advanced they were yelling, cursing, 
and throwing stones and sandbalis. I was 
hit on the arm with one missile myself. I 
was located in the front paridr. We were 
told not to fire until we reéeived the com- 
mand, and when we fired it was to be at the 
feet of the mob. I heard rifle shots on the 
eutside of the jail, which were followed up 
by a volley of shots. I heard no command to 
fire, but heard the order from Captain Leon- 
ard to cease firing, which I immediately 
gave tothe men. I did not see either Harry 
Bell or Upton Baker shot.’’ 

A well founded report in circulation con- 
cerning the firing is to the effect that some 
one, presumably Captain Leonard, gave 
the order to fire one rifle once only. On 
hearing the discharge of this one gun the 
other guards became excited and opened fire, 
first a few only, and that. was followed up 
by the whole company. The body of Mitchell 


was taken to Oakdalé Cemetery at h o'clock # 
oshua Gates, 


this morning in the wagon of 
and the body was interred. The relatives 
did not take charge of the body. 

Sheriff Is Still Missing. 

Nothing is known of the whereabout 
of Sheriff McLain and Captain Leon- 
ard. It is the general understand- 
ing that the Sheriff drove to Spring- 
fleld. and nobody outside the Captain's cir- 
cle of immediate friends knows where he 
went. It was reported last evening that a 
mob of 150 was organizing to go to Spring- 
field after the Sheriff, and such word went 
to Springfield, having the effect, it is said, 
of driving the Sheriff off to Dayton. He is 
universally condemned by the people and 
held responsible for the shooting of citizens 
by the militia. The citizens insist that he 
was altogether too officious in this matter, 
and should have refrained from ordering out 
the troops. 

As for the Captain, he is condemned for 
ordering the soldiers to fire, and the bays of 
the company for firing into a crowd of their 
fellow-citizens. After their escape from the 
Jail the members of the company have not 
dared to show their faces upon the streets, 
and many of them have left the city. A 
liveryman took a timid squad of them to 
Springfield. 


Threats of Violence Made. 


Their troubles are not over yet. Some 
of the wounded claim to know who shct 
them and several thrashings are laid up. It 
is reported that Smith Bell, the father of 
Harry Bell, who was killed, threatens to kill 
Captain Leonard on sight. 

The son was ah unmarried man, aged 
about 20 years, and a broommaker by occu- 
pation. Baker, the other man killed, was 
about 37 years of age and married. He was 
a farmer, being a tenant on « farm north of 
the city. He leaves à wife and five small 
children.

WHISKY LAW SLIPS THROUGH. 


Distillers Will Make Big Profits by 
the Shrewd Action of Ex-Sec- 
retary Cartlisie. 


Milwaukee, Wis., June, 5.—[Special,]— 
Through the work of ex-Secretary of the 
Treasury John G. Carlisle there passed on 
the last day of the old Congress a bill, which 
was signed by ex-President Cleveland later, 
on the night of March 8, by which the dis- 
tillers of the country will reap immense 
profits and the revenues of the government 
will be increased to some extent. 

This was the admission which William 
Bergenthal, one of the principal distillers 
of this city, made tonight., According to 
Mr. Bergenthal the bill gives To the distillers 
and others’ who own whisky in the bonded 
warehouses the right to bottle their goods 
in the warehouses by paying a tax of 10 
cents a bottle. The advantage which the 
distillers have in keeping their liquor in 
bond, besides that of not having to pay the 
tax until the bonded period expires, is that 
as long as the government stamp is on the 
barrel it is a guarantee as to the proof and 
age of the liquor. Under the new law the 
distiller must first pay the regular tax on 
the whisky while it is in the barrel, and then 
he can, if he chooses, bottle his goods in the 
warehouse, under the supervision of a 
gauger, who puts a government stamp on 
the cork of each bottle. This, it is claimed, 
will put an end to all adulterations of bot - 
tled goods, and henceforth those who buy 
bottled whisky with a government label can 
feel assuréd that it has not been diluted with 
water or arly other substance which may be 
poisonous to whisky-drinkers. 


OCEAN RECORD I$ BRING BROKEN. 


Only That the’Time Is the Slowest Ever 
Recorded as Made by a Sail- 
ing Vessel. 


San Francisco, Cal., June 5.—The British 
bark Java left Portland 212 days ago fur 
Queenstown and is making the slowest voy- 
age on record. When she was out 108 days 
she was spoken in the vicinity of Cape Horn. 
She was then running slowly along and be- 
fore she was again heard from nearly a 
score of vessels had passed the horn and 
were anchored in English ports.

SOCIALIST MEMBER I$ THROWN OUT. 


Wildest Tumult Prevails in the French 
Chamber of Deputies While La- 
bor Troubles Are Discussed. 


Paris, June 5.—There was a dramatic in- 
cident in the Chamber of Deputies today. 
During the discussion of the labor troubles 
at La Grande Combe, in the Department of 
the Gard, noted for its coal mining, glass 
works, and zinc smelting furnaces, M. Ger- 
Ault Richard, a Socialist Deputy, referred 
to some of his colleagues as police spies.“ 

The Chamber thereupon passed « vote to 
_censure the Deputy and to temporarily expel 
him from the House. M. Richard, however, 
refused to leave, and the President of the 
Chamber, M. Brisson, suspended the sitting 
and sent for the guard on duty. A moment 
or so lafer a squad of eight soldiers en- 
tered the Chamber of Deputies and the 
Colonel in command placed his hand upon 
the shoulder of the Socialist Deputy, who 
thereupon consented to go with the officer, 
saying he yielded only to superior force. As 
the Deputy neared the entrance of the Cham- 
ber he cried: “ Vive la Revolution Sociale.“ 

T revolutionary cry was loudly ap- 
playded by the other Socialists present in 
the House. 

When business was resumed M. Jaures, 
the Socialist leader, interpolated the gov- 
ernment on what he classed as the attempt 
to muzzle a Deputy. The President of the 
Chamber, however, refused to hear M. 
Jaures, on the ground that he had not re- 
ceived notice of his question. A violent up- 
roar followed from the extreme Left, and 
the session closed amid wild tumult. ' 


IRISH TO KEEP OUT OF THE JUBILEE. 


National League Adopts a Resolution 
Calling Upon Them to Refrain 
from Celebrating. 


Manchester, England, June 5.—At the an- 
nual meeting of the Irish National League of 
Great Britain here today Mr. T. P. O’Con- 
nor, member of Parliament for the Scotland 
division of Liverpool, and President of the 
league, made a speech urging that the pres- 
ent is no time for recrimination, and that 
the members of the league should devote 
their energies to living issues. There was 
a large attendance. A resolution calling 
upon the Irish to abstain from taking part 
in the diamond jubilee of Queen Victoria was 
presented and carried. 

T. P. O’Connor remarked that nothing 
could induce him to attend the jubilee fes- 
tivities or to be numbered among those who 
rejoiced over a reign which had been most 
disastrous to Ireland. An amendment to 
the resolution declaring that the condition of 
Ireland was not due to Queen Victoria, but 
to the legislation of the men selected to make 
the laws, was rejected. 


BELGIAN COUNT DEAD IN THE RIVER. 


His Father Stops His Allowance and 
It Is Thought He Commit- 
ted Suicide. 


Montreal, Que., June 5.—The body of Count 
Henri de Somery of Bruges, Belgium, was 
found in the river near Sorel today, being 
identified by a letter in the pocket of his coat. 
The Count left home some years ago, first 
going to Brazil, and arriving in Montreal 
two months ago. For some reason his father 
had stopped the young man’s allowance, and 
the Count was forced to accept a position 
as driver for a steam laundry. He was too 
proud to let his friends know to what straits 
he had been reduced, and it is supposed he 


committed suicide.

Entire Company Deserts. 

Only three days ago, according to private 
advices, a whole company of Spanish in- 
fantry, garrisoned at Limonar, in Matanzas 
Province, disgusted at the non-arrival of ex- 
pected commissary supplies and six months 
without pay, marched out into the long grass 
and volunteered their services to Cuba libre. 

La Lucha in a significant editorial today 
warns Spaniards against overconfidence in 
the supposedly friendly attitude of President 
McKinley and Speaker Reed, declaring that 
the Morgan belligerency resolution will most 
probably pass the House before adjourn- 


ment. 

All the Spanish men-of-war in these 
waters are coaling up for possible emergen- 
cies. During the last week nearly a dozen 
coal transports from England with heavy 
cargoes consigned to the Admiralty here 
have entered Havana Harbor and unloaded 
at the naval fuel depot, opposite the city, 
beneath the frowhing walls of Cabana 
fortress. 

The unusual activity displayed in the gov- 
ernment arsenals and machine shops is 
also attracting attention. 

Says the War Is Nearly Over. 

Havana, June 5.—The correspondent of the 
Associated Press was granted an exclusive 
interview by Captain General Weyler upon 
the latter’s return to Havana from the scene 
of military operations. Upon being ques- 
tioned regarding affairs in the island Gen- 
eral Weyler said the war would be ended in 
a short time, but just how soon he could not 
say, as its termination depended entirely 
on circumstances. 

General Weyler apparently ignores the 
effect produced upon the situation in Cuba 
by the ministerial crisis in Madrid, seeming 
to consider the Cabinet difficulties as of lit- 
tle importance. He regards the rumors of 
his recall as without foundation. 

He refused to speak with reference to the 
effect of the attitude of the United States 
upon a continuance of friendly relations 
between that country and Spain, further 
than to say that he thinks those relaticns 
will continue, as the United States has much 
to lose in Cuba and that tn case of a conflict 
between the two countries she would lose 
more than Spain. N 

Small groups of insurgents, he said, re- 
main upon oither side of the Jucaro-Moron 
trocha, but they are unable to communicate 
with each other and are suffering severely 
in consequence. 

Gen, Weyler said he had found no native 
Americans in destitute condition anywhere 
in the island.

ROCKFORD WOMEN RUN STREET CARS. 


Proceeds of One Day’s Travel Go to 
Charity—Ladiea’ Aid Society 
in Charge. 


Rockford, III., June5.—[Special. ]—“* Punch, 
sisters, punch with care,“ was the motto of 
the 150 society women of this city who op- 
erated the system of the City railway com- 
pany in the capacity of conductors today. 
This was trolley day in Rockford—now an 
annual event. From 6 o’clock this morning 
until the hour of midnight the members of 
the Ladies’ Union Aid society collected thé 
fares, pulled the bell rope, ran the rail- 
road crossings, and knocked down” on 
change, showing a marked adeptness in the 
latter, 

Mrs. H. N. Starr, President of the society, 
and Miss Franc Todd, the Treasurer, took 
possession of the central office of the com- 
pany at 6 a. m. and remained on duty until 
midaight. They received all of the trip re- 
ports and checked up the receipts. 

The motorneers could not be dispensed 
with, but outside of this part of the work the 
women had charge of everything. The 
regular conductors were on duty as a pre- 
cautionary measure, but they were figure- 
heads. The women wore neat badges and 
some donned blue, brass-buttoned coats for 
uniforms. They reported at the central 
office in relays, working from two to four 
hours. On every trip they called out the 
car and its destination at thé waiting-room. 

Miss Elizabeth Moffatt distinguished her- 
self by taking the place of a motorneer. 

The dead head ticket was barred, and 
the passenger who had the temerity to flash 
one was either promptly ejected in the mid- 
dle of the block or fined any sum from half 
a dollar up. He generally paid the fine with- 
out a murmur. The women accepted nick- 
els when they were offered, but the man who 
tendered a larger piece of money néver saw 
any change unless he insisted upon it. 

H. W. Price, the President of the railway 
company, and Superintendent Ellis, were 
marked men. Mr. Price estimates that his 
fares cost him the profits of the company 
for a fortnight. Mr. Ellis was compelled to 
visit various points on the line during the 
day. He dared not use his horse and buggy, 
and every time he patronized the cars it cost 
him dearly. F. W. McAssey, the Secretary 
of the company, took four rides, and they 
wiped out a ten dollar bill. 

There were numerous trolley parties dur- 
ing the day and many this evening. Enter- 
prising merchants paid the society round 
sums for advertising privileges. 

The school children of the city sold nearly 
1,500 tickets, making a house to house can- 
vass. The society was not farced to spend u 
cent for anything it required, the business- 
men donating badges, tickets, and refresh- 
ments for the conductors. . addition the 
women were given the advertising on the 
tickets, which amounted to a neat sum.

Sultan’s Clever Scheme.

London, June 5.—The Greeco-Turkish sit- 
vation may be dismissed in a few words un- 
til definite progress is made with the peace 
negotiations at Constantinople. It is im- 
possible to estimate how much time these 
negotiations will occupy. The Constanti- 
nople correspondent of the Sun telegraphs 
today that the Sultan cleverly arranged to 
make Tewfik Pasha a scapegoat by throw- 
ing upon him the entire responsibility for 
the negotiations. Then, if it becomes neces- 
sary to yield to the demands of the powers, 
Tewfik Pasha will be sacrificed to the anger 
of the military party. 

The correspondent adds that he has post- 
tive assurance that the powers are unani- 
mous not to yield to the Turkish demands 
for the territory of Thessaly. Some of the 


powers favor the partial control of Greek 


finances until the indemnity is paid. 

A fortnight ago everybody awaited with 
confidence news of the revolution in Athens 
and the flight of the royal family. Now con- 
fidence is equally strong the other way. 
The fact is King George's philosophic at- 
titude has completely upset the schemes of 


the revolutionists and disarmed opposition. . 


Greeks Are Nonplused, 


Here Jam,“ he has been saying in effect, 
and here I shall remain if you want me.

The last Garibaldians have left Athens, 
and the air of the capital no longer throbs 
with their wailings. On their way from the 
front they did little but shout about their 
shameful betrayal by the Greek command- 
ers. When they reached Athens they 
screamed that they had been robbed. Many 
of them are young fellows of good families, 
whose fond parents loaded them with fine 
raiment and jewelry.

SENATE DISCUSSES LUMBER DUTIES. 


Bacon of Georgia Advocates the Com- 
mittee Schedule, Coming Out 
Boldly for Protection. 


Washington, D. C., June 5.—When the Sen- 
ate laid aside the tariff bill tonight it had 
reached the sugar schedule, which has been 
the subject of so much interest and conflict. 
During the day many of the paragraphs of 
the wood schedule had been agreed to, but 
that restoring lumber to the dutilable list at 
$2 per 1,000 proved the greatest stumbling 
block encountered since the debate began. 
It led to an extended debate, during which 
a wide divergence of views was developed 
on the Democratic side of the chamber. Mr. 
Bacon [Dem.,°Ga.] gave his support to the 
committee rate, saying it was essential to 
the lumber industry of the South. He also 
spoke in favor of a revenué tariff so adjusted 
as to give equal benefits to all industries. 
Mr. Bacon and Mr. Vest clashed several 
times on tariff doctrine, Mr. Vest expressing 
his regret that a Democratic Senator would 
aid in restoring to the dutiable list one of 
the three products—lumber, salt, and wool— 
which the Wilson bill put on the free list. 
Mr. Clay of Georgia also spoke at length on 
the tariff bill, criticising the sugar schedule 
and other features of the bill. 

On the opening of the Senate a letter from 
the Secretary of State was received trans- 
mitting a letter from the Minister of Aus- 
tria- Hungary. Baron von Hengelmuller, pro- 
testing in behalf of his government against 
the discriminations of the sugar schedule 
in the pending tariff bill against bountied 
sugar. The Minister's letter urges that che 
discrimination” against sugars receiving 
bounties denies to Austria-Hungary the 
most favored nation treatment, and also 
threatens to damage heavily the exports of 
the country. 

Mr. Jones [Ark.] spoke against an addi- 
tional tax on lumber, referring to the heavy 
burden it imposed on the people of the West. 
He said the rates of the bill were the result 
of a determined and systematic effort by the 
lumbermen, and in this connection he read 
a letter from the national lumber conven- 
tien, issued from an office in Washington, 
urging that petitions to Senators and mem- 
bers be prepared bearing the names of work- 
ingmen. 

Mr. Vest said there was not a single item 
in the bill so utterly indefensible as that 
increasing the rate on white pine, taking it 
from the free list and placing it at $2 per 
1,000 feet. White pine was justly called the 
king of erous woods, and yet the clear 
intent of the framers of this bill was to 
make the rates absolutely prohibitory on 
this wood. It was due to some extent toa 
combination between the lumber interests of 
the West and the South, and he had been 
confronted by this combination during his 
last canvass. 

Mr. McLaurin [Dem., S. C. ]. who recently 
entered the Senate, made his initial speech 
in criticising the rates of the wood schedule, 
saying they were not designed to benefit 
any Southern industry and that if there 
was anything of the kind it was merely in- 
cidental. 

Mr. Bacon [Dem., Ga. ] expressed his dif- 
ferences with Mr. Vest. The latter, he 
said, had pointed out rates increased 100 
per cent, while in this schedule the average 
ad valorum was below 20 per cent.

JUDGE CARTER’S IRE IS UP | 


HE THREATENS TO G6END DAVID W. 
Wood TO JAIL. 


Chairman of Republican League Exec- 
ive Committee Makes Himself Of- 
fensive te the Court—He and His 
Companions Explain and Contempt 
Proceedings Are Dropped — Elec- 
tien Board Decides Pasters on Bal- 
lots.Are Ualawful. 


David W, Wood, Chairman of the Repub- 
lican League Executive committee, and Ben- 
jamin Staunton, A. L. Allen, and N. D. Park- 
hurst, who were cited to appear before Judge 
Carter yesterday morning because of certain 
statements made in a circular to which 
their names were attached, disavowed re- 
sponsibility for the distribution of the cir- 
culars and the contempt proceedings against 
them were dropped. 

Mr. Wood, however, made himself so of- 
fensive to Judge Carter the latter threatened 
to send him to jail. He had tried the Judge's 
patience severely several times, and finally 
declared he had been charged with a felony 
and his civil rights threatened, but he would 
not be bullied by the court. 

Be careful, Mr. Wood, or I will order you 
into the custody of the officer of this court,“ 
said the Judge, and Wood subsided. 


Judge Carter’s Comments. 


Judge Carter in addressing the parties said 
no formal proceedings had been commenced 
against thém. He said the Election Com- 
missioners had asked that they be cited 
into court for contempt in issuing the cir- 
cular, but he thought it best simply to re- 
quest the men whose names are on the cir- 
cular to come into court and explain their 
connection with the matter. He said if the 
Board of Election Commissioners should 
send judges instructions accompanied by 
threats he would remove them within twen- 
ty-four hours. 

The Election Board yesterday reiterated 
its opinion of the day before regarding the 
legality of the paster, and it was announced 
that instructions would be sent to the judges 
of election that the pasters were not lawful 
and should be rejected as defective. 


Pasters Are Not Lawful. 


The following official notice was sent out 
by the board: 
Chicago, June 5.—To the Judges and Clerks of 
Election: Our opinion has been asked concerning 
the counting of ballots upon which pasters may be 
used by the voter, and a certain paster has been 
submitted to us which bears the names of a num- 
ber of candidates printed thereon, and also a party 
heading printed thereon. Opposite the name of 
each candidate is @ square in which a cross is 
already printed. 
We arc unanimously of the opinion that the use 
of such a paster and the counting of the same 
would be contrary to the letter and the spirit of 
the ballot law. and we are unanimously of the 
opinion that all ballots upon which such pasters 
may be found should be rejected as detective.“ 
Furthermore, we are unanimously of the opinion 
that the placing of any paster upon the official 
ballot by the voter is contrary to the letter and 
spirit of the Australian ballot law. We therefore 
recommend that ballots to which there may be at- 
tached by the voter pasters of any description bo 
not counted for any candidate on said ballots, 
but be returned as detective ballots.

Tunnel company. In the ‘North Chicago 
system there are five companies. The roads 
in the West Chicago system, including in 
the totals the tunnel company, have a 


stock issue of $24,089,000, or a total capital- 
ization of $46,097,000. 

The five companies which are included in 
the’ North Chicago system have a total of 
$9,766,000 of bonds and of 511.250,00 of 
stock outstanding. This makes the total 
capitalization of che North Chicago system 
$21,016,000, or à total for the two systems 
of $68,013,000. 

In the Allen bill it is specifically allowed 
for two or more companies to consolidate. 
There was a similaf provision in the Hum- 
phrey bill, and it was put there, according 
to the stories ef Mr. Yerkes’ suppvi ters, to 
enable the various Yerkes companies to 
consolidate. It will not prevent the taking 
in of the other companies if there should be 
a desire on the part of the stockholders to 
consolidate in future. 


Widener and Kilkins’ Interests. 


Stephen L. Elkins and P. A. B. Widener of 
Fhiladelphla are now among the biggest 
holders of Chicago street railway securities. 
They were in the original deal when the 
two big Yerkes companies were lormed, 
but they did not agree with Mr. Yerkes and 
they were reported to have gotten out of 
these companies a year or more ago. ‘They 
had subscribed for more than $1,v00,000 of 
the stock of the Columbia Construction com- 
pany when that corporation s formed 
to build the Northwestern Elevated railroad, 
but they refused to take the stock later on, 
and Mr. Yerkes was put to, considerable 
trouble to find other subscribers. in fact, 
there ts nearly $600,000 of the stock which 
is still in the treasury of the company which 
was to have been taken by the Philadelphia, 
capitalists. 

But some months ago the hatchet was 
buried, and since then Elkins and Widener 
have become associated with Mr. Yerkes 
again in the stock holdings of these corpora- 
tions. They aided in placing the recent issue 
of West Chicago consolidated. bonds and 
were subscribers for $1,000,000 of the $6,000,- 
000 issued. 

It is reported they are in the deal for the 
combining of the companies, and that they 
have been interested in the passage of a 
street railway bill for the extension of the 
franchises of the roads. 


General Electric and Morgan. 


The General Electric franchise is owned 
by the Love Traction company of New York, 
and it has been given out officially that J. 
Pierpont Morgan had financed the com- 
pany and would furnish all the money re- 
quired to build and equip the lines. 

There has been no work done on the road 
as yet, but there has been sent to Chicago 
recently in the neighborhood of $300,000, a 
part of which went for preliminary organi- 
zation and a part was said to have been paid 
for the franchise. i 

The General Electric people have been 
active in the fight in Springfield for the 
passage of the Humphrey and Allen Dills. 
The original Humphrey bill had a provi- 
sion in it which would have worked to the 
detriment ‘of the General Electric, but the 
political- influence of the backers of the 
company was sufficiently strong to have 
this amended. 

It was said on the street yesterday that 
J. Pierpont Morgan would be interested in 
the formation of the giant traction com- 
pany which it was reported would be formed, 
and that the General Electric would be a 
part and parcel of the combination. This, 
however, is denied by those who are sup- 
posed to be close to Mr. Yerkes. 


What Yerkes’ Friends Say. 

They say, as now contemplated, the trac- 
tion compahy will be composed of only the 
present Yerkes surface lines, and that it 
will be controlled by Charles T. Yerkes, P. 
A. B. Widener, and Stephen L. Elkins. 

The General Electric has franchises for 


poses to build and equip lines on all of these 
streets, using the Love underground sys- 
tem. It has an authorized stock issue of 
$5,000,000 and $3,000,000 of bonds. Officials 
of the Love Traction company say there will 
be expended under present franchises a 
total of $5,500,000. 

The City railway has a stock issue of $12,- 
000,000 and bonds outstanding to the amount 
of $4,619,500. The officials of this company 
have fought the General Electrie in every 
possible way since the original ordindnce 
was passed. They have claimed it was a 
“sandbagging move, and that it was passed 
for the purpose of selling out to their com- 


pany. 

Officials of the City railway company say 
the plan of joining with the other com- 
panies has never been broached to them. 

A combination of the Yerkes roads, the 
City railway, and the General Electric would 
mean a consolidation of fifteen companies 
having a combined stock issue of $53,189,000 
and a combined bond issue of $39,448,500, or 
a combined capitalization of 892,632,500. 


DR. E. C. ENGELS DROWNED IN CANADA 


Young Physician Loses His Lif? while 
Fishing with His Brother in 
Lake Nipissing. 


Dr. Ernest Charles Engels, 759 Forty- 
seventh street, a physician at St. Eliza- 
beth's Hospital and surgeon for the drainage 
canal, was drowned in Lake Nipissing, ten 
miles from Callander, in northern Ontario, 
on Friday afternoon. The body has not 
been recovered and little is known here of 
the details of the accident. 

Dr. Engels was with his brother, Robert 
Engels, also a practicing physician of this 
city. It is understood they were in a boat 
on the lake when the craft was capsized. 
Robert Engels swam ashore without being 
able to give any assistance to his brother, 
who disappeared under the waves. Robert 
drove to Callander and from there tele- 
graphed the news to Thomas Byrne, 909 
Garfield boulevard, who was the physician's 
brother-in-law. Mrs. Engels was prostrated 
when the news of her husband's death was 
imparted to her. 

Dr. Engels and his brother left.a week 
ago Wednesday for a month's fishing and 
hunting expedition among the streams and 
lakes of central Canada, They went direct 
to Callander and began fishing in Lake 
Nipissing. 

Dr. Engels was 80 years old and was a 
well-known physician in the Town of Lake. 
He was born in Stratford, Ont., and came 
to Chicago ten years ago. lie opened a 
drug store two years later at Forty-seventh 
street and Union avenue, and had been con- 
ducting this in addition to his medical prac- 
tice. He graduated from Rush Medical Col- 
lege in the class of 98, and soon after- 
wards became identified with St. Elizabeth's 
Hospital. He also did the surgical work 
for the drainage canal, and was recently 
appointed physician for the Town of Lake, 
but had not been notified of the appoint- 
ment. He left a widow and three children, 
Kathleen, aged 6, Bertha, aged 4, and Helen, 
6 months old. 

The lake where the accident occurred will 
be dragged and every effort made to re- 
cover the body, but the extreme depth of the 
water makes success improbable.

PIECE OF AMAN, YET HALE 


GEORGE BURNS. ENJOYS LIFE MINUS 
RIBS AND UPPER SKULL. 


Metal Takes Place of Osseous Tissue 
for a Brain Covering and a Healthy 
Heart Pulsates on the Wrong Side 
of the Body—Patient at the County 
Hospital Surrenders Another Piece 
of Bone and Is Practically Recov- 
ered—Strangeée Carecer’s Story. 


With a cranium largely of silver, minus 
five ribs on the left side, his heart shifted 
to the right of his anatomy, and with dozens 
of minor physical peculiarities, attested by 
scars from wounds and surgeons’ knives, yet 
full of vitality and cheerfulness, George 
Burns, an inmate of the County Hospital, 
is a curiosity. His case has attracted wide- 
spread interest among physicians and sur- 
geons, not only here but throughout the 
country. 

The man occupies ward No, 5 and has just 
recovered from an operation performed by 
Drs. Fanger and Murplty three weeks ago. 

The last operation performed on Burns 
was to extract a minie ball which he had 
carried in his breast since the battle of 
Antietam. The missile, which weighed one 
and a quarter ounces, was taken out, and 
with it a piece of Burns’ breast bone, meas- 
uring 2x4 inches. : 

Burns was born in Massachusetts. and is 
65 years old. He was the Captain in a Mas- 
sachusetts regiment when wounded at An- 
tietam. When able to get out again he was 
transferred to the navy. His present home 
is Cincinnati, O. 


Schedule of Peculiarities. 


Almost the entire vault of Burns’ skull 
is missing and in place of the bone he has 
a silver plate four by six inches. Over this 
plate the scalp has grown and a casual 
glance would-fail to reveal any lack of bony 
structure. 

Beside this remarkable brain covering 
Burns lacks, as stated, five ribs on the left 
side and his heart ts shifted to the extreme 
right side of the body. 

Another remarkable feature is that Burns 
has carried his silver skull for over ten 
years and until a few months ago was em- 
ployed as an engineer. 

In 1887 Burns was employed as engineer 
on the steamship Savannah, which. plied 
between Boston and Florida. In January 
of that year the Savannah was wrecked. 
Burns was in the engine-room when the 
steamer struck a rock. ' 

When the shock came Burns was thrown 
into the whirling machinery. When he was 
rescued life was discovered, however, and 
he was removed to Philadelphia. It was 
then learned that both his legs were frac- 
tured, his right arm broken, five ribs were 
crushed, one of which penetrated his left 
lung. Last but not least, the top of his skull 
was crushed. 


Operations by Dr. Bliss. 


Dr. Bliss, the famous New York physician 
and surgeon, who attended President Gar- 
Held when he was shot, was called to attend 
Burns. The surgeon saw that desperate 
means were necessary, and a silver plate was 
cast for Burns’ skull. An operation was 
then performed and the splintered pieces of 
his skull were trephined. 2 

The silver plate was then fitted into the 
injured man’s skull, replacing the upper 
part of the occipital bone, the two parietal 
bones, and the upper portion of both tem- 
poral bones and the upper half of the frontal 
bone. In other words, one-half of Burns’ 
skull is bone and the other half is silver. 
ward cut out. In the operation his heart was 
body, where it has since remained. 

In addition to all the other physical pecu- 
Harities of Mr. Burns, both his elbow joints 
are gone, one knee cap is on the back of his 
leg, and a portion of his windpipe is missing. 

Burns is cheerful and converses freely re- 
garding his war and other experiences. 


LOGAN MONUMENT DEDICATION RATES. 


Rallroads Will Make Special Arrange- 
ments for Carrying Troops and 
Visiters to the Exercises. 


Every blue-coated militiaman in the serv- 
ice of the State of Illinois who is able to 
carry a gun and get on and off a train will be 
in Chicago on July 22 at the unveiling of the 
Logan Monument. Governor Tanner said 
he would order the troops out if arrange- 
ments could be made providing for their 
transportation. William Harper of the 
Committee of Arrangements interviewed 
the railroads yesterday and all agreed to 
transport Illinois militia companies free. 

The Chicago and Alton will bring 890 men 
of the Third and Sixth Regiments. The Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy will bring 390 
militiamen of the Third, Fifth, and Sixth 
Regiments. The Wabash railroad and the 
Illinois Central between them will bring the 
600 men of the Fourth Regiment from 
Springfield, where théy will be in camp at 
that time. Both roads bring other compa- 
nies from towns along their lines, making 
a total of 400 to be carried by each. The 
Rock Island brings 800 men of the Third, 
Fifth, and Sixth Regiments; the Chicago 
and Northwestern four companies of the 
Sixth and two of the Third; the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul brings the compa- 
nies from Elgin and Rockford, and the Atch- 
ison, Topeka and Santa Fé 200. The Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois will carry Battery A of 
Danville. 

The Central Passenger association will 
give the 8 fates for the dedication: 
For Illinois State Guard, free; for the public, 
one fare for the round trip; for the military, 
both United States troops and militia of 
other States, one cent a mile each direction, 
short line distance; Grand Army posts, same 
as military, bands accompanying organized 
bodies, one cent a mile. Tickets on sale 
July 21, also for trafhs arriving here not later 
than noon on July 22, final return limit July 
26. Other traffic associations will doubtless 
make the same rate. 

Informal assurances have been received 
from Washington that President McKinley 
and several members of his Cabinet will be 
here. Invitations were sent yesterday to the 
Governors of all the States, and it is expect- 
ed a large number will be present with their 
staffs.

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READY FOR THEIR FIGHT. 


SHARKEY AND MAHER EACH CONFI- 
DENT OF WINNING WEDNESDAY. 


Both Men Train Hard and Are in the 
Pink of Condition for Their Coming 
Meeting — Peter Has a System of 
Work Which Is Vigorous, While 
Sailor Tom Dees an Equally Dim- 
cult Task Every Day * Keep in 
Shape. 


New York, June 5. — [Special.]— After 
the Corbett-Fitzsimmons, unquestionably 
the most important pugilistic event of 
the year 1897 will be the go between 
Peter Maher and Tom Sharkey, which is 
to take place before the Palace Athletic 
club in this city Wednesday evening next, 
June 9. Both men are in the pink of condi- 
tion. Maher is at the Old Homestead, in 
Westchester County, with his trainers, 
Peter Lowry, John Quinn, Pat Scully, and 
John Catenac. 

Maher has been working hard and believes 
he is the better man. His feeling of con- 
fidence is apparent in the tone of his voice 
when he discusses the affair. It has been 
suid that many a fighter talks much about 
his training, but actually does little. Maher 
has a program that is calculated to make 
the uninitiated marvel at his ability to get 
through with it. 

He arises every morning at 7 o’clock and 
goes over to Morris Park, taking a mile and 
a half run before eating anything. He 
breakfasts at 8 and then rests and reads 
the papers until 9:30, when the real work 
of the day begins. At that hour he starts 
off on a run to Harlem bridge and back to 
Pelham Bay, a distance of fourteen miles. 
He reaches the latter point between 11 and 
11:15 and takes a twenty-minute swim. 
After leaving the water he is rubbed until 


every part of his body is in a perfect glow. 


Then he dresses and starts for the Old 
Homestead, but in a leisurely way, stop- 
ping to gossip with the proprietors of sev- 
eral of the numerous road houses, arriv- 
ing home in time for a 1 o'clock dinner. 


Maher’s Routine Work. 

At 3 o’clock Maher and his trainers go 
over to the gymnasium, which is fitted up 
on the ground floor of George E. Smith's 
(Pittsburg Phil's) stable, just a quarter of 
a mile away, and hard work is resumed. 
He first punches the bag fora half hour, and 
there was never a man who could smash it 
against the board ceiling any harder or any 
faster. Then three trainers are called upon 
to use all of their science and to stand up in 
front of the big fighter for four rounds each. 

This gives him twelve rounds of boxing 
and he is still fresh and ready to wrestle 
with Catenac. The latter tussles with 
Maher for at least half an hour and gener- 
ally gets all he is looking for. This winds. 
up the day’s work. Maher dines at 6 and is 
always in bed by 9 o'clock. 

At Bochims Hotel, Southfield, the country 
inn of a small village on Staten Island, Tom 
Sharkey is getting himself in condition for 
his go with the Irish champion. 

Just now Sharkey is in better condition 
than he ever was in his life. His muscles 
are as hard as a rock, his wind is like unto 
that of a four-miler, his flesh is pink and 
firm, and he is as supple and as wiry as a 
cat. His bedroom, dining-room, and train- 
ing quarters are all under one roof. The 
main hall of the hotel has been cut in two 
and the north end is where the strong man 
punches the bag, boxes with his trainers, 
and works away at the lifting machine. 

Sharkey’s trainers are Joe Choynski, 
whom he once knocked out in nine rounds, 
Tim McGrath, and Tom Lansing. These 
men are simply elated over the showing the 
big fellow is making in his work, and are 
satisfied that Maher will not last longer 
than ten rounds. 


Sharkey’s Order of Exercise. 


The order of Sharkey’s exercise is much 
the same as that of Maher, and a repetition 
of details is not necessary. When one sees 
Tom at work with the bag and his trainers 
one is satisfied that he knows a good deal 
more about scientific boxing than most per- 
sons think he does. He is not as clever as 
Corbet or Kid McCoy, but he is capable 
of putting up a good, clean fight, and can 
stand just a little more punishment om, 
anybody, Fitz not even excepted. 

If he wins the fight on Wednesday night 
he will sail for Ireland to pay a visit to his 
father and mother. 

The following statement shows the confi- 
dence felt by the men: 

I am fit and ready to meet Thomas Shar- 
key next Wednesday night, and I believe the 
fight will be short. I know he is strong and 
a desperate fighter, but I am satisfied that 
he will prove to be the easiest man to whip 
l have ever met. My condition is perfect. I 
take an extraordinary amount of exercise 
every day, my appetite is ravenous, my mus- 
cles are hard, and my wind is excellent, and 
I am as supple as a man could expect to be. 
I will enter the ring as ready as I ever was, 
and I am sure of a quick and decisive victory. 

** PETBR MAHER.”’ 

1 think I will put Maher out in eleven 
rounds. I was never in better condition than 
at present, and feel sure that I will before 
long be known as the champion of the world. 
I have earned the title, but have never re- 
ceived fair treatment from the public or 
the press. It has never been my policy to 
kick, and I want it understood that Iam not 
doing so, but I believe that I can whip any 
man in the prize ring, and only want a 
chance to show that I can. I bested Cor- 
bett and won my fight with Fitzsimmons, 


but received little credit for what I have 


done. However, I am young, and will yet 
show just how well Ican fight. The impres- 
sion has gone abroad that Iam a rough 
fighter. This is not so. In my bout with 
Corbett I did not rough him until he roughed 
me. I am a clean fighter and a good boxer, 
and will prove it next Wednesday night. As 
for Maher; I think he will prove the easiest 
man to whip 1 have ever met, and feel cer- 
tain that, he will give me no appreciable 
trouble. He claims to be the champion of 
Ireland, but he is not, and I will prove it.

BRINGING IN A CUBAN PRISONER. 


[TO “THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE” BY CHARLES 
M. PEPPER. |! 

Guanajay, Pinar del Rio, Cuba, May 30.— 
This letter will not be about the reconcen- 
tradoes. By exercising a little care it is pos- 
sible to go out from Havana into the coun- 
try for a day and not see too much misery. 
You must lay out your route in advance, be 
sure not to take the wrong branch of the 
railroad and not to go too far on the branch 
you do take, be careful not to turn aside 
from the main highway after leaving the 
railroad, and the thing may be done. In this 
way fresh fields may be seen instead of deso- 
lation, and a glimpse may be had of the sol- 
ders and of the trocha. We know, for we 
have been from Guanajay to Mariel and 
back. 

While Mr. Calhoun and Consul General 
Lee were working away on the Ruiz case 
in company with Secretary Fishback I took 
this trip west. When we left Havana the 
clouds were hanging so low in the east that 
the tops of the hills were lost in them. The 
rainy season has begun, and this meant we 
should have a chance to know what effect 
these downpours, which come at frequent 
intervals during the day, have on the cam- 
paigning in the country. The soldiers, as 
ever, were with us. They were in their 
„ blindodo,”” or armored car. A blindodo ” 
is in reality an armored cruiser, but the 
name has been given to these armored cars, 
the use of which makes traveling possible 
in the pacified provinces, of Cuba. 

Soldiers Sing Their Songs. 


This crew today was a merry one. It 
makes this trip regularly, and its mem-

Accident to a Train. 

An accident to the train gives an oppor-. 
tunity to form an acquaintance with some 
of the soldiers. This accident is likely to ap- 
pear later in the official reports as a dastard- 
ly attempt at dynamiting by the insurgents, 
or in the insurgents’ account as a successful 
attack on the Spanish troops. Actually it is 
neither. A lightly ballasted car has slipped 
its truck in rounding a curve and torn up the 
track for some distance. The rest of the 
cars have not left the rails and the passen- 
gers thank their stars for their lucky 
escape. The junction is only a mile, and by 
walking there we may catch the other 
train. The greater part of the walk is in 
the rain. It is as if the immense sheet 
which had seemed stretched across the hori- 
zon had been deftly slipped out and the clouds 
have come down in a mass. The private 
soldier trudging by my side says: It is not 
bad.“ : 


The roadbed is fair and the ties give a 
relatively dry footing. It is much better 
than off in the fields, where he had been 
camped and where he had marched in the 
red mud up to hisankles. Hard marching 
it was since the rains began, he told me, and 
the troops could not do much of it. The 
officers are less philosophical, but in the in- 
tervals when the skies clear they make 
light of the inconvenience. They are civil, 
but taciturn, in talking about the war. The 
rainy season will be very bad on the troops, 
and they: deplore the lack of hospital accom- 
modations in the field. 


Depots Fortified and Barricaded. 

We make the other train, and the journey 
is continued without incident through a 
country fairly under cultivation. At San 
Antonio, Ceiba, and the other little stations 
are the same groups of soldiers bearing the 
marks of hard service and fever sickness. 
The everlasting fortinas stretch from hill- 
top to hilltop in unbroken line, and the ap- 
proaches to the railway depots are fortified 


and barricaded. A carload of fresh cane may 
| be taken as proof that the grinding of what 


remains of the crop is going on that ts, if 
one carload of cane feeds an ingenio or 
sugar mill. The pacilicos are not concen- 
trated in camps along the railway, as they 
are going to Matanzas, and we are grateful 
to be spared that nightmare. 

Viewing the Trocha. 

At Guanajay we leave the railroad and 
take a vehicle to see the trocha, which lies 
along the highway to Mariel. Not caring 
for an escort, we had not asked for a mili- 
tary pass at headquarters. The officer in 
eharge, when our identity is established, 
waives that formality, and we jog along at 
a pace which enables us to form a good im- 
pression of the trocha. As a piece of mill- 
tary engineering or a strategic work it 
does not particularly impress our civilian 
eyes. We see three rows of posts running 
parallel through the flelds and parallel to 
the road. They are four feet high and the 
three lines of barb wire which are stretched 
along appear to be about six feet apart. 
As the whole country is open the approach 
to this triple line of barbed wire is easily 
commanded from the earthworks which 
haye been thrown up along the roadside. 
Inside the earthworks runs the ditch, which 
we had always supposed was the chief 
feature of the trocha. It is about 150 feet 
back from the wire fences. The earthworks 
line at short distances is hollowed out and 
lined with stones. It is exactly as if rough 
bowls of stone had been set down in them. 
At greater distances are the square stone 
forts. The other side of the road is lined 
with earthworks and fortifications in the 
same way. 


Appearance of the Trocha. 

This is the appearance the trocha presents 
today between Guanajay and Mariel. We 
were told it conforms to the topography of 
the country where it extends through the 
marshes and swamps to the sea. While it 
might be little obstacle to a regular body of 
troops with light artillery, it is not hard to 
see that the barrier must be serious toa few 
thousand half-armed insurgents. When the 
trocha was guarded by thousands of sol- 
diers, who swarmed into the bowl-shaped 
fortinas, the larger forts, and behind the 
breastworks, we can understand that Maceo 
could only lead a few hundred of his follow- 
ers through it in the swampy country by 
stealth. No general assault could prevail. 

The trocha is still well guarded, but many 
of the troops have been sent to Santa Clara 
and other places in the western part of the 
island. In addition to the volunteers 2,000 
regular soldiers are stationed at Guanajay, 
a large force to hold a small section of a 
pacified country. The insurgents are still 
plentiful in the hills. 

Though Colonel Cirujeda, whose troops 
unknowingly killed Maceo, is in Spain re- 
ceiving the homage of a popular hero, the 
insurgents do not respect the trocha. We 
hear of a brush they had only three nights 
ago with the troops. They came up from 
the south within the lines of the trocha at 
night, made a rodillo, or round-up, ofa 
lot of cattle, and droye the whole herd off 
in triumph. There was plenty of firing, but 


the invaders left no dead or wounded on the 


field. Reckless devils, those insurgents. 
Beef is very scarce. Rarely do the Spanish 
soldiers taste it. Perhaps they are envying 
the insurgents in the hills. 


Fever Must Be Widespread. 

The drive back from Mariel to Guanajay 
is improved to note the life of the soldiers 
in the barracks along the trocha. It can- 
not be a pleasant one. They sleep in ham- 
moeks swung over the bare earth, which at 
this season is a quagmire. After the rains 
the malaria steams up from it. Judging 
from the number of soldiers we see shiver- 


ing in their blankets the fever must be wide- 


spread. Some of the men on picket duty 
and in the watch towers of the fortinas 
must also be suffering, for they have the 
blankets drawn tightly over their heads and 
their teeth are chattering. A few are pos- 
sibly convalescents, for these are mounted 
and with a comrade on either side are mak- 
ing a brave march for the railway station. 
And all this sickness is at the beginning of 
We do not venture to 
think what it will be a month or two hence. 
Then the malaria will rise in clouds from 
the marshes, which the sun bakes dry in 
the intervals between the rainfalls. Not 
all the misery of this Cuban campaign is for 
the poor reconcentrados. The Spanish

SAGASTA 


Is Ready to Form a Government and 
Is Assured of Liberal Support- 
Weyler to Be Recalled.

Madrid, Spain, via Bayonne, June 5.— 
[Copyright, 1897, by the Press Publishing 
Company, New York World. I— We would 
be more liberal in every sense than the Con- 
servative party can afford to be,“ said Sefior 
Segasta to me in discussing the crisis in 
Spain, and the probability of his appoint- 
ment as Premier to succeed Seftor Canovas. 
We would not hesitate to go mucn further 
than Sefior Canovas has gone in the way of a 
home rule poliey for the West Indies, in or- 
der to insure the loyalty and friendship or 
the colonies there. 

Our policies would entail a change in the 
supreme direction of Cuban affairs, of course. 
The removal of Weyler would be immediate, 
and the present policy of excessive severity 
and repression would be abandoned, for that 
system is not calculated to improve the pros- 
pects of pacification, which we earnestly de- 
sire. 

Favors Cordial Relations. 
In regard to the relations between Spain 


and the United States, I am not acquainted . 


with what has passed recently between the 
Spanish and American governments. I have 
no reason to suppose that international con- 
sideration or pressure influenced the de- 
cision of Senor Canovas to resign. The Lib- 
eral party wishes to maintain and improve 
the cordial relations with the United States 
and hopes its colonial policy would help to 
do 80. 

But neither the Liberal party nor any 
other Spanish party cotld tolerate a sug- 
gestion of infringing on the rights of Spain 
or implying the interference of foreign pow- 
ers in her relations with her colonies, The 
Liberal party would be as zealous as the 
Conservatived in defense of the supremacy 
of Spain in Cuba and Puerto Rico.“ 

| found Sefior Sagasta at his residence 
surrounded by Liberal politicians, who were 
animatedly discussing and criticising the 
declaration in the Madrid press credited to 
Sefior Canovas, the tone and terms of which 
betrayed despondency, disgust, and disap- 
pointment at the small success of the Con- 
servative policy in Cuba. Sefior Sagasta 
refrained from any comment upon the con- 
duct of Senor Cancvas. He usually listens 
to his friends and only shows his personal 
feeling by a sarcastic smile, a nod of assent, 
or dissent or shake of the head. When he 
does speak, a few words convey his opinion. 


Would Accept a Commission. 


In reply to my question Scfior Sagasta 


said: 

certainly would accept a commission 
to form a government, and accept it with 
perfect confidence of the support of all 
groups of the Liberal party, if the Queen 
should honor me with the trust. I could not 
govern the country with the present Cortes, 
but that does not matter. Nor would a gen- 
eral election be necessary soon, as all the 
ways and means for the home budget and 
the colonial wars have been already voted in 
sufficient quantity for the fiscal year 1897- 

In Spain a Liberal government would 
have nothing to fear in the shape of dis- 
turbances or complications, even at the 
hands of the Carlists or Republicans during 
civil wars—nor even afterwards.”’

The Queen wished 
to consult him regarding a solution of the 
crisis. His opinion, and those of Marshals 
Lopez Dominguez and Blanco, are likeiy to 
have a decisive influence. All three make 
no secret of their opinion that the recall of 
General Weyler is expedieni, both for the 
pacification of Cuba and for international 
considerations. 

In military circles it is believed that Mar- 
shal Campos will recommend that General 
Blanco succeed General Weyler, and that 
General Campos would only go to Cuba him- 
self if pressed to do so by the Queen and 
allowed carte blanche by the neW gevern- 
ment. 

De Lome Will Remain. 

In diplomatic and political circles it Is 
considered probable that even if the Liber- 
als enter office Sefior Dupuy de Lome will be 
asked to remain as Spanish Minister at 
Washington. Leading Liberals say he has 
very skillfully defended Spanish interests 
and defeated the intrigues with the Cuban 
separatists and their supporters. 

It is a singular feature of the present crisis 
that the Queen’s chief concern has been to 
know the opinion of all the statesmen and 
Generals consulted on the advisability of the 
recall of General Weyler, and whether a 
change of policy in Cuba and the granting 
of home rule would be most likely to hasten 
the termination of the war. Spanish do- 
mestic politics has played second part in this 
crisis. 

Caba the Main Point. 

The whole drift of the interviews of the 
Queen with Marshals Campos, Blanco, and 
Lopez Dominguez and with Sefiors Padaz 
and Sagasta, showed that all five are unani- 
mous in considering necessary in the forma- 
tion of the new government to have well- 
defined, concrete plans for carrying out 
Cuban home rule and for endeavoring to 
strengthen the cordial relations with the 
United States, and all believe that the in- 
dispensable preliminary step to all this is 
the appointment of a new Governor-General 
who would inspire foreign countries and the 
Spanish colonies with confidence in the sin- 


‘cerity of the Spanish colonial policy. 


All the Generals and statesmen who ap- 
proached the Queen were much struck by 
her anxiety and earnestness in seeking a 
solution giving the mos, promise of a prompt 
pacification of the colonies and an honora- 
ble, friendly understanding with the United 
States. She granted hearings to most of the 
authorized exponents of the regularly con- 
stituted parties, and has consulted the fore- 
most Marshals, two of whom have been 
Governors of Cuba, with a view to viewing 
the situation in every aspect, though aware, 
like her subjects, that the cornerstone of 
the new policy must be a new military and 
political régime in Cuba.

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has to direct the procession, is making daily 
a most careful survey of the route, bit by bit, 
with a view to discovering whether there 
are any points at which either a crowd might 
be in special danger of accident from panic, 
or from which an attack might be delivered 
against herself. The Queen has made no 
secret to her circle at court that if she had 
anticipated that the enthusiasm and rush 
to London would have been so much greater 
than in 1887 she would never have entered 
upon the project of a public procession. Her 
sight has grown very bad during the last 
few months, so she has to wear darkened 
spectacles, and being unable to see well in- 
creases her nervousness. 

The eight cream ponies, whieh are to 
draw her landau, are being exercised daily 
in the noisiest, busiest thoroughfares to 
accustom them to crowds. They are ex- 
tremely quiet, rather lazy animals, highly 
tractable, and never give any trouble. 

Five million visitors are expected for jubi- 
lee day, and the police authorities are look- 
ing forward with the keenest apprehension 
to the difficulty of dealing with such a 
gigantic crowd, all converging on the seven 
miles of thoroughfare through which the 
royal procession will pass. 

By careful calculation it has been ascer- 
tained that only 1,500,000 people can see the 
procession from the pavement, windows, 
and stands along the entire route, so that a 
frightful crush has to be provided against. 
The whole route will be lined with a double 
row of soldiers and volunteers standing 
shoulder to shoulder, while ingress to the 
route from the side streets will be controlled 
by 18,000 policemen drawn from the sur- 
rounding district. Their places will be 
taken in the suburbs by 5,000 police pension- 
ers, who are to get $3 pay for the day and 
night's continuous duty. 

The regular police cannot be withdrawn 
from the West End streets until early in the 
morning following jubilee day, as the 
crowds viewing the illuminations will be 
even more difficult to deal with than the 
day crowd. 

All vehicular traffic is to be stopped ina 
great part of inner London from 9 a. m. 
Tuesday until 7 a. m. Wednesday, an ar- 
rangement which will cause immense in- 
convenience to visitors. 

England and Englishmen have gone crazy 
over the parade, but, as a matter of fact, 
the present plans do not indicate that it 
will be as imposing as was New York’s dis- 
play on Grant day. 


The sale of seats along the line of parade 
has not been a success. The speculators 
depended, first, on the Englishmen from the 
country to pay the high prices they charged 
for places, and after them on Americans.

Mrs. Ralph Vivian had a drawing-room 
meeting yesterday in the interest of the 
American jubilee fund, which is becoming 
quite prosperous since Mr. and Mrs. Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt gave a grand contribution 
of £1,000. The sum collected may now pos- 
sibly reach £3,000. Had it been really well 
managed it should have reached at least 
£10,000, 

Olga Nethersole, whose engagement to 
Dr. John Oliver has been extensively an- 
nounced in the American press, tells me 
exclusively that the engagement has been 
broken off this week. 

Frederic Harrison and Cyril Maude at the 
Haymarket Theater announce that the 
dramatization of Under the Red Robe,” 
made by Edward Rose, an American, has 
yielded a net profit of $110,000. With Se- 
cret Service the reigning success here it 
seems almost as if the old order had been 
reversed and London is looking to New 
York instead of New York looking to Lon- 
don for good theatrical material. 

America has been relieved of the responsi- 
bility of being the home of the most adroit 
thief who has appeared in Europe fora long 
time. The managers of the Geneva exposi- 
tion of last summer were much worried by 
the disappearance of some very Valuable 
watches. The watch exhibit was arranged 
in cases against the walls of a great hall. 
All were kept carefully locked. In the center 
of the hall sat a clerk who heid a key which 
would unlock all the cases. He was a par- 
ticularly trustworthy person, selected by 
the Watchmakers’ association. If any vis- 
itor wished to see a watch he could do so 
only by going to him and getting him to ac- 
company him to the casein which the watch 
was. Thus only one case could be opened at 
atime. This system it was fondly believed 
would prevent theft absolutely. 

But the show was not three weeks old 
before very valuable watches were missing. 
No one suspected the clerk. It was a great 
mystery. At last it was observed that when- 
ever watches were missed from the case a 
certain young woman had been there. Three 
times she was seized and searched, but noth- 
ing was found and the idea that she was the 
thief was given up. 

Finally three watches were stolen from 
one case in one day. She had looked at 
them and was arrested. One watch was 
found in her mouth. She was charged with 
having swallowed the other watches. It 
should be understood that the smaller a 
Swiss watch is the more valuable it is. 

She then confessed that she had swallowed 
eighteen watches, but she afterward re- 
tracted her confession. She claimed to be 
an American citizen, but refused to appeal 
to the United States Minister. Last week 
she confessed that she is an English subject, 
and that she had been carrying on this pe- 
cullar kind of thievery several years. She 
has not been sentenced yet, but probably 
will get a long term. 

Banker Katner’s Firm Stand. 

Adolph Kutner, one of the richest men of 
California and a native of Poland, went to 
America in 1846. His relatives are ill and 
he wants to visit them, but the Russian 
Charge d' Affaires refused to vise his pass- 
port in Washington. Senator Perkins intro- 
duced a resolution in Congress asking a 
definite statement from the Russian gov- 
ernment concerning the matter. 

Mr. Kutner, who is a banker in Fresno, 
proposes to go to Russiaanyway. He bought 
gold dust of desperate men in California's 
desperate days and is not likely to let small 
matters impede him in Russia. The Amer- 
ican consular officials, with whom he has 
communicated, are watching the outcome of 
his determined assault on the laws relative 
to the exclusion of Hebrews from Russia 
with great interest. 

Mr. Kutner’s great wealth is a guarantee 
that he will leave nothing undone which may 
help to make a visit to his relatives possible. 

A dramatic suicide occurred on the steam- 
ship Fuerst Bismarck, which reached Plym- 
outh Thursday. A native Englishman in 
hard luck had arranged to work his passage 
in the stoke-hold. By accident he grasped 
a white hot bar instead of the gold bar he 
intended to work with. His hands were 
horribly burned. He was sent to the ship's 
doctor and told to stop work, but he refused 
to do so, He said he had agreed to work his 
passage and he would do so. 

The same afternoon, supposedly driven 
mad by pain, he rushed to the steerage deck 
and jumped overboard, despite the efforts 
of members of the crew to stop him. A life 
preserver was thrown him and for a moment 
he staid above the water, showing nimself 
an expert swimmer, and while poised there 
he deliberately Spat at the life preserver 
twice to indicate his absolute contempt for 
life and those things which would prolong 
it. Then, throwing up his hands, he sank. 
The ship put out a boat and waited for hours, 
but no sign of him was discovered.

I— The 
jubilee capital revels in pleasurable excite- 
ment as the imperial gala week approaches. 
Princes, envoys, and premiers are arriving 
every day, and guards of honor are as- 


» sembling from the ends of the empire. Yes- 


terday there were reinforcements from 
Australia, India, Ceylon, and the western 
Soudan. The streets are in the possegsion 
of an army of carpenters, decorators, and 
electricians, and when the hideous board- 
ings, barricades, and galleries are draped 
with bunting and every arch and mast is in 
place there will be a splendid blase of color. 

These preparations for the approaching 
festivities are watched with eager interest 
by the good humored crowds all along the 
six-mile route of the procession, and in the 
West End there are side shows every hour 
of the day as soldiers in all the glory of 
full dress uniform file by, or there are 
flashing glimpses of Indian cavalrymen in 
turbans and blue tunics, or colonial troops 
with swarthy faces and picturesque hats. 


First Great State Ball. 

All the approaches to Buckingham Palace 
were lined last night with multitudes stand- 
ing for hours for the sake of seeing the 2,000 
guests arrive and depart. It was the first 
state ball with a procession of the royal 
family and diplomatic corps, and a splendid 
display of ferns, palms, electric lights, 
brilliant uniforms, costumes, and diamonds. 

The weather is fine. One day of sufshine 
followed another, but a dense fog seems to 
envelop all the official arrangements for the 
jubilee week. The Lord Chamberlain, the 
Master of the Horse, and all other court 
functionaries who are ordering the revels 
are enmeshed in details and overwhelmed 
with work. A thousand questions have to 
be settled every day, and nothing can be 
done without consultation and prolonged 
discussion. Ambassadors, special envoys, 
and royal guests are all in the dark respect- 
ing their parts in the jubilee parade and the 
engagements which are made for them dur- 
ing the fortnight of festivity. Every func- 
tion and ceremony is clouded with uncer- 
tainty and mystery, but all will doubtless 
be made clear in good time. 

Place of Honor for Reid. 

The special embassy from the United 
States will be received with great distinc- 
tion. Mr. Whitelaw Reid, as the bearer ofa 
letter from President McKinley, will be 
recognized as the Ambassador for the jubli- 
lee and General Miles and Admiral Miller, 
as the representatives of the army and navy, 
will be members of the special embassy fn 
his suite. When the festivities begin a 
gentleman-in-waiting from the court will 
be assigned to Ambassador Reid by the 
Queen's command, and during the jubilee 
period will be in attendance upon him. Mr. 
Reid will attend the jubilee functions as the 
personal representative of President Mc- 
Kinley, occupying a carriage in the proces- 
sion to St. James, witnessing the mil‘tary 
and naval reviews, and officially represent- 
ing the United States government at the 
banquets and parties at Buckingham Palace 
and Windsor. 

Ambassador Hay, following the example 
of other regular diplomatic representatives 
to the Court of St. James, will not be in the 
procession, but will be a spectator, with a 
seat on the diplomatists’ platform in front 
of the cathedral. Every European court 
and country will be specially represented 
by envoys, who will be in the procession 
with the Queen and attend all the jubilee 
functions. Ambassador Reid, when he ar- 
rives in London on Wednesday with his 
family, will go to Lord Lonsdale’s house in 
Cariton House terrace, which has been 
taken for him and will be occupied by him 
during his stay. 


Parliamentary Labors Ended. 

The labors of the session have virtually 
ended with the adjournment of Parliament 
for the Whitsuntide holiday. The employ- 
ers’ liability bill is not yet through the re- 
port stage, although it fs through the com- 
mittee, and much financial business remains 
to be completed. But all controversial ques- 
tions have been settled, and from the evo 
of the jubilee festivities a beggarly minority 
of the House will assist Ministers in winding 
up the session. Many members are already 
paired, and int<rest in legislative work has 
lapsed. The opposition has been demoral- 
ized by the collapse of its assault upon the 
government's foreign policy. Sir Charles 
Dilke and Mr. Dillon alone had the hardi- 
hood to discuss the Cretan affair before the 


House adjourned.

SULTAN DECIDES TO LEAYE THESSALY 


It Is Declared the Turkish Public Is 
Being Prepared for the Aband- 
onment of the Territory. 


London, June 5.—Conflicting news is pub- 
lished about the progress of the peace ne- 
gotiations at Constantinople. On one side 
the Sultan is said to have adopted a most 
unyielding attitude, and on the other hand 
he is declared to be showing a conciliatory 
disposition, and the settlement of the ques- 
tion in dispute is only a question of a few 
days. 

The Associated Press, however, learns that 
the Ambassadors at Constantinople are 
hopeful that the negotiations will be con- 
cluded in about a week, in the sense of Tur- 
key’s acceptance of the peace conditions 
proposed by the powers. There is now little 
doubt the Sultan has decided to agree to 
the evacuation of Thessaly, and the Turk- 
ish public is being prepared for this step. 
The police of Constantinople have, been or- 
dered to confiscate the leaflets which are 
being circulated demanding the annexation 
of the conquered territory as a duty de- 
volving upon the Sultan. The war songs 
are also being suppressed, in order to stifle 
the fanaticism of the lower classes. 

It is considered probable that the con- 
clusion of peace between Turkey and Greece 
will be followed by a complete change of 
the Turkish Cabinet, as the palace clique 
will endeavor to saddle the ministry with 
all the responsibility for the peace condi- 
tions. Moreover, a strong feeling exists 
among the Mussulmans against the min- 
istry, especially against the navy depart- 
ment, owing to the deplorable condition of 
te Turkish navy and the inactivity of the 
Ottoman fleet. 

The news from Thessaly is that the Turk- 
ish army, which at first pillaged and com- 
mitted other excesses in-the Greek villages, 
is now under stringent discipline. The ob- 
ject of this change of policy by the Turkish 
authorities, according to the Athens news- 
papers, is merely to gain the signatures of 
the inhabitants in favor of Turkish rule. 

In the meantime 20,000 Macedonian peas- 
ants who had crossed the mountains into 
Thessaly have occupied the abandoned 
Greek villages and are waiting to gather 
the corn if it ripens before the peace ne- 
gotiations are concluded. In fact, the seiz- 
ure of the Thessalian harvest seems to be 
a reason for the Sultan endeavoring to pro- 
tract the peace negotiations. 

Numbers of Greek Thessalians are hiding 
in the mountains of Kalkis and Erochori 
and on the Island of Skiathos, being afraid 
to return to their homes, fearing massacre 
and preferring death by starvation, ex- 
posure, and disease. 

The impeachment of the leading spirits 
of the Ethnike Hetairia, or National League 
of Greece, is mooted at Athens, where it is 
said that ex-Mayor Melas intends to resign 
the leadership of the society. His excuse 
for the society’s conduct is that it was un- 
derstood Great Britain would assist Greece 
in her struggle against Turkey.

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HOOTS FOR THE KAISER. 


CROWDS RESENT RIGID POLICE 
RULES AT A PARADE. 


Action of Officers Is Bratal and People 
Ascribe It to Orders of the Emperor 
—Many Are Kicked by Police—Em- 
press Badly Frightened by a Wom- 
an Who Throws a Petition in Her 
Face- Von Tausch’s Trial a Defeat 
for Bieberstein. 


Berlin, June 5.—Several unusual features 
accompanied the great spring parade on the 
Tempelhof grounds last Tuesday. By the 
rigorous police rule barring all traffic from 
the streets leading to the Tempelhof the 
public was virtually excluded from this 
sight, which for many years has been a 
popular diversion. The orders were brutally 
carried out by the police, many persons be- 
ing kicked and injured on the field. 

The number of carriages was much smaller 
than usual. The Emperor and Empress, 
while going to and coming from the field, 
were not once cheered by the populace, 
which was in a very ugly mood, as the 
police policy was attributed to the Em- 
peror’s orders. Several persons in the dense 
crowd hooted the Emperor, which was in- 
stantly answered by the police forcibly dis- 
persing the throng and arresting a score of 
people. 

The Empress was pale and nervous and 
was so affected by all this that she suffered 
from a violent headache and insisted upon 
returning tothe castle. The Emperor there- 
fore stopped the parade before it was half 
finished. In the jostle, on leaving the Tem- 
pelhof, the Empress was again badly scared. 
Women of the lower classes suddenly ap- 
peared at her horse’s head and with a 
threatening gesture one of the women 
threw a petition in the face of the Empress. 
In the turmoil which ensued her Majesty 
lost a unique decoration conferred upon her 
by Queen Victoria and composed of the 
Queen’s enameled portrait set with big dia- 
monds. 

Empress on Horseback. 


The Empress was present at the parade on 
horseback, in a white riding habit of the 
pattern of the uniform of the Queen's Own 
Pomeranian Cuirassiers, and wearing a 
triple peak white cockade hat of the old 
Bayreuth Dragoons. Across her breast she 
wore the broad orange band of the Order of 
the Black Eagle. 

The newspapers all condemn the severe 
police measures adopted in excluding the 
people from such occasions, and contrast 
them with the course under Emperors Will- 
iam I. and Frederick III. 

Among the invited spectators at the pa- 
rade ‘vere United States Ambassador Uhl 
and his family, and Mr. John W. Foster, 
the United States Seal Commissioner, and 
Mrs. Foster.| Mr. Foster, while on his way 
to Russia, stopped four days in this city, 
and was given a reception by Mr. Uhl, which 
was attended by a number of diplomats 
formerly sta honed in Washington. 

Is a Defeat for Bieberstein. 

The result of the Von Tausch trial (the 
acquittal of the former chief of the secret 
political poliqe) amounts to a defeat of the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, Baron Mars- 
chall von Bigberstein, as the case is popu- 
larly regarded as a duel between Baron 
Marschall the first commissioner of po- 
lice, and the discharge of Von Tausch is 
certain to be used against the Foreign Min- 
ister. It is generally expected that the 
latter’s furlough of two months is a prelude 
to his resignation, 

Emperor William is deeply chagrined at 
the damaging exposures of the inner work- 
ings of the police, fearing further weakening 
of police authority through the use the 80- 
clalists are preparing to make of the evi- 
dence at the elections. His Majesty se- 
riously blames the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs for-precipitating this gigantic scan- 
dal. There was a stormy scene between the 
Emperor and Baron Marschall Von Bieber- 
stein on Tuesday. 

The Liberal newspapers express the opin- 
ion that the trial will have a good effect and 
render such actions of the police as those ex- 
posed impossible in the future. Herr Rich- 
ter, in the Freisinnige Zeitung, however, 
says he does not believe Baron Marschall 
von Bieberstein will be dismissed because, 
he explains, Prince Hohenlohe's resignation 
is bound to follow. 

New Office Is Created. 

A new and important political office has 
been created, that of political commissioner, 
whose province it is to watch and influence 
by all possible means political feeling in dis- 
affected districts, such as the Polish prov- 
inces, the Reichsland, and northern Schles- 
wig-Holstein. Four such commissioners 
have been appointed at Dantzic, Koenigs- 
berg, Posen, and Breslau. 


Emperor Is Not Toasted. 
At a banquet given to the Reichstag by 


the Hamburg Senate upon the occasion of | 


the horticultural exposition the Emperor 
was not toasted. The reason assigned for 
this is that there were a large number of 
Socialist delegates present. 
Emperor Has a Quarrel. 

Another serious difference, almost amount- 
ing to a quarrel, has arisen between Em- 
peror William and his brother, Prince Hen- 
ry of Prussia, said to be due to the attitude 
of his Majesty towards Great Britain and 
Queen Victoria, Prince Henry favoring a 
more conciliatory policy. In a recent letter 
the Emperor has peremptorily forbidden his 
brother to in any way interfere in the pol- 
itics of the empire. The dominant party at 
court is frankly and bitterly anti-British. 
The chief of the Naval Cabinet, Admiral 
Baron von Zenden-Bibran, and the chief of 
the Military Cabinet, the Aid-de-Camp Gen- 
eral, and General Haanke are the heads of 
the movement. , 

Soldiers Severely Punished. 

Recently there have been a number of 
severe sentences upon soldiers and officers 
guilty of brutally maltreating recruits, and 
they have emphasized the Emperor's orders 
against this abuse. A non-commissioned 
officer named Hungs, who cruelly abused a 
soldier, Marzillier, at Koenigsberg, driving 
him to suicide, has been degraded and im- 
prisoned for six months, and nine men be- 
longing to the Fifteenth Hussars at Wands- 
bek, who fearfully maltreated a recruit, 
have been sent to the fortress of Spandau 
for three months. 

Favor Shown Prince Ludwig. 

The Emperor has recently seized upon 
every opportunity to cement the good rela- 
tions which have been reéstablished be- 
tween himself and Prince Ludwig, the re- 
gent of Bavaria. The Prince’s daughter, 
Marie, has been given the honor of christen- 
ing the new ironclad Hertha. His Majesty 
followed this by sending her as a personal 
gift a beautiful model of the vessel eight 
feet long. 

The Crown Prince Frederick William is 
now being thoroughly instructed at the Em- 
peror’s behest by a professional in amateur 
photography.

BULLET-PROOF CLOTH ON A DOG. 


That Is the Scheme for the Next Test of 
the Unique Fabric—Borland 
Answers Critics. 


Dr. L. C. Borland, demonstrator of an- 
atomy in the Chicago College of Dental 
Surgery, where on Friday last tests were 
made of the bullet-proof cloth, said yester- 
day another test would be made some time 
this week on a Great Dane dog. 

The test last Friday was made on a human 
body, which had been obtained for dissect- 
ing purposes, and has occasioned some ad- 
verse criticism. 

Dr. Borland said he saw no occasion for 
this. The test was made to ascertain ina 
scientific manner what effect a bullet fired 
against this cloth would have on a body un- 
derneath it. The opinion had prevailed that, 
while a bullet so fired might not penetrate 
the cloth, it might by its impact inflict seri- 


ous injury upon the body the cloth was sup-. 


posed to protect. The doctor said it was a 
matter of great moment to society and de- 
served the most careful and scientific inves- 
tigation by scientific men,

UNIVERSITY OF WISCONSIN LOSES 
ITS CHAMPIONSHIP CHANCES. 


Visiting Players Make Many Errors 


and a Discreditable Showing and. 


Are Defeated by a Score of 18 to 2— 
The Vaunted Bandelin Is Knocked 
Out of the Box in the Third Inning— 
Gardiner and Herschberger Win 
Plaudits by Fine Throws Home. 


The University of Wisconfin lost all its 
claim to the Western championship yester- 
day morning when the University of Chicago 
Gefeated it at baseball with a score of 18 to 
2. The rs must have been weakened 
by the hard game with Notre Dame on the 
previous day, for most of them handled a 
ball or a bat as if they were experiencing a 
new sensation. Three of the visitors played 
an errorless game. Clark, who left the field 
in the middle of the second, Perry the 
catcher, and Blakeley were the fortunate 
men. All the others vied with each other 
in error-making, and have from one to three 


to their discredit. 


The vaunted Bandelin was knocked out of 
the box in the third inning, and Blakeley 
was put in. Some ot the players only caught 
a ball now and then to vary the monotony 
of their muffing. Bandelin was one of this 
class, but Berg was the most proficient in 
the role of a sieve, and was not known to 
stop the sphere at an important point during 
the Whole game. 

It has always been considered safe for the 
Maroons to wander down to third after they 
had made their second.

Chicago's Errors Prove Harmless. 


The Chicago players did not become s0 
demoralized as might have been expected 
on account of the shiftless playing which 
was being done by the opposition.

The sub- 
stitute for Gordon Clarke surprised the 
crowd with the beautiful game he put up. 
Some of his stops were phenomenal. and his 
clean throws reminded the onlookers of the 
work of Captain Fulton of Illinois.

Fake Specials from Chicago Inducé 
Speculators to Do Things They Be- 
come Sorry For — Consolidation 
Means Great Economies and Large 

Net Barnings — Market Maintains 
Its Strength Well, but Is Likely to 
, Undergo a Hard Test This Week. 


[SPECIAL DISPATCH BY H. ALLAWAY.] 

New York, June 5.—Wall street has de- 
voted itself this week to trying to keep up 
with the quick turns in the affairs of the 
Chik “gas trust. Bull and bear interests 
ha ht over the property's stock mar- 
ket quotations in quite an old-fashioned 
way. The bulls have at the end of the week 
en the best ot it. Its price has mate - 
rially advanced for the week and a big short 
interest is still uncovered, some part of these 
shorts showing nervousness. They had 
what they were for a time persuaded was 
an easy game. They underrated the strength 
and ability of the interests of the bull side. 

The passage of the consolidation bill by 
the Illinois Legislature has been made 0 
do more speculative service than any legis- 
lation of recent record. Fach day we have 
had varying and conflicting reports of its 
status, and some of the reports which have 
come from Chicago to Wall street have been 
sensational in their stock jobbing bearings. 
“Special dispatches” have been made a 
remarkable feature of business routine. 


Audacious Stock Jobbing Rumors. 


The climax of this sort of procedure came 
on Thursday and Friday. On Thursday 
some extraordinary things in this line were 
done, but yesterday the record was rounded 
out in most audacious fashion by a special 
dispatch which apparently came over half 
a dozen Chicago private wires at once an- 
nouncing practically that the consolidation 
bill after all was done for, the Governor hav- 
ing stamped his veto upon it. Chicago gas 
was selling up around 87 when this an- 
nouncement was shot into Wall street, and 
the quotation fell down close to 85. Before 
business on the Stock Exchange closed, 
however, the fake had been exposed, and 
the price of the stock fully recovered. 
Wholly apart from whether or not the con- 
solidation legislation is in line with public 
policy there can be little doubt as to specu- 
lative performances like these. 

The special dispatch from Chicago has 
in recent years become one of Wall street's 
most distinctive features. Any stock which 
gets into prominence and is having a swing, 
either one way or the other, is sooner or 
later bound to feel the influence of this 
„Special dispatch campaign. 


Mostly Originate in Wall Street. 


Probably 90 per cent of these special 
dispatches from Chicago are invented in 
Wall street, written here, and Chicago re- 
lationships to them do not get much be- 
yond receiving them over one wire and 
transmitting them back to New York—just 
the mere performance of providing appar- 
ent authenticity. It is a petty larceny game. 
The same folks who off and on are identified 
with it are a trifie reckless of reputation. 
Stock jobbery as an art disappears when 
crudities of this sort become the reliance of 
manipulators. 

In today’s market Chicago gas sold up 
close to $88 per share, closing for the 
week firmly at $87. Announcement was 
made during the Stock Exchange ses- 
sion that Governor Tanner had signed the 
consolidation and frontage bills, a new 
agency issuing such a bulletin at 11 o'clock. 
But before the close of business this state- 
ment was disputed and the market closed 
with traders uncertain as to the fate of 
the legislation. 

New York friends of the property, those 
who have the largest financial interests in 
it, are enthusiastic over what has been ac- 
complished by the bills now about to be- 
come laws.

In the industrials, sugar trust has this 
week risen a couple of points, thotigh in- 
formation from Washington is not 80 fav- 
orable to the company as earlier tariff fore- 
casts promised. Other industrials, like lead 
trust, whisky trust, and leather trust, are 
being bulled by people who talk tariff ad- 
vantages about to be gained; but such gains 
are more remotely in prospect than are the 
gains claimed for the sugar trust. 


Little Gold Gotng Abroad. 


Comparatively little gold is being shipped 
abroad, though early in the week there were 
indications that the export movement niight 
develop into proportions; of consequence, 
Europe has been buying some American 
stocks this week, not largely, but with ap- 
parent confidence that better prices are 
ahead. 

Commission houses are beginning to do 
some business. Chicago continues bearish 
for the most part, though one or two trades 
here with Chicago principals have been con- 
spicuous in the trading which has advanced 
Burlington and St. Paul. The biggest trad- 
ers in the street identified with the current 
buoyancy when it started are now, unless 
good signs fail, casting anchors to the wind- 
ward. One operator who has been especially 
prominent in the manipulation which has 
put up the grangers is credited in high 
circles today with having taken profits on 
most of the stocks, which he bought half a 
dozen points lower than the average at pres- 
ent. 


Rank and File Bullish. 


The rank and file of Wall street—the talk- 
ers—are enthusiastically bullish. They are 
predicting an old-fashioned boom. They de- 
clare that good times are spreading all over 
the country, and that the stock market is 
merely discounting betterment which will 
appear in every business quarter speedily. 
Gentlemen who provide these assurances 
are for the most part, however, gentlemen 
long of stocks, anxious to see better prices. 
Their facts evolve more from their hopes 
than from any actual observation. 

If this enthusiasm continues throughout 
the coming week, and is supported by further 
immediate advances in the market, there 
is little doubt that.the way will be open 
to a greatly improved security market, 
both as to breadth and strength. But this 
coming week is likely to provide crucial 
tests. A new Cuban snarl could play smash 
with a good many stock market plans. Peo- 
ple who buy stocks in a market so sud- 
denly transformed in its superficial aspects 
ought to be watchful. It is not a market 
to go to sleep in.

INTERSTATE COMMISSION DETER- 
MINED AS TO ITS COURSE.

Manipulation of export grain rates during 
the last twelve months Is likely to get some 
of the railroad officials into serious trouble. 
For several weeks the Interstate Con- 
merce commission has been securing evi- 
dence and its agents have been getting at 
the true inwardness of the alleged cutting 
and manipulation of east-bound rates on 
grain, and the present session of the com- 
mission at Chicago was arranged principal- 
ly for the investigation of these complaints. 

The complaints were understood to hare 
been originally brought by prominent grain 
shippers connected with the Chicago Board 
of Trade, but Chairman Morrison of the 
commission disclaimed yesterday that the 
Chicago Board of Trafle was behind the in- 
vestigation. 


This is an investigation,“ he said, “‘ un- 


dertaken by the commission on its own 


motion.“ 

The investigation was to have been taken 
up by the commission at the beginning of 
the session last Tuesday, but because so 
many of the railroad officials and shippers, 
witnesses, could not be 
found by the Marshal the minor cases 
which have engaged the commissioners’ at- 
tention during the week were taken up first. 

Only a few witnesses were examined in 
this matter yesterday, yet the commission 
appeared to be well satisfied with the de- 
velopments of the day and convinced that 
the export rate was an ingenious device 
to displace the old “balance of through 
rate,.“ by which large and influential ship- 
pers were able to secure lower rates than 
the small ones. 


Stock-Yards Charge Considered. 

Stock-Yards terminal charges occupied the 
attention of the Interstate Commerce com- 
mission yesterday morning. John B. Sher- 
man, Vice President and General Manager 
of the Union Stock-Yards company, who 
could not be found earlier in the week, was 
examined, and after his testimony had been 
heard the complainants were given sixty 
days to close the case with briefs and the 
defendants thirty days more for answer. 

The examination of Mr. Sherman, which 
was devoid of sensational features, was con- 
ducted by Commissioner Prouty. He began 
by asserting that the yards had not been 
dictated to by the railroads in the fixing of 
the trackage charge of 80 cents. He said 
it was called out by reason of the contem- 
plated improvements. These improvements 
cost $1,000,000. 

What was the increase of your revenue 
by reason of the charges? 

Mr. Sherman did not know, but after 
thinking for a moment thought it was about 
$300,000 a year. 

Do you consider that a fair return on the 
investment? 

The directors thought so, replied Mr. 
Sherman. 

The witness then gave a history of the 
company since its organization. He denied 
that the railroads, wich originally con- 
trolled the Stock-Yards, were thrown over- 
board when the company found itself strong 
enough to run the yards alone. 

The railroads, he said, could not deliver the 
stock at other points in the city for market 
purposes, because the only eattle and stock 
market in the city was at the yards. He 
thought that the 2 terminal charges was the 
worth of the delivery of cattle to the yards 
and that the shippers could not reach the 
market at a less price. 

East-Bound Grain Rate. 

The east-bound grain rate manipulation 
complaints were then taken up: 

Benjamin Thomas, President and Gen- 
eral Manager of the Chicago and Western 
Indiana, was the first witness. He said his 
road was a terminal one and simply acted 
as a transfer line for the roads that ran 
over it. He admitted that the Santa Fé 
and the Grand Trunk both used his road- 
way and exchanged freight. 

The Counselman, Bartlett, Frazier & Co., 
and O'Neill elevators, he said, were on the 
line of his road, but he had no ecéntract or 
relation or interest with them beyond that 
of delivering freight to and from. His 
charges were $3 a car for loaded grain, and 
theré was no deviation or abatement to any 
road. 

M. J. Clark, Auditor of the same road, said 
there was no expense bill that went with the 
grain cars to the Bast. The transfer 
charges were. paid by the connecting roads. 
To his knowledge no transfer charge had 
ever been returned or refunded to shippers 
of others. 

Mr. Clark will appear again this week with 
the records of his office. 

H. E. Felton, General Freight Agent of 
the Chicago and Eastern Illinois railroad, 
was one of the men who could not be found 
by the deputy marshals, and came to the 
courtroom unsummoned. 

He said he had not evaded service, but 
added apologetically: ‘‘I was told a man 
had been to see me several times and that 
he had a subpoena for me, but I did not in- 
quire very industriously about him.“ 

Mr. Felton said Auditor Ethridge of his 
road was in the city, and promised to see 
that he was present next week. 


Talks About Export Grain, 

He said he had no means to discover that 
export grain was not exported... He said if 
a consignee would order grain transferred 
to an Eastern line as export he would ac- 
cept that as an intention of reconsignment 
from the point of origin. 

The rate on domestic corn to the seaboard, 
he said, was 20 cents, while the export rate 
was 15 cents. The proportion of his road 
was 4.4 cents on domestic and 3.4 on export. 

The names of Messrs. Bigelow of the Bal- 
timore and Ohio, Osborn .of the Michigan 
Central, and Shonts of the Illinois, Inciana 
and Iowa roads were called. The attorney 
for the roads replied that Shonts ana Os- 
born would be present next week. 

The commission agreed to adjourn to 
Tuesday at 10 a. m.

Monster Draw to Be Built at 


Puan-Handle Crossing. 


TRACKS FOR EIGHT TRAINS. 


Will Dwarf Anything Ever Attempted 
in. This Line. 


"GREAT PROBLEM FOR ENGINEERS. 


HICAGO is to have the largest swing 
bridge in the world—a structure that 
will dwarf into insignificance all 
bridges of similar ‘design the size of 
which has been a matter for extended 
comment among engineers of international 
fame. It will be a fitting companion work in 
ymmensity to the monster skyscrapers and 
other architectural enterprises which have 
laced (hicago in the front rank as a city 
ef wonderful development in material im- 
provements, mammoth in size and un- 
equaled in boldness of conception. 

This bridge will be long enough to span a 
full-sized city block; to cover, for instance, 
the entire distance on Wabash avenue be- 
tween Van Buren and Congress streets. 
It will be fitted with eight séts of railway 
tracks and will be strong enough to sustain 

at one time eight loaded trains carrying a 
combined weight of 16,000,000 pounds, which 
is équivalent to the maximum capacity of 500 
modern freight cars. 

Nothing approaching it in size has ever 
been attempted in. bridge construction on 
the swing plan. The largest. structure of 
this kind now in use is the celebrated Har- 
jem River railway bridge in New York, 
which has been noted the world over as a 
masterpiece of mechanical engineering. 

Harlem bridge has only four tracks— 
just one-half the traffie facilities of the one 
on which Chicago engineers and contractors 
are now preparing to begin work. — 

Location of the Big Bridge. 

The big bridge is to be built over the 
drainage canal at Thirty-first street and 
Campbell avenue at what is known as the 
Pan-Handle crossing, which is one of the 
pusiest and most crowded in the city. Its 
cost complete, with motive power and the 
capitalization necessary to secure an in- 
come for expenses of maintenance, will be 
close to $1,000,000. Plans for the structure 
have been drawn under the direction of 
Rridge Engineer Hughes of the Drainage 
beard, and bids for construction of the 
foundation pier will be asked for inside of 
thirty days. 

It was at first the intention of the Drain- 
age Trustees to equip the canal with fixed 
b es on the supposition that it would 
be Fears before the stream would be used 
for purposes of navigation. When applica- 
tion was made to the Legislature last win- 
ter, however, for permission to raise more 


money in order to finish the canal in ac- 


cofdance with the original plans consent 
was obtained only on the condition that 
swing bridges should be erected. People 
living along the route between Chicago and 
Joliet made the point that fixed bridges 
would be an embarrassment to marine in- 
terésts, and the legislators were won over 
fo their way of thinking. This gave the 
Drainage board engineers a new and dif- 
ficult problem to wrestle with. Fifteen 
bridges had been arranged for at various 
points along the canal for highway and 
railway purposes, and most of them are to 
be of great size. The most serious obstacles 
in the way of changing the plans were met 
with at the Pan-Handle crossing, where the 
immense volume of business and the form 
of canal construction at that point seemed 
to make a swing bridge impracticable. 
Engineers of the railways interested had 
to be consulted and their consent obtained, 
and some of these, on looking over the 
situation carefully, said at first it would 
de inadvisable to attempt the work, but 
now they indorse it. 


‘Serious Problem in Engineering. 

One of the first things that come into the 
mind of the layman who watches the busy 
Beene at this crossing is the question of how 
u Swing bridge large enough to accoMmo- 
date the traffic can be built there without 
serious obstruction to the canal itself. At 
the intersection of Thirty-first street and 
‘ampbell avenue there are eight sets of 
railway tracks.

For nearly forty years experiments have 
been conducted to find the process that has 
now been discovered, and though often the 
desired result appeared to be within reach, it 
has until now eluded the most persistent 
search.

and surrounded it with a battery of fifty 
cameras, which projected on it as many 
images, taken from all sides of the object 
to be reproduced. Then, by means of panto- 
graphs, a figure was produced and smoothed 
up to the lines made by the cameras. 

started my experiments somewhat on 
the same lines. I made a photograph of 
the desired profile, properly lighted, and 
then with a magic lantern projected the 
image on a sheet of clay, so the lines couid 
be followed by a sculptor. These expert- 
ments, which were made in 1880, were quite 
successful, and then I began work for the 
purpose of getting the relief by mechanical 
agencies alone; but I was too busy in other 
directions to give the needed time to it. I 
Was rejoiced to learn that Mr. Baynes was 
working in the same direction. Since then 
the desired result has been attained. Both 
the commercial and the artistic sides of the 
process have been established, and it can 
be used for designs in relief for all decora- 
tive purposes. Panels as large as 3x4 feet, 
with as much relief as may be desirable, 
can be obtained. Then the designs can be 
worked in any metals by processes now 
used after the die is made. 

When working with the human figure 
we have to guard against the striking ef- 
fects that would be produced by the deep 
impression that the hair would make in 
contrast with the flesh, and this is done by 
making up’ the entire head, after the 
fashion of clowns—that is, whitewashing it.

Thousands of dollars and many lives have 
been expended in years gane by in attempts 
to find valuable wrecks, and have added 
to the great lasses of lives and property 
from the original disasters. After careful 
and systematic search over many square 
tles in the vicinity of a loss, without the 
slightest particle of wreckage being recov- 
ered to indicate the whereabouts of the Hull, 
the whole affair takes on an uncanny as- 
pect. The searchers can only maintain 
that the lost craft has been unaccountably 
made away with and offer no solution of 
the mystery. 

Old wrecking masters can spin stories 
by the hour of such unsuccessful attempts 
to discover lost craft. They will tell of 


surface of the water, unless in a compara- 


1895, carrying down with it Captain Siines 
and the entire crew and one passenger. 
Many conflicting stories were told of sight- 
ing the Chicora on the night it went down, 
but finally it came to be generally believed 
that the wreck was near the Michigan shore, 
between St. Joseph and Grrnd Haven. As 
soon as the ice and weather permitted Presi- 
dent J. H. Graham of the hne owning the 
Chicora started out searching expeditions. 
Submarine divers of well-known ability 
were hired, and two powerful tugs, each 
having one end of a large sweep, started out 
to drag the bottom of the lake. Within the 
distance the Chicora was supposed to be 
from shore the water is not extremely decp, 
and the bottom is sandy. The steamer was 
very high, even if the masts and smokestack 
had been broken off. If the boat was on its 
side, it was as wide as the height of a three- 
story building. Therefore it was thought 
impossible for a sweep to pass over the 
hull without catching something. 


Evaded All Attempts of Searchers. 

The ‘plan was a beautiful one, but the 
Chicora was never found except in sections 
of driftwood. The tugs swept the lake bot- 
tom from St. Joe to South Haven and out 
for several miles. The sweep struck every 
stump and piece of watersoaked timber, 
every rock and bowlder on the bottom in 
all that distance. Every few days a north- 
wester would drive the searchers into port 
for shelter, and then the beach near St. 
Joe would be covered with bits of wreck- 
age from the Chicora. In fact, the shore 


of Lake Michigan, even as far as Chicago, 


received its share of the wreckage until 
there seemed enough for several boats, but 
that was all the search expeditions ever dis- 
covered. Finally the clairvoyants and spir- 
itualists took a hand in the proceedings, and 
the St. Joe office of the company received 
all sorts of communications from dream- 
ers and seers, but no one is certain to this 
day just where the Chicora went down and 
why the searchers failed to find it when 
pieces of it were coming ashore every day 
or twe as if to mock them. 

The tug W. R. Crowell was another case 
similar to that of the Chicora. The Crow- 
ell was one of the Dunham Towing com- 
pany’s fleet, and in company with the T. 
T. Morford of the same line was crossing the 
lake in December, 1893, to the wreck of the 
steamer F. W. Wheeler, ashore at Michigan 
City. The Crowell sprung a leak in the 
gale which raged that night and sank about 
seven miles off Michigan City, the crew be- 
ing rescued by the Morford. Captain Thom- 
as Johnson, wrecking master for the Dun- 
ham line, was on the Morford and carefully 
took bearings on the light at Michigan City. 
He also dropped a buoy on the spot, but that 
was never seen again. 


Never Found the Crowell. 

Captain Johnson is well known as a 
shrewd and skillful man, and when he 
started out with an expedition the follow- 
ing spring to sweep the lake where the 
Crowell went down every one supposed it 
would be merely a matter of days before 
the wreck was discovered. Captain John- 
son laid out the lake like a checker board, 
dropping buoys at frequent intervals, and 
then swept the bottom with a large hawser, 
with a tug drawing each end, and the 
“ bight,” or center of the line, dragging 
along the bottom. But the expedition went 
over many square miles and found no sign 
of the Crowell, and after several weeks 
gave up the task. 

The next spring fishermen came to Cap- 
tain Johnson from Michigan City and told 
him they had found the Crowell. They had 
caught their hooks on the sides of the 
sunken hull so often that the Crowell must 
have resembled a porcupine. One was sure 
he could take him direct to the spot, and 
after investigating the man’s story another 
trial was made. This ended like the first. 
When the wreckers reached the spot the 
fishermen could find everything else except 


the sunken tug, and after rubbing the bot- - 


tom of the lake for several additional square 
miles with the sweep Captain Johnson 
sailed for home and gave the Crowell up 
for a bad job. But he is sure he dragged 
ever the spot Where it sank, and he would 
like to receive theories as to what became 
of the tug. 

The hull of the Wheeler, which was ashore 
at that time, was in such shallow water 
that the remains of it were found the next 
year. Only the floor of the boat was there, 
however, and of the 2,200 tons of hard coal 
which formed the cargo not a single lump 
could be seen. Divers went down and re- 
covered the machinery, but they could not 
find any coal. 

Mystery of the Brunswick. 

Wrecking. masters claim that fishermen 
can find more things when there is no one 
around than any other class of men. I: the 
same ratio they lose them again when any 
one would like to see them. This reflection 
was brought forth from an old-time vessel 
and insurance man discussing the lost 
steamer Brunswick. The Brunswick was 
one of the first iron steamers on the lakes, 
and foundered off Erie several years ago. 
The masts of the steamer showed above the 
surface all that season, but the ice in the 
winter broke them off. It was not until the 
following spring that the insurance com- 
panies determined to recover the craft, and 
sent a representative to locate it. ‘There 
were any number of fishermen ready to take 
the insurance man to the spot. They had 
set nets around the wreck so long that they 
could find their way there in the dark and 
without a compass, but they lost their bear- 
ings just at the wrong time, and failed to 
produce the wreck. After spending several 
days the insurance man took his departure. 
First he publicly announced that there was 
a reward of $500 for the man who could and 
would produce the wreck. He has thar $500 


yet. 

When the tug Chicago was sunk off Chi- 
cago on a clear night and the spot buoyed 
every one supposed it would be as easy as 
locating an office in a modern skyscraper to 
find the craft. Yet the wreckers swept the 
lake for three days before success crowned 
their efforts, and the boat was near shore 
and in shoal water. 

The most famous of all wrecks on the lakes 
is the steamer Pewabic, which foundered off

Siamese Monarch Is on His 
Way to Visit Chicago. 


NOW TAKING IN EUROPE, 


He Is on an Edueational Jaunt 
Around the World. 


VERSED IN MANY SUBJECTS, 


Chulalongkorn IsProgressive and Likes 
Western Ways. 


FRIEND AND ADMIRER OF GRANT, 


EISURELY making his way across 
Europe, Chulalongkorn I., King of 
Siam, is on his way to visit Chicago. 

For the second time in its history 

this country is to be called upon to 

act as host to a reigning monarch. Lesser 

lights there have been in plenty. Princes and 

Princesses, heirs to thrones, and noblemen 

have visited America, but only one before, 

in 1876, when Dom Pedro, Emperor of Brazil, 

traveled through the country, has the United 

States been called upon to entertain a reign- 
ing potentate. 

King Chulalongkorn ’s visit is incident toa 
trip around the world that has been long in 
contemplation. In 1880 preparations for it 
had been completed, and it would have 
taken place then had not affairs interfered 
which compelled its postponement. Now 
the King has set out, not merely for pur- 
poses of traveling and sightseeing, but with 
a view to educating himself in Western ways 
and methods, to circle the globe, and the 
deferred visit is to be paid. 

The exact date at which the King will 
reach Chicago is uncertain. His plans are 
of the indeterminate sort which leave him 
free to spend much or little time in any one 
place as he sees fit. He will visit every 
capital and all the interesting cities of 
Europe, from Naples on the south as far 
north as St. Petersburg. From the conti- 
nent he goes to London, probably in July, 
and will remain in England sometime. Itis 
likely that he will reach America some time 
in September. 

On the water the King travels in his own 
yacht, by which he has lately reached Ven- 
ice, his first stopping place in Europe. When 
he arrives at New York the yacht will be 
sent to San Francisco, and as much time as 
it takes in the voyage round the Horn will 
be spent by the King in the United States 
traveling and sightseeing. It is on this 
journey across the continent that he will 
visit Chicago. 

He Is a Great Student. 


Somdetch Phra Paramindr Maha Chula- 
longkorn, us the King of Siam is named in 
full, is still a young man. He is more than 
commonly good-looking and is possessed of 
a broad and liberal education that raises him 
iar above the average Princes of the East. 
He comes of a stock of sovereigns who have 
earned for themselves a remarkable char- 
acter. It has been a royal family of schol- 
ars, and in his devotion to King 
Chulalongkorn has not departed from the 
ways of his fathers. , | 

Chulalongkorn was born in 1888, and was 
only 15 years old when elected , * 
Supreme Council of State, but 
ready mastered a number of to : 
begun his studies in the literature of sev- 
eral lands. He can converse fluently in 
all the Oriental languages, can speak French 
and Italian nearly as readily as his native 
tongue, and English excellently. His edu- 
cation has not been by any means confined 
to languages, however. The literature of 
the civilized world, as well as its history, 
he is familiar with, and in international 
jurisprudence and the sciences he is well 
versed. His special attention has been 
turned toward those studies which bear 
upon national advancement, and this turn 
of mind has shown itself plainly in the 
changes he has brought about in his king- 
dom of Siam. 

As a ruler he has absolute power over the 
bodies and property of his subjects, but 
this. power he has used to raise rather than 
crush his people. The King has been a re- 
former, and his strongest efforts have been 
put forth to advance the civilization of his 
nation. The list of his reforms is a jong 
one. 


Reforms He Has Introduced. 


He has practically abolished slavery, in- 
troduced a new code of laws and a new 
judicial system, diminished taxes, inaugu- 
rated a system of public instruction, pro- 
claimed religious liberty throughout his 
dominions, opened new canals, built new 
roads, established postal facilities, connect- 
ed Bangkok by telegraph with China and 
the western world, constructed lighthouses 
and placed buoys along the coast, built hos- 
pitals, established museums, reorganized the 
army, navy, and police, and in other ways 
pushed his country rapidly upward on the 
scale of nations. i 

As is natural, this progressive disposition, 
so foreign to the usual methods of the 
Princes of the far East, has led King Chula- 
longkorn to take great interest in events 
and customs in countries other than his 
own. As regards the United States this is 
particularly the case, perhaps because of the 
form of government and the progressive 
spirit of the country, perhaps because one 
of his early instructors was an American. 
He is well acquainted with American his- 
tory and has a number of American publica- 
tions sent to him regularly. Much of the 
interest of his present tour is centered in 
the fact that he will see with his own eyes 
and study the people, customs, and institu- 
tions of the United States.

But so alluring is sunken 
treasure to the average person that expedi- 
tions will be fitted out for many years to 
dome for this purpose. 

For downright mystery there is nothing 
that ‘surpasses the loss of the schooner 
Thomas Hume in 1801. Sailors on salt water 
can tell scores of stories of ships that left 
port and were never heard from again, but 
that is on the broad expanse of the ‘ocean, 
and the Thomas Hume ‘was lost in a night 
on & lake only sixty miles wide. 

e Hume left Chicago for Muskegon 
‘without a cargo one afternoon ih the middle 
of summer. It was a crack schooner and 
was Owned by C. H. Hackley, the wealthy 
‘philanthropist of Muskegon. From the 
time it sailed beyond the sight of the life- 
‘saving station at the mouth of the river it 
‘was never heard from again. Not even 2 
bit of wreckage, an icebox, hatch, cover, nor 
cabin door; could ever be identified as com- 
‘ing. from the Hume. It was as completely 
swallowed up as if spirited away. During 
“the night there was a. summer squall, and a 
schooner which had left in company with 
the Hume ran back under the breakwater 
Tor shelter. It was nothing that such a 
-etanch, well-found vessel could not have 
“withstood, in the opinion’ of every mariner 
‘on. the lakes. Mr. Hackley had the beach 
‘patrolled from Chicago around to Muskegon 
‘at a considerable expense, and tugs were 
‘gent out to investigate spars seen sticking 
‘above the. water, but these latter 
prbved to Ps fishermen’ 8 Buoys.

The next outing will be to Santa Rosa, 
the county seat of Sonoma County, and the 
center of California’s agricultural and viti- 
cultural region.

SUMMARY OF LEGISLATION. 

The Legislature which has just ended its 
inglorious career will be described briefly 
hereafter as the one which passe@ the bill 
to rob Chicago of 150 millions of revenue 
for the benefit of a street railroad President 
named Yerkes and his associates. But the 
Legislature passed other bills, some of 
which are praiseworthy. It would have 
passed more if the boodlers had left it 
alone and had not corrupted it. 

Of those measures which relate specially 
to this city one of the most important is 
that which changes the special assessment 
system by clipping the powers of the Coun- 
cil. Special assessment ordinances must 
originate with a board of city olicers, be- 
tore which property-owners will have a 
chance to appear and be heard. The Coun- 
cil can pass only such ordinances as meet 
with the approval of the board. 

The jury commission law is for the special 
benefit of this county, and so, too, is the 
Torrens law, which will be voted on tomor- 
row. The Council has been empowered to 


make five-year contracts for the disposal 


of sewage. A branch Appellate Court may 
be created in this county when the amount 
of business increases. 

The Chicago.gas companies have been per- 
mitted to consolidate, and a frontage bill 
has been enacted for their benefit which will 
put it out of the power of the Council to 
grant any gas franchises after July 1. ‘The 
Drainage Commissioner§ have been given 
the money they claim is needed to finish 


their main channel so the water can be 


turned on. 

Retail merchants are allowed to garnish 
wages in excess of $8 per week for bills 
owing for necessaties. This is a measure 
which the grocers and other small dealers 
of this city worked for, and which the labor 
unions protested against unsuccessfully. 

The title of the State to the submerged 
lands south of Randolph street has been 
granted to the South Park board, to be 
filled up by it if the voters of the district 
ratify the law. The warehousemen of this 
city have been empowered to buy and sell 
grain. 

The salaries of Chicago Aldermen have 
been fixed at $1,500 a year, which is nota 
benefit to the city. Its treasury will also 
be drawn on to pay higher salariesto elec- 
tion commissioners and election judges and 
clerks, 

The bill to repeal the libel law of 1895 
was a vicious revenge measure, the work of 
members who would have liked to strike 
harder than they did but were afraid to do 
80. Had the press been less honest or the 
General Assembly less corrupt the repeal 
bill would not have been passed, 

The Legislature created a State Board of 
Pardons. That is a commendable measure. 
But it also passed an absurd bill to create a 
State Board of Commissioners to insure 
the better education and practice of horse- 
shoeing.” 

The farmers showed their strength by 
putting through the bill to forbid the color- 
ing of butterine. That was the one meas- 
ure in which they were specially inter- 
ested. The law allowing the custodians of 
public funds to retain one-quarter of the 
interest on deposits has been repealed, con- 
sequentiy they will keep it all. 

The alien land law has been amended so 
as to do away with some of the evils which 
have been occasioned by the act of 1887. 
The State has been redistricted for Circuit 
Court Judges. The Supreme Court has 
been consolidated, and the salaries of the 
Judges have been raised to $7,000. 

The civil rights law has been amended 
so as to give colored people a right to go 
into ice cream parlors and various other 
places where their presence may be un- 
welcome. The flag law passed at the last 
session has been amended so as to be more 
reasonable jm its requirements. 

The appropriations made for the ensuing 
two years foot up ten millions. The tax 
levy amounts to $8,900,000. The receipts 
from miscellaneous sources will amount to 
about three millions. Thus there wil] be 
revenue sufficient to pay the appropriations 
and make good the deficiencies of the Alt- 
geld régime.

The question of what com- 
pensation the street railway companies 
shall pay the city is left open. The Council 
is left with the same genera) power it now 
possesses, which offers no protection to the 
eit) when the Council is a boodle one. The 
bill also allows the consolidation of street 
r8ilway companies hen they are not com- 
peting lines. } 

That in brief is the Yerkes-Allen bill. 
In other words, it hands the city over to 
the present Council, which, if the bill be- 
comes a law, can now by a vote of 46 ex- 
tend over the Mayor’s veto for fifty years 
all the present franchises without the 
slightest provision as to compensation for 
the great gift, but restrained absolutely 
from cutting down the rate of fare for 
twenty years to less than five cents. 

Now, who are the men who voted for this 
infamous proposition? And who are the 
men who steadfastly stood by the city and 
the people? They make up two lists of 
names that must be fixed in the mind of 
every citizen of the State, the former to be 
held up to perpetual scorn and contempt, 
the latter to receive the respect and esteem 
of all honest men.

CLOSING SPEECH OF ALLEN. 

The closing speech on the Allen bill in the 
House was made by the author of that 
measure—the author, at least, o: the stool 
pigeon, the dummy bill which was intro- 
duced in the House in order to provide for 
the Senate a skeleton on which to hang the 
vicious provisions of the Humphrey bills. 
In this closing speech he had much to say 
about the rate of wages in Europe on street 
railways and much more as to the rates of 
fare that prevailed in European cities. The 
bulk of this mass of material, partly incor- 
rect and partly irrelevant, was taken from 


one of those pamphlets with which the 


street railway companies have flooded the 
city and with which they endeavored to 
show how much inferior the street car sys- 
tems of Europe are to those in the United 
States. 

But what has all this to do with the vital 
question, which is: What constitutes a 
reasonable fare in Chicago?“ It doesn't 
make any difference if they charge three 
times as much for street railway fares in 
foreign cities as they do in this city as long 
as they charge more in Chicago than they 
ought to charge. The only question con- 
cerned here is as to five-cent fares, whether 
that rate is low enough or not, and every 


statistic has verified the answer that the 


rute is decidedly too high. In order to 
charge five cents for fares the companies 
should pay at least one-tifth of their total 
receipts to the city, and it would be even 
more equitable to fix a four-cent fare and 
give one cent of each fare at that rate to 
the city as its share of the earnings of the 
streets. That is the real feature of the 
street railway question, and it is the feature 
that Allen evaded—in fact, more than 
evaded, because he misrepresented and 
falsified the facts. He said in his speech: 
This bill does not accord to the etreet railway 
any dangerous powers. It gives the Common 
Council the right to make any terms with the 
street railways which it deeme fit. It does not 
require the Council to fix the rate of fare at five 
cents. That matter may be left open for future 
consideration. It simply provides that if the fare 
is fixed it shall not be changed for twenty years. 
This is a falsehood and not even a subtle 
one. It is true the Council in granting new 
franchises on streets now used for street 


| railway purposes can fix the rate of fare, 


whieh must remain undisturbed for twenty 
years. But that is an insignificant consid- 
eration when it is borne in mind that nearly 
all the available or desirable streets have 
already been given over to street railway 
companies, and that any uew franchises 


-would necessarily be for cross lines or ex- 


tensions of present lines, which would 
bably be practically people 


“local self-government.” From the begin- 
ning of his course in this street railway 
legislation to the end this pettifogger from 
Vermilion has been false and full of deceit 
in his public utterances and acts, He be- 
gan his work by introducing a bill that was 
a,deception and a fraud, and then winds up 
with this speech primed with distortions of 
truth and facts. He adds to his false ut- 
terances some misplaced eulogies of the 
illustrious men who have come from. Ver- 
milion County. But he is not of that num- 


ber. He will be placed at the head of the 


black list of the county, having easned the 
distinction of proving himself to be the 
worst product it has ever been Vermilion’s 
misfortune to send out of its confines.

SOURCE OF POLITICAL CORRUPTION. 

While bribery and corruption stalk beidly 
through the halls of our legislative bodies, 
perch triumphantly in seats of honor and 
authority, scoff at the will of the people, 
and openly defy all the forces for good. the 
conscience of the American nation is being 
awakened, The source of power is the peo- 
ple. They have submitted too long to the 
freebooters who rule the secret political 
caucuses and through these the primaries, 
conventions, and elections. Under the guise 
of political organizations these highway- 
men have sandbagged and blackmailed the 
business interests of the country and mis- 
represented the people. 

Vicious but cunning, these thieves and 
criminals are not so ignorant as to imagine 
they represent the people. To do so would 
insult the manhood and intelligence of their 
constituents. Professional demagogues 
that they are, they know they obtain 
the opportunity to rule City Councils, 
boards of commissioners, and Legislatures 
by force and fraud, by conspiracy, and by 
“brace” primaries. Are the people them- 
selves dishonest that they choose these dis- 
honest servants? Certainly not, Even 
were they dishonest they would be all the 
less liable to intrust to professional thieves 
their most cherished valuables. 


The fountain head of government, nom- 


ination of candidates, is the source of this 
corruption, and its pollution the cause of 
the evils which make the system of free 
government sick nigh unto death. How can 
the people shake off this vile incubus of the 
brace primary? The power is with the peo- 
ple, but how can it be exercised? The evil 
imps have so cunningly botind the giant that 
he stretches his muscles against the bonds 
almost despairingly. ‘ 

In the January North American Review, 
in an article on the “ Danger Point in Amer- 
jean Politics,” John E. Milholland said: 

It is a sad confession to make, that after all 
the efforts expended to purify the primaries, in 
most of the large cities of the country they are 
today more dangerously corrupt than ever. 

No one who lives in Chicago will question 
this statement. The malodorous stench of 
the Fortieth General Assembly of the Illi; 
nois Legislature is still in their nostrils. 
The June Arena again calls attention to 
the subject in a forcible discussion of pro- 
posed remedies for the evils of the primary. 
“The prevailing type of primary election 
law,” says the writer, is like that which 
exists in Illinois, under which there never 
has been a conviction, and even only one 
indictment held water. It contains a thou- 
sand loopholes for evading its ostensible 
penalties.” 

This is the sham statute which the Legis- 
lature just adjourned preferred to preserve 
rather than enact another which proposed 
giving the people the privilege of voting at 
the primary and having their votes counted 
as cast. These shameless highbinders 
strangled the will of the people in the hope 
of prolonging their license to prey upon the 
community. 

The notorious Nohe, who was laughed 
down by the members of the House when 
he asserted that the people of his district 
the Twelfth Ward—were satisfied with 
their primaries, would admit privately, and 
even gloat over the fact, as stated by the 
Arena, that “in a primary election dis- 
triet casting 100 votes the local boss will 
be content if he is given, as usual, the three 
or four judges and clerks; the other ninety- 
five vbters may cast their votes for A., and 
the returning board of the bosses will coant 
in B.“ 

Messrs. Wanamaker and Butterworth 
struck a popular chord in recent public ad- 
dresses by protesting against the degen- 
eracy of American politics. They might 
well take the suggestion of the Arena 
that— 

Friends of good government rallied to the support 
of civil service reform a few years ago and won a 
great victory. Reform of the primary is of far 
greater importance. There should be a national 


organization to collect information and statistics 
on this subject for the education of the people. 

Whether it is true or not, as asserted by 
the Arena writer, that direct nomination is 
not the proper solution of the difficulty,-let 
us hope that the Arena is correct when it 
Says: 

In the darkest hour of this domination of po- 
litica] oligarchies and of the commercial trusts 
which pay them license, hope shines brightest. 
For the revolution is near at hand. It began 
a few years ago in an attack upon the outposts, 
Civil service reform and the Australian ballot 
were battles nobly fought and won. But the 
enemy. has been driven back, not conquered, and 
remains intrenched behind the redoubts of King 
Caucus. Brace primaries still defy the assaults 
of the reform army and defend the citadel of 
political corruption. 


CHICAGO’S FRUIT GARDEN. 

The Michigan fruit lands bordering on 
the lake seem to be having a hard struggle 
with the protracted cold weather this year, 
but the latest and most trustworthy re- 
ports indicate they will emerge from the 
contest with a practically full crop. This 
strip of land, stretching 200 miles along the 
shore of the leke and dipping back into the 
interior from six to twenty miles, is the 
fruit garden of Chicago, and, in fact, of 
much of the adjacent middle West. The 
sand driven to the shore by the prevailing 
westerly winds and scattered over the land 
has provided a soil particularly adapted 
to the growing of peaches, and the section 
has become universally known as a peach- 
farm country. These westerly winds, 
moreover, rising on the prairies are tem- 
pered many degrees by the lake as they 
sweep over to Michigan and lose much of 
their harshness and killing blight to tender 
vegetation before they finally arrive. The 
natural result is a more equable and less 


tained generally throughout the cold 


box factories, giving work to thousands 
more, and hundreds of teamsters make a 
fair living hauling the fruits and vegetables 
to the distribution points. At centrally lo- 
cated places on the shore are fine harbors 
for the accommodation of lines of steam- 
ers and these ply to and from Chicago daily 
laden with the rich harvest. 

These farms of Michigan are to Chicago 
what the Delaware peach farms and the 
New Jersey fruit and vegetable farms are 
to New York and Philadelphia, only the 
Michigan farmers are in closer communica- 
tion with their market by water than the 
farmers ot the East, and hence enjoy a lower 
freight tax. The Michigan fruit industry 
is so extensive and provides support for 80 
large a portion of the population that any 
serious damage to the crop produces wide- 
spread suffering. It is to be hoped that the 
present expectation of a large yield will be 
abundantly realized. 


WHAT THE LEGISLATURE DID NOT DO. 
The General Assembly sinned against the 
light in failing to reapportion the State for 
Congressmen and members of the Lezisla- 
ture. That omission was unpardonable. 

The primary election bill also failed to.

The constitution provides that the Gov- 
ernor may, “on extraordinary occasions,” 
convene the General Assembly, “ stating 
the purpose for which they are convened, 
and the General Assembly shall enter upon 
no business except that for which they 
were called together. Governor Tanner 
may deem it advisable at some fnture time 
to call the Legislature together to consider 
the apportionment question and some of 
the other subjects it has failed to consider, 
If so the Legislature will have to stick to 
its text, and hence will be unable to do any

Prophecy Will Be Fulfilled. 


Cumberland, Md., June 3.—The Maryland 
Bankers’ association held its final session 
and the exercises closed with a banquet, at 
which Lyman J. Gage, Secretary of the 
Treasury, and James II. Eckels, Controller 
of the Currency, were the principal speakers. 
The banquet was held at the Queen City 
Hotel, and the post-prandial part having 
come, Governor Lowndes introduced James 
Ramsey, who was today elected President 
of the association, and who created much 
merriment when he said: “I had greatness 
thrust on me today. I got the only office the 
people of Allegany County did not want.” 

Secretary Gage was greeted with pro- 
ey applause. He said: 

not come to make a speech.

West to decry the banking interests. Those se- 
tions have been injured by raising that hue and 


cry. 

Referring to the South as the section with 
the best resources that the sun ever shone 
upon, he said that because of the devasta- 
tion of war, they had not yet gathered unto 
themselves that surplus capital, and they 
must needs borrow money for their develop- 
ment. The interests of the South and West, 
he said, would be promoted by better bank- 
ing facilities. Controller Eckels referred 
felicitously to the bankers of Maryland, 
saying: 

I never trouble any one that does not trouble me. 
No banker in Maryland in my official life has given 
me any trouble whatever. 

Senator Wellington, in a vigorous address, 
which was punctuated with applause, pre- 
dicted the early passage of the tariff bill. 
He referred to the “‘ sturdy manhood of one 
Democrat in the country,” which helped 
mightily toward making it impossible to de- 
base the currency. 

The day’s session was taken up by the elec- 
tion of officers and the reading of pabers on 
banking and currency questions, one of the 
principal incidents being the adoption of 
the following resolution, which is the same 
as that adopted at the last session of the as- 
sociation held in Baltimore last year: 

Resolved, That we are unalterably opposed to the 
free coinage of silver and to every debasement of 
our currency in whatever form it may be pre- 
sented; that we firmly and honestly believe that 
the true interests of ou? country will be best served 
by its rigid adherence to the gold standard of 
value, the continuance of which will not only pre- 
serve its financial integrity and the future welfare 
of its citizens, from the wage-earner to the capital- 
ist, but will insure, through¢he prompt restoration 
of confidence, that rapid development of its re- 
sources which will eventually place it first among 
the commercial! nations of the earth. 

W. T. Dixon, President of the National 
Exchange Bank of Baltimore, offered a reso- 
lution asking Congress before adjourning to 
make provision for the appointment of a 
commission to consider the revision of the 
currency laws of the country, sald commis- 
sion to submit its report and recommenda- 
tions to the next session of Congress, The 
resolution was unAnimously adopted, and 
a copy was ordered to be sent to each mem- 
ber of Congress.

The Railroad Commissioners of the State 
of New York, of which board Ashley W. 
Cole is chairman, have made their second 
inspection of the air-power cars now in 
operation on One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
street, New York City, and they recommend 
this power as very superior in every re- 
spect. These cars have been running now 
regularly every day for about ten months, 
making 28,444 miles and carrying 160,272 
passengers. The report of the commissijon- 
ers is confirmed by almost every railroad 
mechanical man in this country who has 
given this matter a thorough investigation, 
and also by engineers who have been sent 
from. London, Liverpool, Berlin, and Den- 
mark. As further evidence of the desir- 
ability of this motive power, it may be sald 
that a canvass of the merchants and resi- 
dents along the line of the road where these 
cars have been running showed that the 
people were universally in favor of them, on 
account of the cars being perfectly noiseless. 
They can be stopped instantly and reversed 
in case of any obstruction. This makes 
them really a life and property saving de- 
vice, whose economies will be appreciated. 
The following clipping gives the views of 
Sir A. B. Forwood, a large owner in the 
Liverpool, England, tramway system, before 
the city acquired the plant, who made an 
investigation by direction of the Liverpool 
authorities for the purpose of report of 
the working of the Hardie air motor; 

Looking at this system from a mechan- 
ical point of view there appears to be no 
doubt of its efficiency. The details connect- 
ed with the service which we examined 
have been very carefully wrought out and 
constructed, and the machinery appeared 
to have sustained no wear and tear of any 
moment after continuous service of about 
eight months.

Wine at the White House. 


Washington, D. C., June 4.—[Baltimore 
Sun.]—On the authority of that limited but 
very active class of persons whid are per- 
petually occupied in undertaking to regulate 
the manners and morals of the remainder of 
the world, it was stated some time since 
that no liquor of any kind would be served 
at the White House during the McKinley 
administration, Mr. McKinley himself 
never authorized any such assertion. 
Through the same sources it was announced 
just prior to the inauguration ball that no 
liquors would be served upon that occasion. 

It is, perhaps, the fact that no liquors 
were openly sold at the inauguration ball, 
but there was a very considerable amount 
dispensed in a complimentary way. In the 
private rooms set apart for the President 
and his immediate following, and afterward 
for hundreds of especial guests, there was a 
constant flow of champagne, 

President McKinley, while altogether mod- 
erate in his use of stimulanta, is not and 
never has been a teetotaler. Notwithstand- 
ing the authorised statements above al- 
luded to, liquors have been included in the 
menu of his entertainments whenever, in his 
judgment, common sense, etiquette, and pro- 
priety required it. 

Such an occasion was the reception given 
a week or ten days since to the delegates to 
the postal congress. Probably in the whole 
membership of that body there was not one 
man in twenty unaccustomed to the use of 
wine when eating. No one present ob- 
served any Ill effects accruing from this ad- 
herence to social usage and etiquette the 
world over. Yet in the quarters not difficult 
to conjecture criticism has been directed 
upon the President, and he has been ac- 
cused of violating a rule which he never laid 
down. 

Notwithstanding these criticisms, it is 
understood the present occupant of the 
White House will follow the example of his 
predecessors and determine for himself as 
to the propriety of his conduct in this as in 
all other respects.

It is the discovery which the Director of 
the Mint refers to at length, the flooding of 
the West with counterfeit half-dollars made 
of coin silver. The circulation of these coun- 
terfeits is on the increase, and Chief Hagen 
has taken the matter up. The work on the 
case between this city and the Rocky 
Mountains is being conducted from the St. 
Louis bureau, and San Francisco men are 
attending to the work west of the mountains. 

The counterfeits closely resemble genuine 
50-cent pieces, and the result is that they 
are having a wide circulation. Many of 
them have reached the Eastern States. The 
Subtreasuries of the West are constantly 
taking them up. Being of silver, they have 
the genuine ring. The slippery feeling so 
noticeable in spurious coins is absent, and 
to any other than a trained eye they appear 
to be genuine. Banks receive them without 
question, and in many instances pass them 
out again. 

Two years have passed since the authori- 
ties first learned of this criminal scheme. 
They had found it a comparatively easy task 
to bring to justice counterfeiters who 
turned out imitations in cheap metals. The 
spurious coin was always quickly detected. 
But here was a conspiracy in the silver- 
producing belt of the country that was 
very difficult to trace to its source. 

During these two years the secret service 
agents have labored indefatigably to run 
down the gang, but have met with little 
success. Several months ago the operatives 
thought they had a clew, which led them into 
Old Mexico, but the tip proved of no 
avail. 

A rough estimate puts the amount of these 
spurious half-dollars in circulation at $1,- 
500,000, and the profits of the counterfeiters 
must be tremendous. These coins are spu- 
rious only in the sense that they are not 
authorized or manufactured by the United 
States government. They have been as- 
sayed and found to differ but slightly from 
the genuine 50-cent piece. The counterfeit- 
ers’ profit is in the price of bullion. For 24 
cents he can purchase enough in the open 
market to make a half-dollar. The con- 
gpirators have not attempted to turn out 
dollars, because it is more profitable to op- 
erate with the 50-cent issue. In the regular 
dollar there are thirty-two more grains of 
silver than there are in two half-dollars. 
The counterfefters’ profit in issuing the lat- 
ter is at least 100 per cent on every coin. 

Chief Clerk Charles G. Richter of the St. 
Louis Subtreasury said today: The Di- 
rector of the Mint has given much attention 
to this perfect counterfeit, and in his report 
he shows how the same fraud was carried on 
successfully in India for years. I have seen 
several of these half-dollars, and the issue 
certainly is a masterwork. This is one of 
the most exasperating schemes we have ever 
had to deal with. The spurious character 
of the coins is so difficult to detect that they 
pass from hand to hand daily, and the result 
is that when we get hold of them we find it 
absolutely impossible to trace them back to 
their sources. It is only when they fall into 
the Subtreasury that we have an opportunity 
to put them out of circulation. But only a 
small percentage ever reaches the Subtreas- 


uries.”’ 

Omaha, Neb., June 3.—Secret service offi- 
cials here have been on the alert for several 
weeks looking for a band of counterfeiters. 
A large quantity of well made spurious silver 
half-dollars have been in circulation. 

Last week about 1,000 spurious — in- 
cluding dollars and halves, were red 
and three men were arrested. They said 
they had purchased the stuff from unknown 
men. The United States authorities are still 
looking for the counterfeiters.

“LAND TITLE REGISTRATION SYSTEM 


To BE VOTED ON TOMORROW. 


Friends of the New Torrens Law Pre- 
dict a Large Poll in Its Favor— 
Committee of the Board Believes It 
Avoids Previous Errors and Will 
Pass the Scratiny of the Courts 
Building Operations in May—Sales, 

._ Leases, and Loans of the Week. 


The Torrens system of land title registra- 
tion will be submitted to the people for ap- 
proval at the*election tomorrow. The cam- 
paign in favor of the measure has been con- 
ducted. by a committee of the Real Estate 
board and the members have no doubt the 
System will be adopted by a large majority. 
Friends of the new law have rallicd to its 
support, so that a large vote in its favor 
is confidently expected. 

The present law passed both Houses of the 
General Assembly with little opposition. It 
was sfgned by the Governor without delay. 
It is the result of eight years’ work on the 
part of the Real Estate board. 

A systematic campaign of education in 
favor of the system was begun in 1889, but 
the first bill for the adoption of the system 
Was presented to the General Assembly in 
1888. This attempt was not successful, but 
resulted in awakening public sentiment in 


Tavor of a simpler method of land title regis- 


tration. a 
Ruling of Supreme Court. 

Two years ago a second bill was intro- 
duced in the General Assembly, and was 
passed by a large vote. In the Senate only 
three votes were recorded against the meas- 
ure ‘and in the House twenty votes. This 
law was declared unconstitutional by the 
Supreme Court on the ground that it vested 
the Registrar of Titles with judicial au- 
thority. The vote of the Judges on the 
constitutionality of the law stood three to 
four. 

Members of the Real Estate board were 
not discouraged by the unfavorable results 
of their efforts. They procured some of the 
best legal talent in the city to assist in 
forming this new Torrens law, which it is 
believed will receive the approval of the 
courts. It is essentially the same, so far 
as the registration of titles and the transfer 
of property under the system is concerned, 
as the former law adopted by the voters of 
the county in 1895 by a large vote. 

The present law has the general approval 
of the property-owners ot the city. It seems 
to be the most complete system of its kind, 
based on the Australian law, and is intended 
to lessen the expense of registering land 
titles and to make the ownership of property 
more secure than is the case under the pres- 
ent method. 

Believes the Law Good. 

Louis Seeberger, Chairman of the Real 
Estate board committee having the Tor- 
rens law in charge, said in regard to the 
adverse — apse sion of the Ohio Supreme Court 
on a simila 

“TI believe the present law in this State 
will meet the closest scrutiny of the courts. 


-Our former experience, together with the 


care with which the bill presented to the 
General Assembly was prepared, makes me 
certain the law will stand. I think we have 
avoided the errors which made the courts 
decide adversely in Ohio and feel confident 
that the system will be in full operation in 
this State by the first of next year. 

We have the cohperation of the County 
Recorder, so that there will be no delay in 
instituting a test case to be carried to the 
Supreme Court. It is not the present inten- 
tion to open anoffice for the general registry 
of property under the system, as was done 
“before, until the law is fully established by 
the Judges. This will save the public any 
-unnecessary expenditure of money and will 
accomplish the same results. We will en- 
deavor to have the case before the Supreme 
Court during the October term and hope for 
a decision by the last of the year. As soon 
as the decision of the court is handed down 
the regular offices of the system will be 
opened as they were previous to the adverse 
decision of the court in 1896. 

J feel confident the office will be re- 
established. T. A. Moran, John 8 Miller. 
and John Lewis, after a month's study of 
the Torrens law, reported to the committee: 
“We are of the opinion that the proposed 
bill, if passed, will be valid and .constitu- 
tional.’ This gives us every assurance that 
the present Torrens law in this State will 
not.meet the fate of the Ohio measure. Our 
committee is assured of a large vote for the 


system at the election tomorrow.“ 


Building Operations in May. 

Building operations in Chicago at the 
present time are at a low ebb. Permits 
were issued during May for 435 buildings, 
with a totet. frontage of 11,337 feet, and an 
estimated cost of $1,621,090. Compared 

with May, 1896, this is a decrease of 184 
buildings, 4,066 feet of frontage, and $850,395 
in cost. The decrease in May of last year 
compared with the corresponding month of 
1895 was $2,005,645. 

While the decrease in the number of 
structures is not large the permits issued 


„this spring have been, with few exceptions, 


for small buildings, largely apartment 
houses of comparatively small cost.

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NEW EDIFICE FOR Sr. PAUL'S, 
Church Building Is Novel in Construc- 
tion and Design. 

The new St. Paul’s Church, in course of 
erection at Hoyne avenue and Twenty- 
sécond place, is in many respects an interest- 
ing digression from the conventional 
American ideas of church construction and 
design. It was planned by Henry J. Schlacks 
in the late Romanesque Gothic style of 
architecture as taken from the twelfth and 
fifteenth centuries. The exterior and in- 
terior, as well, will be constructed entirely 
of pressed brick in various colors. Like the 
later churches in northern Germany the 
walls, arches, vaulting, ribs, columns, etc., 
will be entirely of specially made brick. The 
brick used in the interior are of special 
molds and different colors, giving fine dec- 
orative effects which will last as long as 
the ‘building itself. Mosaic pictures will 
be used to ornament the wall spaces, The 
interior will also be ornamented with 
sculpture in white terra cotta. 

The window frames.are of brick, the glass 
being set in grooves. Nota particle of wood- 
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stroyed by fire. The new building will cost 
approximately $100,000. It will have a front- 

age of 45 feet and will be 125 feet deep. Steel 
and hollow tile will be used inthe constriic- 
tion, the intention being to make the building 
strictly firepfoof‘in every respect. Metal 
and plate glass will be employed in the 
exterior construction, affording ample light 
for the floors. Ejevators, steam heat, elec- 
tric light, and all the mòôdern improvements 
will be provided, making the structure one 
of the most complete in the wholesale dis- 
trict. Work will begin as soon as the plans 
are completed, and it is expected the build- 


‘ing will be ready, for occupancy during the 


fall. 

G. H. Bodman has bought from the Wilcox 
estate a lat 38x 130 feet, east front, in North 
State street, 362 feet south of North avenue, 
for 810,800.

Grain receivers on the Wabash road are 
complaining bitterly of the discrimination 
shown by that road against Chicago anu in 
favor of Toledo. From points in the central 
part of Illinois the Wabash road is making a 
rate to Toledo less by 1c per 100 Ibs than to 
Chicago. This in face of the fact that the 
Toledo haul is longer by 150 miles. The re- 
sult of this discrimination is that the greater 
bulk of the corn moved by the Wabash road 
has gone to Toledo. The Chicago receipts 
on the Wabash road should compare favor- 
ably with the receipts by way of the Illinois 
Central. Both roads run through an equally 
g00d corn country. The fact is, however, 
that Wabash receipts have been only a small 
fractional part of the arrivals over the IIli- 
nois Central line. Yesterday, for instance, 
the inspection of grain over the Illinois Cen- 
tral road showed receipts of 247 cars, while 
the Wabash receipts were only 45 cars. The 
Toledo receipts have not been particularly 
heavy, and it is said that the dealers along 
the Wabash line have not shown as much 
desire to sell as dealers along other corn 
roads. Toledo, however, has been getting 
the lion's share of the grain moving and 
Chicago people have been at a decided disad- 
vantage. The complaints of discrimination 
against the Wabash road are of long stand- 
ing, but the peculiar phase of the situation 
developed in the movement of corn recently 
is now being taken up by the Board of Trade 
Transportation committee. The matter 
was referred to it from a recent movement 
of the directors, but so far the Transporta- 
tion committee has not met with any great 
success. In a matter of railroad rates on 
Illinois corn the -Wabash line could favor 
Chicago without infringing on the inter- 
state commerce laws as it now is doing in 
favoring Toledo. 

September was the conspicuously weak 
future in the local wheat market. On re- 
cent declines the tendency has been to nar- 
row the spread between July and September 
deliveries. Yesterday the premium on the 
July duture at one time was 3c, July sell- 
ing at 66%c and September at 63k%c. The 
clage only showed recovery of e. The feel- 
ing was decidedly easy in tone, and as the 
holidays abroad limited the considerations 
to those of domestic origin there was not 
much to encourage holders. Private esti- 
mates on the Kansas and Oklahoma wheat 
crops tended to steady the market at the 
opening, but the Kansas State report was 
bearish. Minneapolis and St. Louis were 
weak, declining more rapidly for July than 
Chicago. The continental markets were un- 
changed to a fraction lower. There will 
be no Liverpool advices until Wednesuay. 
It is claimed that the world shipmensés for 
the week have been larger than for the 
corresponding week last year, but the con- 
tributions have been in large part from this 
country. Argentina cleared no wheat, 
against 4,000 bu the previous week and 
224,000 bu the same week last year. The 
small local stocks of wheat and the small 
visible supply tend to keep trade out of 
July, with the exception of that of chronic 
bears. The influential selling yesterday was 
bs the local operators who have been con- 
epicuous on that side of the market for 
weeks. Clearances of wheat were small 
and total exports of wheat and flour were 
only equivalent to 128,000 bu, against 332,- 
6000 bu received at primary points. North- 
western receipts were 340 cars, against 405 
a week ago and 477 a year ago. For the 
week receipts were 2,372 cars, against , 976 
the previous week and 3,236 the correspond- 
ing week last year. The Northwest re- 
ported a good trade in flour, and the pros- 
pects are for a much greater decrease in the 
visible than was looked for on Friday. Lo- 
cal receipts of wheat were 36 cars, with J33,- 
v00 bu inspected out of store. Sales of about 
110,000 bu were reported. Local mers took 
No. 2 spring wheat in store in the North Side 
Armour houses at 2½ over July price. For 
the same grade of wheat in the least desira- 
ble locations 1\%c over July price was paid. 
The range on the business done yesterday 
was between these twoextreme. Hotchkiss 
worked R 60,000 bu cargo for shipment. The 
active demand for cash wheat seems to have 
but little effect on speculative sentiment. 


Narrow Range in Provisions. 


The last prices of provisions yesterday 
were identical with those of the previous 
day, and the range throughout the session 
was narrow. Early in the day the feeling 
was easy on the liberal receipts of hogs. 
Seven principal markets had 46,000 hogs, 
while a year ago the same seven, with the 
exception of St. Louis, had 29,200. The local 
market was easy on receipts of 18,000. Dur- 
ing the week the receipts were 158,679 
against 159,008 the same week last year. 
Packing to date is figured at 1,563,000, 
against 1,490,000 the corresponding period of 
last season. During the first half of the 
session the speculative feeling in provisions 
was easy, but there was a little rally follow- 
ing the buying of 500,000 pounds of ribs by 
Roloson. The people who watch the pit 
most closely claim that the English houses 
have been selling some stuff and that John 
Cudahy and the Milwaukee Cudahy inter- 
ests have been quietly letting go for a week. 

Corn opened easy and slow at Friday’s 
figures, and Caring the short session fluc- 
tuated only within He, closing fairly steady 
at an Advance of \%c for July, the favorite 
option. Leading local houses and the 
country sold heavily of this option. As a 
rule the offerings were taken mainly by 
scalpers who were short and did not care to 
take the chances of a holiday on Monday. 
Cooler weather throughout the corn belt, 
which was used as a bullish argument, was 
also responsible for considerable covering. 
Trade, however, was in only ordinarily fair 
volume. Receipts again exceeded the esti- 
mate, being nearly 900 cars. Reduced to 
bushels the receipts were 599,200 bu, and the 
shipments 537,760 bu. At primary points the 
receipts were 877,000 bu and shipments 791,- 
800. Country offerings were said to be 
lighter, the bulk having already come out. 
Cash trading wasinfairvolume. Short cov- 
ering toward noon brought a steady tone 
and clòsed the market firm at the slight ad- 
vance noted.

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careful survey of the list of public and 
popular-movements fails to reveal even a 
single project which has a monument to 
Yerkes forits purpose. This has been partly 
explained by the extraordinary fact that 
there are many people in the city who have 
put an entirely different construction on 
Yerkes’ acts. There are even some whoim- 
pute sordid motives to his unexampled 
benevolence. They imagine that Yerkes has 
some other interest than that of the dear 
people whom he loves in mind when he goes 
to the Legislature and seeks the privilege 
of bestowing his benefactions for a half 
century longer. They insinuate that he has 
some thought of the miserable millions he 
will obtain by this privilege instead of the 
fact which he admits that he is working 
solely for the good of the community. And 
because he knows that money is the root of 
all evil and realizes that too much money 
might make Chicago reckless and perhaps 
encourage wanton extravagance, and, acting 
on this knowledge, prudently restrains him- 
self from offering the city more than 3 per 
cent of his earnings, there have been actual- 
ly complaints in certain quarters that he 
wanted to keep this money for himself. 
Just as if Yerkes’ real idea was not to zet 
as much money as possible in order to have 
more to spread out over the city in charitable 
expansiveness. The question naturally

ings which are in an advanced state of, 


disintegration and offer striking likenesses 
to the pictorial representation of the lean- 
ing tower of Pisa. If the former require- 
ments for admission into the charmed circle 
of “wonders of the world” remained the 
same the number would have to be greatly 
enlarged in order to accommodate the i- 
cago candidates.

It is somewhat singular that considerable 
attention should have been paid to the 
thug. This member of society is so closely 
identified with obscurity that it is surpris- 
ing to find him dragged forth and compelled 
to appear in thrilling masquerade. When 
he has been decked out in the new garb 
especially designed for him and has ab- 
sorbed the mental and moral vacuum ab- 
horred by nature but supplied in this case

CAMP LIFE WITH GENERAL GOMEZ. 


The Cuban Leader Has a Small Body 
Guard and Takes Things 
Easily. 


Harper’s Weekly is printing some letters 
from Cuba by its correepsondent, T. R. Daw- 
ley Jr., who recently succeeded in joining 
Gomez’s army. Mr. Dawley went to Cuba 
last year as a correspondent, and was ar- 
rested and imprisoned for a time. Here is 
a picture of eamp life with Gomez which he 
sends to Harper’s Weekly of this week: 

I reviewed the army (unofficially). It 
seemed to be forming into three divisions. 
Smith rode off and took his place with the 
body of horsemen called the escolta. This 
was the Commander-in-Chief's body-guard, 
consisting of seventy men, armed with car- 
bines and fairly well dressed, although no 
particular uniform was observed. These 
men formed line in double rank, facing the 
General's headquarters on the right. On the 
left of the escolta another line of armed 
men formed, and I learned that. this body 
constituted a regiment bearing the name 
Victoria. Many of these men were in un- 
dress  uniform—that is, they were scarcely 
dressed at all—and, although bearing the 
formidable title of Victoria Regiment, they 
counted just sixty horse. 

In the rear of these two bodies of armed 
horsemen there formed another and much 
larger body of mounted men, without arms; 


and in the absence of an abundant supply 


of soap and water it would be hard to say 
whether the majority of them were white 
or black. They constituted the pack train 
and non-combatants, designated generally 
as impedimenta, and consisted of cooks, 
mule drivers, camp servants, and such like. 
Their dress frequently consisted of a sort 
of skirt made out of an old sack, and while 
some were clad in a half of a trousers leg 
on each leg, others preferred to wear their 
half pair of trousers all on one leg, letting 
the other limb go bare. 

As these three divisions formed, the com- 
mander-in-chief (the old man,“ as he is 
called) came out from his clump of bushes 
under the palm tree. He wore an ordinary 
soft, narrow brim, gray felt hat, witha 10- 
cent Cuban coat of arms pinned on the 
front of it. A pair of tan colored boots cov- 
ered his black trousers halfway up the 
leg, and a dark colored blouse completed his 
attire. He was surrounded by his staff, a 
dozen or more well dressed and intelligent

horse, rode off with his staff, his escort fol- 
lowing.

being removed. The few who were fortu- 
nate enough to have a strip of cloth or 
ollcloth and a hammock were soon provided 
with a comfortable shelter. Others went 
without. 

I found camp life with Gomez usually aA 
monotonous affair. It consisted chiefly of 
eating, drinking, and sleeping, until notified 
that the Spaniards were coming, and then 
it was a question of getting up and getting 
out. 

Every Officer and every soldier belonging 
to the escolta has an asistente; some of them 
have two, andeven four. Their duties are to 
go for water, to do the cooking, and pack- 
ing up, and to get out of the way first when 
the Spaniards come, though they are always 
last when ona march. They carry no arms, 
unless it be a butcher knife, and they con- 
stitute the bulk of the so-called impedimen- 
ta. As none of them is in this special branch 
of service by force, the most of them belong 
to that class of patriots who would rather 
make an attempt at working than fighting. 
After breakfast it was the custom for all 
hands to crawl into the shade and go to 
sleep. Gomez was no exception to this rvle. 
While I was with him he spent most of his 
time in his hammock. His clerk attended 
to his official correspondence, and when re- 
quired to sign it he did so without leaving his 
recumbent position. Sometimes he received 
a batch of newspapers, and these he would 
look over with careless interest. 

Some of our camping places were very 
pretty spots, situated on the bank of u 
river, and dotted with the beautiful royal 
palm, a tree which, when necesgary, will 
furnish a dozen men with a substantial 
meal. There are some twenty-six varieties 
of the palm in Cuba, any one of which, I 
believe, furnishes a food, yet Weyler pro- 
poses to starve the rebels into submission. 
The Liberating army, however, seem to en- 
joy their rustic life, and entertain no fears 
of being either whipped or starved. They | 
get along admirably well on beef meat, and 
when this is gone they say that they will eat 
jutias. This is a species of raccoon some- 
what resembling a rat, but very large, which 
abounds throughout theisland. If there are 
hogs in the vicinity of the camping ground, 
pig hunting on foot or on horseback is tho 
order of the day.

Closer Relations with English 
Oarsmen Established. 


BROUGHT ABOUT BY LEHMANN 


Attempts to Match University Eights 
Unsuccessful. 


CONTESTS NOW MORE PROBABLE. 


tional rowing has not been more 

free from bits of feeling than 

international yacht racing.» 
Whether the eagle screams too loudly 
or the lion is not over gracious one 
cannot say, but the fact remains that as one 
runs back over his history of international 
racing between the Englishmen and Ameri- 
cans he finds considerable difference of 
opinion, But with the reception accorded 
one of our crews there last year and the 
advent of one of the best of English rowing 
men to cement more closely the good feel- 
ing one may fairly hope that there will be 
more contests and a new era of good will 
and good sport. 

Attempts have been made from time to 
time to bring together two §eight-oared 
crews from leading American and English 
universities for a four-mile contest, but they 
have never yet been crowned with success. 
One of the most serious obstacles is the fact 
that the time of rowing the annual races of 
Oxford-Cambridge, and Harvard-Yale differ 
by so many months. The nearest approach 
to a race and what would have developed 
into an assured contest had not Harvard 
defeated Yale, was in 1891. In that year 
Oxford had practically accepted a challenge 
from Yale, based, however, upon the con- 
dition of Yale’s winning its American race. 
There Harvard upset the arrangements by 
running off with the victory and leaving 
Yale stranded. 

First International Contest. 


The only distinctively college contest be- 
tween English and American crews was in 
1869 between representative four-oared 
crews of Harvard and Oxford. On the 6th 
of April of that year W. H. Simmons, then 
Captain of the H. U. B. C., sent the Presi- 
dent of the O. U. B. C. a challenge to row 
a race in out-rigger boats from Putney to 
Mortlake on some date, to be later decided 
upon, between Aug. 15 and Sept. 1. He sent 
a similar challenge to Cambridge. Both 
Oxford and Cambridge accepted the chal- 
lenge, the latter conditionally, however. As 
soon as Simmons received his acceptance 
he invited A. P. Loring, one of the most 
prominent of Harvard oarsmen, to take the 
Captaincy and stroke of the boat. ‘Loring 
did captain the crew, but left Simmons at 
stroke and went himself to bow. The Har- 
vard crew was made up, in addition to Lor- 
ing and Simmons, of 8. W. Rice and George 
Bass, but these two were later replaced by 
the substitutes, Fay and Lyman. Harvard. 
took over a boat built by Elliott of Green 
Point, this country. But after ar- 
rival there they erdered a new boat from 
Salters of Oxford. The race was finally 
rowed, however, in the Elliott boat. The 
four men who manned the Oxford boat were 
all Etonidns. They had al rowed in win- 
ning boats in their college matches, 
and had also each seated 
in winning doats at Henley. The 
most prominent was Mr. F. Willan of 
Exeter College. He had rowed four times 
in a winning boat in the university race. 
J. C. Tinne, the President of the O. U. B. C., 
had rowed three times in a winning boat. 
A. C. Yarborough and A. Darbiskire had 
each rowed twice in winning beats, and’ 
Darbishire had been stroke of his univer- 
sity crew that year. The race was rowed 
on the 27th of August at a quarter past 
5 in the evening. Harvard, having won 
the choice, took the outside course, and by 
a brilliant spurt secured the lead, so that 
by the time Bishop’s Creek was passed they 
had a half a boat length. At the Crab Tree 
Inn, one mile, they had opened a still fur- 
ther lead, and there was over a boat length 
of clear water between the two crews. Ox- 
ford, however, by a spurt, closed up this 
gap, so that Harvard led by only three- 
quarters of a length at the soap works. But 
Harvard responded to the spurt, and by 
the time the crews passed under Ham- 
mersmith bridge there was clear water 
between them again. Here, it is said, the 
English crowd called upon the Oxford stroke. 
to spurt. But he calmly shook his head 
and kept on at the same slow stroke. Soon 
after this the Harvard crew began to come 
back gradually to the Oxford boat, and 
when they reached Chiswick Ait, two miles 
and a half of the course, the boats were. 
level. From this time on Oxford drew 
ahead and finished by what was reported 
to be three lengths, although the judge at 
Mortlake decided a length and a half. 
England’s Questionable Methods in 76. 

The Centennial regatta in 1876 in Vhila- 
delphia on the Schuylkill was another op- 
portunity of testing American rowing 
against English crews. .The regatta was 
held in August and at that time a four- 
oared crew went to Philadelphia to repre- 
sent Yale. This crew consisted of Kennedy, 
stroke; Kellogg, Collin, and Cook as bow.

ANOEING—considered by its devotees 
the cleanest and daintfest of all out- 
door sports—is just opening its sea- 
son in Chicago. Down at the foot of 

" ‘Thirty-fifth street, where the Chica- 
go Canoe club is located, and further south, 
where the few accessible breakwaters have 

rmitted the presence of a boathouse, the 
onl enthusiasts are getting their para- 
phernalia out of winter quarters, stretching 
out sails and taking trial spins in the little 
craft they love so well. Everywhere among 
the lovers of the sport is activity and re- 
newed interest, to such an extent that the 
enthusiasm displayed more than makes up 
for the small numbers of the people engaged. 

Last week Commodore Nat H. Cook of this 
city set the date and place of the Western 
Canoe essocihtion’s annual business meet- 
ing. It will be held in Milwaukee next week, 
and at it will be decided the location of the 
annual meeting and championship races for 
the year 1897. The latter gathering is sure 
to be somewhere tn the West this season, 
probably at Lake Delavan or Green Lake, in 
Wisconsin. It will be the thirteenth annual 
meet of the great organization. 

The Western Canoe association, in spite 
of its name, is a national society. It boasts 
members from all over the United States, 
from Maine to California. Its name is in 
distinction to the Eastern Canoe associa- 

tion, which is composed almost exclusively 
of members living along the Atlantic coast, 
and to the American Canoe association, 
which includes Canada. The usual head- 
uarters and place of the annual meeting ef 
the Western body has been at Ballast Island, 
near Put-in Bay, in Lake Erie, but lately 
the bulk of the members have been Western 
men, and the scene of e association's 
activities has been transferred further 
toward the setting sun. : 

* Chicago Takes Impertant Part. 

This year Chicago is a large part of the 
show in the Western Canoe association. 
Milwaukee alone can divide honors with it, 
and between the two cities the principal 
offices and the directive brains are owned. 

As for the fast boats and the men which 
sail them, the two cities again must divide 
honors almost evenly. 

In cano¢ing, as in almost all branches of 
sport, the bicycle has made most deadly in- 
roads in the last few years. Still, the re- 
maining enthusiasts who have kept true to 
their first love aré now confident that the 
worst is over, and Hope for an increase of 
interest in the annual racing meeting this 
summer. The last one was held at Mullett 
Lake, Mich., and proved a great success in 
8p of somewhat diminished attendance. 
This year the facilities of the Wisconsin 
la are hoped to be taxed to a consider- 
ably greater extent. 

At the annual meet, which is the great 
feature of the Western Canoe association’s 
year and its principal reason for existence, 
there will be between 50 and 200 canoeisis 
gathered. The place will be suited to an en- 
campment, and the whole party will live in 
tents during the two weeks of sport. The 
Arst week will be devoted to pleasure, sail- 
ing, business, and general amusements. 
Then will come the week of racing, which 
is the delight of every true canoeist’s heart. 
All the members by that time will know 
the courses thoroughly, and the rivalry will 
be intense. The resulting snort compares 
favorably for excitement and interest with 
any games the American public has yet 
adopted. a 

The program for the week's sport will 
begin with passenger races, where the con- 
testants must carry people besides them- 
selves in their craft. Then will come the 
races for the three trophies owned by the 
association, and over the possession of 
which there is the keenest rivairy. Follow- 
ing will be the paddling races in several 
classes. The “ hurry-skurry ” is the feat- 
ure of the meet to outsiders, and has the 
following remarkable conditions attached 
to it? Run twenty-five yards, swim twenty- 
five yards, paddle twenty-five yards, turn 
cano@ completely over, and paddle twenty- 
five rds to a finish. There is usually an 
upset race, where the contestants must cap- 
size their canoes and then right them, sail- 
ing to the finish. Consolation races in the 
various classes conclude the sport. 


Trophies to Be Sailed For. 

The three cups are well worth the efforts 
made to win them. The W. C. A. sailing 
trophy is estimated to be worth $350. It 
is sailed for at each meet and is held during 
the following year by the winner. This 
cup is at present in the possession of C. A. 
Woodruff, who won it last year in his canoe 
Wood, The Longworth Challenge Cup is 
now in the permanent possession of Commo- 
dore Cook,.since he has won it five times 
in his canoe Lofus, and the conditions call 
for the best number of wins in ten years. 
There are but two years left for the cup to 

de raced for, and no possibility for any one 
besides the holder to get more than three 
wins. The Gardner Challenge Cup is an- 
other of the valuable trophies.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS REGARDING 
THE ADMISSION OF WHEELS. 


Many Countries Require a Deposit to 
Cover Duty Charges Which Is Re- 
funded on Leaving—Touring Club of 
France Secures Modification of 
Rules—England and Germany Are 
Free to Tourists—Vexatious Annoy- 
ances of Petty Spanish Officials.

ICYCLE riders who contemplate a 
trip to Europe and who desire to take 
their own wheels will find customs 
regulations much less irksome than 
they were some years ago. The rules 

governing the admission of bicycles which 
tourists take with them to European coun-

NEW DEVICE FOR SPROCKET WHEELS. 


W. J. Driver of the Central Station the 
Inventor of an Ingentous Contriv- 
ance for Lessening Friction. 


— 


W. J. Driver of the Central Police Station 
is the latest inventor to enter the bicycle 
field, and he has designed an ingenious de- 
vice whereby a large amount of friction is 
done away with in the sprocket of a bicycle. 
After studying the question for some time 
he decided that the proper way to remedy 
the evil existing in the great amount of 
friction of the chain on the cogs of the 
sprocket wheel was to make the points of 
application only where driving power was 
desired and to make the points where the 
chain exerted a strong pull over the larger 
cogs ordinarily used without adding to the 
driving power materially so much smaller 
that this friction was lost in great part. 
by making one large tooth with a smaller 
one on either side, instead of one large cog, 
his contrivance allows the chain to catch 
firmly the sprocket wheel and exert the

“It is forbidden for cyclists to form 
groups so as to obstruct the public ways or 
pass through funeral cortéges or military 
rrocessions. 

“ Cyclists are forbidden to cycle on pave- 
ments and footpaths reserved for pedes- 
trians, except in the country, where the 
roads are paved or being mended. In cases 
where it is permitted to cycle on the foot- 
paths the cyclist must moderate his speed 
when meeting pedestrians.”’ 

The fight of bicycle riders to carry wheels 
as baggage on railroads has proved suc- 
cessful in France. The Minister of Publio 
Works has just issued a decree under which 
all railroads in France are required to trans- 
port bicycles as baggage, and also making 
them responsible for any damages.

The Antipodeans being a people 
fond of all out-of-door sports became inter- 
ested in the American game and adopted it 
asa winter pastime. J. S. Milford and Tom 
Smith, both Americans, were really the 
fathers of baseball in Australia. It was 

through their indefatigable efforts that the 
game became popular there. The sport be- 
ing a new one in the Antipodes, it was really 
a difficult task to enthuse the people to pa- 
tronize an American game. These two gen- 
tlemen organized the first team, the Mel- 
bourne, but better known as the Old Mets: 
The initial match was played between the 
Melbournes and the Richmonds. Baseball 
in Australia is played in conjunction with 
football. The day opens with the former 
and closes with the latter. The contests are 
therefore largely attended, as football is oné 
of the leading winter sports.

CONTESTS IN PROSPECT FOR THE 
PRESENT CYCLING SEASON. 


Match Race of the West Against the 
East Planned for the National Cir- 
cult Race at Charles River Park 
Aug. 256—Novel Scheme ,Proposed— 
Boston te Have a Great Twenty- 
mine-Hour Race at the Same Time. 


HE Charles River Park track will pro- 

mote the team race of the West 

against the East for the National 

Circuit meet of Aug. 25. A similar 

race will also be promoted between 
teams from the metropolitan district and 
from New England, the latter race for Sep- 
tember. The national contest attracts the 
attention at present, the two sections being 
so well represented on the racing path. In 
these races it is proposed to follow this 
plan: Each team will have five men witb 
the Captain. The teams will start from op 
posite sides of the track and continue in 
the race until one or the other team has 
closed the gap. The king pin in the contest 
is the Captain, who must catch the Captain 
of the competing team. The four men of 
each team serve as single pacemakers for 
this Captain, carrying him along at a live- 
ly pace. This style of racing is new, but is 
the most meritorious plan yet proposed for 
notional’ intercity and interstate contests. 
Records have been lowered in similar con- 
tests between single riders. In a contest 
of this kind Hamilton of Denver rode twen- 
ty-five miles in about an hour at Denver 
a few days ago. The previous contests 
have been for stated distances, but the new 
style of contests will continue indefinitely 
until one team has either caught the other 


to Chicago, and Baltimore Joe Gans’ win 
from Mike Leonard. 

As a sequel Jeffries and Gans are held now 
by the Olympics to draw more talent out 
there to meet them. Word has been sent 
over that they want Kid Lavigne for

Man Whose Horse Won the Brooklyn 
Handicap Started Out on Eight 
Dollars a Week Salary. 


“Pittsburg Phil” (George E. Smith), 
owner of Howard Mann, the horse that won 
the Brooklyn Handicap, is a nonpareil in his 
way. In 1880 he was cutting corks in a 
bottling house, in Pittsburg. His only pas- 
gion then in the sporting line was for game- 
cocks, and often he lost his weekly salary of 
$8 on the first fly. In 1882 there was a run- 


ning horse meeting held at Homestead, and

PREPARE FOR NATIONAL CYCLE MEET. 


Picturesque Runs for the Wheelmen 
Who Visit Philadelphia for the 
Championship Contests. 


While the national championships at 
Louisville last year were open to profession- 
als as well as amateurs, the program of the 
races to be held at Willow Grove, Phila- 
delphia, on Aug. 6 and 7, in connection with 
the eighteenth annual meet of the League 
of American Wheelmen, will contain no less 
than six championship events, four for pro- 
fessionals and two for amateurs—the first 
time in the history of the league that the 
„pros will be given an opportunity [under 
L. A. W. sanction] of fighting out among 
themselves the question of to whom be- 
longs the title of national champiog at the 
various distances. 

The professional championships will be at 
a quarter, half, one, and five miles, and the 
one mile race will bring to light that long- 
looked-for individual—the mile champion of 
the United States. 

The two amateur championships will be 
at a mile and two miles, and their decisions 
will doubtless furnish a repetition of the 
bitterly contested struggles that have char- 
acterized these events in former years. 

In addition to the championship events 
there will be four professional and tgree 
amateur races—one and two mile handicaps 
for each class, mile open and mile [2:05 
class] for professionals and third mile open 
for amateurs. This long program will, in 
the opinion_of the Race Meet committee, 
furnish excitement galore for the crowd, 
and for that réason it was decided to turn 
down the big list of trick riding applicants, 
and entirely dispense with that feature, 
which has become somewhat monotonous in 
recent years. 

A large majority of the thousands of 
wheelmen from all over the country who 


will visit Philadelphia on the occasion of 


the eighteenth annual meet of the L. A. 
W., which ts scheduled for Aug. 4-7, will 
doubtless take advantage of the opportunity 
to indulge in a ride over the famous old 
Lancaster pike, which was built in 1792, 
and was the first hard road ever laid down 
in the United States. The accompanying 
picture shows a portion of the ancient 
thoroughfare near Overbrook. 

Running almost parallel with the Lan- 
caster pike, and but a short distance to 
the east of it, is Montgomery avenue, which 
was in days gone by called the “ old road 
to Lancaster.“ Located on this much trav- 
eled [by wheelmen] highway is that an- 
cient hostelry known as the General Wayne 
Hotel. Here the thirsty Quaker cycler often 
finds it convenient to stop and “ lubricate.”’

FROM BITTER FEELING.

— g thangs Dublin crew in rounding the 
© latter steered over in Columbia's 
water, and as one of the reports puts it 

just as Columbia was beginning to lead 
the Irish crew,” and that, too in spite of 
the voice of the umpire, ‘*‘ Dublin, take your 
right course! Dublin continued to bear over 
on Columbia and the two boats came to- 
gether, striking’ each other, and for a mo- 
ment they were so entangled that both 
stopped rowing. The Sho-wae-cae-mettes, 
of course, secured an even more decided 
lead, although, seeing the condition of af- 
fairs, they let down their stroke to forty. 
After a moment Columbia and Dublin got 
free and came down the course, the Sho- 
wae-cae-mettes spurting up to forty-eight 
and winning the heat in 8 minutes and 4 
seconds. The Sho-wae-cae-mettes immedi- 
ately offered to row the heat over again, but 
Columbia’s protest was not allowed by the 
Stewards on the ground that the Sho-wae- 
cae-mettes were too far ahead to be caught 
any way. 

Victory for Columbia. 

The second trial heat in the Stewards’ Cup 
was won by the London Rowing club in 
eight minutes and twenty-three seconds, the 
crew of Jesus College saving themselves 
for the special contest in Visitors Challenge 
Cup against Columbia. The Sho-wae-cae- 
mettes’ time, as above, was stated to be eight 
minutes and four seconds, and this time, 
presumably reliable journals of that day 
maintain state, stood on the Stewards’ time 
book for over two hours, but, after the 
London Rowing club’s time was announced, 
the Sho-wae-cae-mettes’ time was changed 
to eight minutes and twenty-one seconds. 
This was published in the American jour- 
nals quite widely and produced no little feel- 
ing. On the same day the first heat for the 
Visitors’ Challenge Cup was rowed. The 
University College of Oxford had the inside 
and Columbia College came next, with Jesus 
on the outside. At the quarter mile Colum- 
bia was slightly in the lead, steering a beau- 
tiful course, and rowing close up to forty. 
At the half-mile Jesus and the University 
were one length behind. At the three-quar- 
ter-mile the Jesus crew pulled up and madea 
dash at Columbia; steering over into their 
water. One of the stewards cried out, so 
an American journal states, “ That was a 
tremendous drive at Columbia.“ The oars 
did almost touch, but the crews quickly 
straightened out, and Columbia won in eight 
minutes and seventeen seconds, a length 
ahead of her nearest rival. She rowed forty 
strokes to the minute at the finish. 

Four of the crew of the Jesus boat were in 
the university eight of that year. 

The second trial heat for the Visitors’ 
Challenge Cup was won by the crew of 
Hartford College. On the following day, the 
Sth, Columbia met Hertford for the finals 
for the Visitors’ Cup. This was most hotly 
contested race for the first part of the dis- 
tance, but before the crew had gone half 
a mile Columbia had secured the lead and 
Hertford was unable to overcome It. Hert- 
ford ran into the bank soon after this and 
Columbia won the race by nearly half a 
mile. 

In the finals for the Stewards’ Cup the 
Sho-wae-cae-mettes started bravely, but 
one of their crew was taken ill in the boat 
and they failed to finish. This was generally 
attributed among English rowing experts 
to their phenomenally high stroke. 


Hilisdale Incident Caused III Feeling. 

One of the most remarkable incidents of 
international boating was the refusal of the 
entry of the Hillsdale crew at the English 
course in 1882. The Hillsdale crew had won 
the championship of the National Amateur 
association in America, having rowed 
against many crews, and in the two years 
previous had met the Sho-wae-cae-mettes 
and defeated them at Saratoga, at Hillsdale, 
and at New Orleans. Their entry was re- 
fused, as the English stewards said that they 
did not see their way clear to vouch for 
the amateur standing of this crew. This 
provoked a good deal of feeling and Harper’s 
Weekly of July 29, 1882, had an editorial 
upon the subject in which it made use of the 
following remarks: 

“Thus did John Bull in his capacity of 
sporting man and possibly in other capacities 
as well lead enthusiasts to say that he is 
fond of what is called a sure thing.“ The 
article then went on to state further that it 
was true that John Bull sometimes miscal- 
culated, as in the case of the Transvaal 
Boers. Further that the English amateur 
definition would not admit the Hillsdale crew 
because they were too fast, and finally in 
England if an American oarsman rows fast 
he is a professional; if he rows slow he is an 
amateur.“ 

The following week Harper’s Weekly pub- 
lished an English rowing song. A la Lon- 
aon Amateur Assoclation,“ by Will Carleton, 
coll ting of several stanzas, of which the 
first is D>tair sample: 

St. Gawge who fought the Dragon, Chawles, 


have mercy on our oars! 
The bold and’ wicked Hillsdale men have landed 


on our shores, 
Those dweadful pwirates of the shell by love of 


glory moved, 
Who take their victories by strokes entirely! un- 


appwoved, 
We must sweep them from off our watahs with a 


bold stwoke of the pen,

Cornell’s Fruitiess Mission. 
Cornell's trip to Henley two years ago 
produced in the end more. excitement and 
interest than almost any other match we 
have had. Their style was unfavorably 
commented upon as soon as they reached 
the Thames, and it was said they did ali the 
work with their arms, which was untrue, 
and was merely a delusion producec by 
their straight backs and the use of the slide. 
It is true that they rowed a high stroke, 
well up in the forties, but in their earlier 
time races, before they had become ex- 
hausted either by the severity of their work 
or the effect of the climate (some say one, 
others another), they did row the course in 
close to seven minutes, making 7:04, 7:10, 
and 7:15. A week or ten days before the 
race, however, they began to go off quite 
markedly, and two or three of them were 
hardly fit for the severe effort when the 
time of trial came. They won a heat against 
Leander, who failed to get off at the word, 
and incurred thereby a good deal of en- 
mity. In the next heat they were drawn 
against Trinity Hall, the crew that finally 
won the cup. When the umpire gave the 
word Cornell started at the rate of forty- 
six to the minute and Trinity at forty-two. 
The boats were nearly level at the top of the 
island. Cornell was leading by a few feet 
at the quarter mile and gained from this 
point to the half mile. At Fawley Court 
they were three-quarters of a length in the 
lead. Trinity, however, now began to gain, 
and at the Fushey Gate they were only half 
a length behind. At the mile they had 
closed up the gap to a quarter length d

R. AUGUSTIN DALY will have to 
look to his laurels if he intends to 
maintain his position in the theat- 
rical world of America. He is ap- 
parently fast becoming inured to the 

revival habit, and soon we shall cease to look 
to him for a new comedy of any sort. Even 
his German adaptations seem to have been 
forgotten this year and we are left with little 
more than repetitions of London Assur- 
ance and similar antiquities which by this 
time might well be relegated to the limbo of 
oblivion. | 

During the two weeks that his company 
has been playing at Hooley’s Mr. Daly has 
„given us the sum total of the season’s pro- 
ductions, if we except Meg Merrilies,“ 
which we were mercifully spared, ana on 
due consideration we are bound to say that 
‘the value of the work achieved is extremely 


meager. 
We, of course, must give him all proper 


eredit for the fine performance during the 


first week of Much Ado About Nothing.” 
That was not only a fitting tribute to Shaks- 
peare’s memory, but a crowning triumph 
for the genius of Miss Ada Rehan, who has 
certainly added one cubit to her dramatic 
stature by her impersonation of Beatrice, 
for The Tempest it was a kind ac- 
tion to give it simply as a curiosity, but the 
0 ue of the production was al- 
most nil.“ The Tempest is not an act- 
ing play in any case, and Mr. Daly's version 
was neither fle, nor fowl, nor good red 
herring.“ It was more like a poorly exe- 
cuted Christmas pantomime than anything 
else. There was not even the excuse that 
the part of Miranda gave Miss Ada Rehan 
new possibilities; for the character was sin- 
gularly unsuited to the qualifications of the 


actress. 
There is poetry, of course, in The Tem- 
pest, but it comes in spots, with long 
stretchés of dullness intervening, and often | 
there are signs of the poet in his dotage. 
What could be more abjectly absurd, for 
instance, than the wail of the King of Na- 
ples, who tearfully wonders what strange 
fish is feeding upon the body of his son? 
The comic relief in a measure saves the 
play from utter insignificance, and the low 
comedy parts were éleverly played—indeed, 
it would be hard to find a better Stephano 
than Mr, Pratt—but it is rather doubtful 
whether the scenes with Caliban and the 
drunken steward do not seem a good deal 
funnier than they are owing to the dullness 
of the rest of the play. The music is tune- 
ful enough and Mr. Daly must be congratu- 
lated upon one thing—his chorus cannot 
sing much, but it has been chosen with a 
most commendable preference for good 
looks, wherein it is vastly superior to any 
other comic opera chorus in the country. 
scenic effects were rather futile, part- 
ly, no doubt, pwing to the size of the stage 
and the inefficiency of the lighting ap- 
er But even at the best the whole 
ng was rather childish. 

Granted, however, that The Tempest 4 
was worth doing, and that Much Ado 
was a genuine dramatic success, what else 
has Mr. Daly done for the public or his own 
company? The Magistrate is exceed- 
ingly ‘funny, but what possible excuse can 
there be for revivals of such plays as 
London Assurance and The Wonder” 
at this time of day? Such worn-out farces 
are ot no interest to the public, unless it be 
to exhibit the bad taste of former genera- 
tions, and the work must have a deteriorat- 
ing effect upon the bers of Mr. Daly’s 
company. Once or twice during the last 
two.weeks it has been necessary to remon- 
strate with Mr. Charles Richman for his 
tendency to play burlesque instead of com- 
edy, which seems a pity, as he is apparently 
an actor of considerable intelligence. 

But the fact is that the fault does not lie 
entirely with him. A series of plays like 
London Assurance is sufficient to cure 

of a tendency to act, anda thinking 
The Tempest is not a great im- 
prov Surely a man in Mr. Daly’s 
‘position ought to endeavor to infuse some- 
thing of the modern spirit into the men and 
| at his command, and this can cer- 

done by the unearthing of 
musty plays which have long ago outlived 
their usefulness. 


Putting patriotism out of the question, it 
might be well to try native talent occasion- 
ally, or talent from anywhere, so long as it is 
new.

Last Sunday I had occasion to call atten- 
tion to the recent performance in ‘London of 
Ibsen s Wild Duck.“ which called forth 
such praise for the acting of Mr. Lawrence 
Irving as Hialmar Echdal. Since then 1 
have read so much in the way of so-called 
criticism upon the play indicative of imbe- 
cility or crass ignorance that it is almost 
necessary to raise a protest against those 
who make a practice of condemning Ibsen, 
and who, on the face of it, have not made 
any attempt to understand his works, and 
have not even, perhaps, read them in the 
English translation. 

One or two points are worth consideration 
in this connection. 

In the first place, why is it that while de- 
nouncing the plays these critics almost in- 
variably praise the acting, and why is it 
that so many actors and actresses have be- 
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come famous through playing Ibsen's char- 
acters? ? 

If a drama is thoroughly bad and ridicu- 
lous, as they would have us believe The 
Wild Duck to be, how in the name of all 
that is reasonable is-good acting to show 
itself? 
if it excites so much praise on behalf of the 
actors, and those who sneer at Ibsen in one 
breath and grow fulsome over Mr. Courte- 
nay Thorpe’s acting in the next go near to 
stultifying their own judgments. 

In the second place it is worth while com- 
paring the so-called Ibsen craze with other 
crazes of the same sort. Generally speaking 
the people who talk most about craziness 
in others are themselves most foolish. We 
have had all sorts of scorn heaped upon the 
Wagner craze, the crases in modern paint- 
ing, the realistic craze in literature, and so 
on. But in the long run we find that even 
the sane public ends in loving Wagner and 
Burne-Jones and Whistler and the different 
geniuses to admire whom was once thought 
crazy. So it is with Ibsen. Those who do 
not or will not understand him are not craggy. 
perhaps, but they are simply ignorant and 
foolish. ir 

Finally, let every man be his own judge 
and be not too much influenced by those 
blind shepherds who denounce the greatest 
dramatist of the day in their parrotlike way. 
Let every serious lover of the drama take 
Ibsen off the shelf and read “ The Wild 
Duck for himself—for I believe that there 
are many well educated people who are 
not yet familiar with the works of the Nor- 
wegian master—and having done so without 
prejudice, let him consider whether there 
has been another play written in this century 
which can equal it for sheer dramatic truth 
and strength of human interest, and I will 
warrant that he cannot name it. 

As I have pointed out before, many of us 
who have seen some popular actress play 
The Doll's House imagine that they 
know all about Ibsen, just as those who have 
heard Lohengrin think they understand 
Wagner. The Wild Duck is far more 
genuinely Ibsen than The Doll’s House,“ 
because it is not only a more powerful 
drama, but it is less conventional. 

The ordinary critic who talks about the 
gloomy life of Norway and the meanness 
of the incidents in such a play as The 
Wild Duck” has no conception of human 
character. If he had he would recognize 
in Hialmar Ekdal not a Norwegian necessa- 
rily nor a man in any particular rank of 
life, but one whom we all know intimately, 
one who in many respects resembles our- 
selves. This unheroic hero, who accepts 
the bounty of a man who has ruined his 


| father and betrayed his wife, living all the 


time in the vapory marsh of his own self- 


deceit until he is partially aroused to the 


truth by Gregers Werle, the son of his male- 
factor and benefactor, this selfish humbug 
is drawn with a faithfulness that is almost 


+ too, is finel 


A play must have something in it: 


vealed in the five acts of The Wild Duck.“ 
That is why Ibsen is a world genius and 
the greatest dramatist of the century, be- 
cause he has given us real men and women 
and not stage figures. 

In The Wild Duck we nave many other 
characters which are equally genuine. 
Gregers, for instance, who is always putting 
forward the claims of the ideal, and in so 
doing wrecks the Ekdal menage by his 
cursed interference—is he not with us every 
day? And Gina, the practical, prosaic, 
cross-brained Gina, is not she known in 
nearly every household? Relling, the cynic, 
drawn, and makes an excellent 
dramatic foil to the more muddleheaded 
characters ingthe play. He has his ideals 
also, but he calls them by an uglier name— 
that of illusions. Werle himself, the man 
who has ruined the elder Ekdal, is more 
conventional. \ 

He is, in fact, a type that frequently recurs 
in Ibsen; he is one of the wicked who 
flourish like a green bay tree. And the 
death of little Hedvig is perhaps a trifie 
melodramatic—she commits suicide when 
she finds that her father no longer loves 
her, and the deed is somewhat expected. 
And yet it serves to round off the character 
of Hialmar more perfectly. He is prostrated, 
of course, by the death of the child, whom 


he rather suspects not to be his own, but, as 


Relling says: 
Most people are ennobled by the actual 


presence of death. But how long do you 
suppose this nobility will last? 
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| Before a year is over little Hedvig will 
be nothing to him but a pretty theme for 
declamation. ... You'll hear him spout 
about ‘The child too early torn from her 
father’s heaft,’ and then you'll see him 
steep himself in a syrup of sentiment and 
self-admiration and self-pity.“ 

And then Gregers says: 

“If you’re right then life is not worth 
Uving.“ 

We know that Relling is right, and we 
know, too, that there are Hialmar Ekdals 
all around us—in fact, we ourselves may be 
ike him—and yet we go on living, which 
is the funny part of it. In fact, life with all 
a tragedy is something of a comedy after 
all. 

It will be long before we shall see The 
Wild Duck played in this country, but in 
the meantime the translation is open to 
all who care to understand what the possi- 
bilities of the modern drama are.

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NOW TO WED THE EIGHTH 


THIRTY YEARS OLD YET SEVEN 
TIMES A BLUSHING BRIDE. 


Mrs. Addie W. Busszell’s Bymeneal Vi- 
cissitudes Beat the Maine Record 
Runs a Farm and Keeps Diverce 
Courts Byusy—She Now Has Another 
Man in Prospect and if He Suits 
She'll Take Him for Better or for 
Worse. 


ATERVILLD, Me., June ¢.—A few 
days ago upon a trip through the 
western part of Clinton a reporter 
for the Lewiston Evening Journal 
came upon a woman driving a pair 

of horses attached to a common harrow, with 
which she was tilling the farm land in great 
shape. The wonderful way in which this 
woman cracked the whip and invited her 
team to gee lang " attracted the reporter's 
attention. The woman was Mrs. Addie W. 
Buzzell, a modest little body who has been 
united to no less than seven husbands, is not 
over 30 years of age, and is soon to take to 
herself another partner. Mrs. Bussell, large- 
ly with the products of her own labors, has 
purchased a farm with an acreage of 150 
in tillage and 50 of pasturage, which she cul- 
tivates, doing the greater part of the farm 
work herself, The reporter interviewed her 
and this is what she had to say about her 
seven husbands: 

No, sir! You don’t catch this chicken 
napping again.

As she related some of the events of her 
life she sat in a large rocker, which was 
worked as energetically as one would expect 
from one of her nature, and she rocked back 
with a mighty sigh as she began her story:

child when my parents were taken from me 
and I had to go to my grandparents to live, 
they being the only relatives I had left upon 
earth. I was not especially fond of study 
and my educatoin was therefore somewhat 
limited, for, advantage or disadvantage to 
me in my life, I have usually had my own 
way. 

First Venture in Matrimony. 

“Up to the fifteenth year of my life it 
was most uneventful further than 1 worked 
pretty hard, and, tiring of this, a few months 
after my fifteenth birthday, I got married 
to Benjamin Reynolds, and we went to live 
with his relatives.

“Retire I did not, but sat up all night, 
and the following morning I took my things 
and returned to my grandparents and ap- 
plied for a divorce, which in due time was 
granted me. 

Next Became Mrs. Baker. 

1 found that I did not enjoy living at 
home very well, and a fellow by the name of 
Charles Baker, who had been sparking up to 
me for some little time, proposing marriage, 
I once more sailed into the bonds and we 
went to Guilford, Me., to live, but he was no 
good and we did not get along well at ail, 
and so we were divorced. 

Perhaps, after two husbands in almost 
as many years, the most of women would 
have hesitated about taking another, but, 
strange as it may seem, it was but a few 
weeks after my separation from No, 2 that 
I met and married Benjamin Wright, and he 
took me to his relatives at Phillips. The 
family was shiftless and the house dirty, 
four generations living in a little 10x15 
house which would heat up from the 
warmth from our bodies. My man would not 
work, and I got so destitute for boots for 
my feet that when I went out into the streets 
I had to wrap my feet up in two pairs of 
stockings of my own purchase, and this was 
in winter. 

Perhaps I would have lighted out from 
here sooner than I did if I had only had 
money to do it with, but I was watched, and 
it was well into the spring before I was able 
to steal out into the woods and there collect 
enough spruce gum to sell for a passage 
over the railroad home, The day I left 
Phillips was the last time I ever saw Wright, 
and it's the last I ever care to. 


Jilted by Cruel Mitchell. 

* When I got home I found work at Cush- 
man Brown’s, at the Village of Clinton, and 
here I met Mitchell Marcia, a young French 
fellow of good looks and apparently smart. 
He told me, after going with mea spell, that

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PROMISES REAL MERIT. 
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“LES DEUX RIVES” RISES ABOVE 
CURRENT PARISIAN LITERATURE. 


Novel by Ferdnand Vanderem Which Is 
Not Saturated with the Gross and 
Mystical Elements of French Novels 
eof Today—It Attacks the Jewish 
Element of Paris-Plet and Char- 
acters Smack ef Real Fiesh and 
Blood. 


HERE are only two species of French 
novel at the present moment—the 
gross and the mystical. Both repre- 
sent the same movement, and each is 
simply the natural counterpart of the 

other. The young school of French authors, 
imbued, as it is, with the ethics of decad- 
ence, turns occasionally from its wallowings 
in fantastic vice to rhapsodies of sentimental 
religion, and it is hard to say which phase of 
its existence is productive of greater dull- 
ness. 

The best that has come from such a source 
is the mystical “ En Route” of Huysman, 
and even that is a work which will tax the 
endurance of the most patient reader. In 
the meantime the followers of sanity and 
light have not produced enough to make their 
influence felt. Zola turned himself into 4 
literary grindstone when he completed his 
turgid work on Rome. Theurist and the 
rest are writing potbollers. Pierre Loti is 
growing more childish every day, and Bour- 
get, the Sardou among writers of fiction, 
has added nothing to his list of achieve- 
ments since the Idylle Tragique,” except 
a volume of short stories entitled Recom- 
mencements,” in which he endeavors to 
propound and prove the theory—in nowise 
startling or novel-—that the vices of the 
father reappear in the child. Consequently 
it is with some gratitude that we welcome a 
work of considerable merit from an author 
who is as yet without fame in the world of 
Paris, entitled Les Deux Rives,” by Ferd- 
nand Vandérem. This is by no means a first 
attempt. Indeed, the story gives evidence of 
mature thought which proclaims the writer 
a man of experience. But there are also 
blemishes which prove that the influence of 
his surroundings is still too strong to ad- 
mit of entire freedom and originality. In 
other words, “ Les Deux Rives,” while it is 
interesting for its oWn sake on account of 
the characters which are drawn with a firm- 
ness of touch that would have done credit 
to Balsac, is still more valuable as intro- 
ducing more clearly to our notice a writer 
who should in the future take a leading 
place among French novelists. 


Symbelises Two Parisian Types. 


The two banks of the Seine, which supply 
the title of the book, are supposed to be 
symbolical of the two kinds of life in Paris. 
According to Cyprien Raindal, a stanch 
patriot and rabid anti-Semite, all the good of 
the capital of France comes from the left 
bank, the right is given up to the world of 
pleasure and vice, and more especially to the 
German Jews who have overrun the Paris 
bourse since the days of the war; men of no 
country and no conscience, Jews by birth, 
but opposed to the best principles of the 
Jewish religion, naturalized Frenchmen, but 
caring nothing for the power or prosperity 
of their adopted country. 

Cyprien Raindal, who, of course, lives on 
the left-bank himself, is the brother of a 
Ensebe Raindal, who is one of the most re- 
nowned historians of the day; his work upon 
Cleopatra’s life has recently made his name 
resound over all the world of science; he is 
in fact the lion ot the hour. M. Raindal, the 
Egyptologist, has a daughter, Therese, who 
inherits the intellect of her father, and she 
and her mother—a woman of religious ten- 
dencies—keep house for the historian on the 
left bank of the Seine. 

For some reason or other, which becomes 
partially apparent as the story goes on, a 
certain Mme. Chambaunes, a young, beauti- 
ful woman, who lives on the right bank, 
takes it into her head to attend M. Raindal’s 
lectures, and gradually a curious sort of 
friendship grows up between the white- 
haired man of science and the young pleas- 
ure-seeking woman of the world. Hinc le 
lacrimse! A bond of union is established 
between the two banks, and the result is cer- 
tain to be the defeat of one party or the 


other. 
Contains the Usual Adventuress. 


Mme. Chambaunes is in reality something 
of an adventuress by birth. No one can ac- 
count for her nationality, while that of her 
husband is declared according to Cyprien 
Raindal in his name. Chambaunes, accord- 
ing to him, is nothing more or less than a 
corruption of Rahm-Bahan, a Hebrew com- 
bination. In any case the Chambaunes are 
in the center of a circle of financiers who 
rejoice for the most part in German names, 
and are deep in the mysteries of Turkish 
bonds and Kaffir mines. Shortly before M. 
Raindal’s introduction to his admiring pupil, 
she had captured the heart of a young M. de 
Meuze, the scion of a noble house, and con- 
sequently, although she was by no means 
admitted within the inner circle of Paris so- 
ciety, she was at least talked about in the 
world, and became a person of some 
notoriety. 

Forms a Strange Union. 

The Raindal family strive in vain to put 
some check upon the growing intimacy be- 
tween the head of their little household and 
this gay butterfly of fashion, He persists 
in continuing his visits to his little pupil, 
as she calls herself, and gradually the pa- 
pers begin to talk about the affair, and Mr. 
Raindal is in a fair way of becoming the 
laughing stock of Paris. In the meantime 
the reader is at some loss to know what is 
the meaning of this curious intimacy be- 
tween a young woman.and an old man, 
We are reminded, of course, of Zola’s ** Dr. 
Pascal,” and we begin to wonder whether 
that strange union between age and youth 
is going to be repeated. Apparently not, for 
Mme. Chambannes is still as much in love 
with M. de Meuse as ever, and, although she 
may use her.elderly admirer as a useful foil, 
she can hardly be seriously contemplating 
a new intrigue. Gradually it appears that 
there is at least one reason for the strange 
friendship. In his notes to the life of Cleo- 
patra, written in late Latin, M. Raindal had 
incorporated a number of stories about the 
Egyptian Queen which certainly could not 
be repeated in English and hardly even in 
French. Now it is hardly conceivable that 
this sudden whim of Mme. Chambannes 
should be due entirely to a desire to discover 
the meaning of these notes, and yet the 
author leaves us to understand as much, 
for he certainly never explains her conduct 
in any other way. The main object is 
gained, however. Not only is M. Raindal 
drawn into the vortex of vice on the right 
side of the river, but through his acquaint- 
ance with M. de Meuze he introduces his 
brother Cyprien to the society of the Semitic 
colony, and is thus responsible for the gam- 
bling craze which seizes and finally ruins the 
man who all his life had fought against 
the Jewish element. 

It was just at the time when the South

Cyprien becomes a prey to the fever and 
invests all hie hardly earned savings. At 
first, of course, he wins, and naturally also 
he will not listen to the advice of his Jew-~- 
ish friend Schleifmann, who is as much an 
anti-Semite as himself and who advises a 
retreat while the shares are still rising. 
In a few weeks the crash came which only 
a year or two ago convulsed the money 
market of Europe. Cyprien loses more than 
ev ; he become insolvent, and, al- 
though Schleifmann makes a final attempt 
to save him by appealing to the Jews who

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Importance of a Good Voice in Oratory. 

Justin McCarthy of Ireland tells a curious 
story apropos of parli mentary oratory re- 
garding a speech of Kinglake’s in the House 
of Commons.

Most ef the speech fell perfectly 
flat on the ear of the House of Commons, 
The House of Commons, as a rule, will not 
be induced to strain its attention to any 
speech unless it be a budget speech of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer or some im- 
portant. ministerial statement on foreign 
policy.

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Twenty Tears on the Cengo. 

A letter from Matadi, on the Lower Congo, 
announces that on April 19 last the railroad 
bridge over the Inkissi affluent of the great 
river was completed and the first locomotive 
crossed the stream. Trains are now rinning 
daily to the Inkissi, a distance of 171 miles 
from the starting point at Matadi, and the 
last large stream on the way to Stanley Pool 
has been bridged. Twenty years earlier, lack - 
ing four days, Mr. Stanley, on his famous 
boat journey down the Congo, discovered 
the Inkissi. It was in that region of catar- 
acts that he found his greatest impedimen 
and it took him five months, from Maren 1 
to Aug. 9, 1877, to cross the difficult region 
between Stanley Pool and Boma, fifty miles 
from the sea. Twenty years later 171 miles 
of the journey he made Is covered every day 
by travelers in a comfortable car and in 
eight to ten hours. Next year the railroad 
will be completed to Stanley Pool, and then 
the entire region where Stanley toiled for 
five months, and where his black comrades 
nearly starved to death, may be crossed ai- 
most without fatigue in the sunlit hours of 
one day. Elisee Reclus, the geographer, 
wrote a while ago that he was amazed when- 
ever he contemplated the vast work done 
on the Congo in so shortatime. That work 
extends to every part of the Congo basin, 
the second largest river system in the world. 
It is promoted by forty steamers and forty 
towboats, carried in small pieces on the 
heads of men around 235 miles of cataracts, 
and now afloat on 7,000 miles of Upper 
Congo waterways; and that work, marred 
though it has been by many instances of the 
cruel and unjust treatment of natives by 
men who were not worthy of their trust, 
will be remembered in history as one of the 
great achievements of this century.—N. Y. 
Sun.

FATE OF THE CARAVELS. 


LIB FORGOTTEN AND UNNOTICED 
AMONG WORLD’S FAIR RUINS. 


Famous Copies of the Craft in Which 
Columbus Sailed te America Now in 
Most Forlorn Disuse—Are Anchored 
in Shallow Water in Corner of For- 
mer Court of Honor—Sad Ending to 
Page of Glory—Lie Facing the Set- 
ting Sun.

HIPS, like dogs, have their days. 

In a little, rapidly-shoaling and 
stagnant pond, surrounded by stumps 
of piles, the charred timbers of burned 
down wharves, and the crying sea- 

gulls, lie partially careened the principal 
figures in Chicago’s greatest naval .pa- 
geant. Four years ago their forms were 
gazed at by hundreds of thousands of eyes, 
their names were on milifons of tongues. 
‘Today they lie forgotten and almost unseen. 
They have had their day. 

As pitiable almost as the sad ending of 
the old frigate Constitution is the story of 
tho later days of these ships, once the most 
conspicuous craft afloat. Weatneèrbeaten 
and forlorn, with hopelessness and deser- 
tion written in every line of their sagging 
rigging and unpainted hulls, they lie, winter 
and summer, at the pleasure of the ele- 
ments. No more pleasant home appears in 
prospect, no brighter days are likely to come 
for them. They present that spectacle, sad 
enough in man or dog or ship, of past glory 
and empty future. 

These are the Spanish caravels, the exact 
models of the original fleet of Columbus, 
which afford such a pitiful glimpse of for- 
mer glory and present decay. They are ly- 
ing in what is now left of the old Court of 
Honor at the World’s Fair grounds, and the 
forlorn spectacle is in splendid keeping with 
the general blue outlook of the ground 
about them. Up farther north, where the 
work of reconstruction is going on, are vege- 
tation, smooth lawns, bright flowers, and 
shady trees, with well peopled drives and 
walks and evidences of lifeand gayety. But 
around the wrecks of former glory are the 
charred embers of what was once the “ City 
Beautiful.“ Broken fragments of old steps, 
bits of twisted railings, pieces of splendid 
statues, and ironworks from gorgeous roofs 
lie scattered in the perfection of ruin. To 
add to the deserted nature of the scene hun- 
dreds of wild gulls, attracted by the swarms 
of minnows in the shallow water, dart hur- 
riedly about the place and complete with 
their harsh and boding cries the sadness 
of the onlooker. In all the Western coun- 
try it would be hard to find a spot which will 
compare in desolate reminders of a glorious 
past with the small section of territory in 
the south end of Jackson Park.

Most westerly of the trio 
lies the Pinta, almost exactly opposite the 
spot where the main entrance to the Agri- 
cultural Building was once located. Back 
of it is the little Nina, so firm and hard 
aground that the receding water has left a 
couple of feet.of discolored hull exposed be- 
low the water line. 

This boat is éareened a trifle even at high 
water and when the lake makes one of its 
mysterious changes of level often masts of 
the small craft are pointed toward the sky 
at an angle many degrees from the perpen- 
dicular. Yet the bed of soft mud in which 
the vessel lies prevents serious damage. 
Farthest east of all is the majestic Santa 
Maria, the flagship of the fleet, greatest in 
size and most imposing in appearance, still 
in the best state of repair of the three. Back 
of them all lie in cold.simplicity the bare 
walls of the convent of La Rabida, a 
fitting companion of the old ships in their 
later hours of isolation and decay. 

Sails, ropes, flags, and everything detach- 
able have been stripped from the rigging 
of. these old caravels, so that only the bare 
spars remain, crossed in unseamanlike po- 
gitions against the sky. On the decks area

History of the Caravels. 


The three caravels were built in Madrid, 
Spain, during the years 1891 and 1892. The 
Santa Maria, the flagship of the fleet, was 
constructed by the Spanish Government, as 
a portion of its recognition of the Columbian 
features of the World’s Fair.’ The Pinta 
and Nina were built at the expense of the 
United States Government, for which pur- 
pose Lieut. McCortree Little of the United 
States navy was sent to Madrid as a naval 
attaché to the American Legation there. 

It was a difficult task to find accurate de- 
geriptions and plans of the ships in which 
Columbus sailed across to America, but old 
sketches and designs in museums furnished 
a working basis, and the final results were 
as hear facsimiles of the original fleet of 
the great discoverer as it is possible for 
modern times to produce. Guns, rigging, 
steering apparatus, sails, cabin furniture, 
boats, everything down even to the table 
implements and the dress of the sailors, were 
made exactly in keeping, as far as known, 
with the original fleet which sailed out of 
‘the harbor of Seville a hundred years ago 
to discover the New World. ;

ODD SIGHTS IN PIONEER TIMES. 


Ia stroke ot good fortune Chief Fire 
Marshal Swenie has come into pos- 
session of valuable and interesting 
relics of the old volunteer fire de- 
partment dating back to 1842. The 
Marshal was busy in his office a few days ago 
when a stranger came in with a package and 
asked him if he would like to have some Fire 
department souvenirs. Mr. Swenie, thinking 
they were of the same nature as others that 
gre submitted to him nearly every day, said 
„yes in a perfunctory manner, and it was 
not until he unwrapped the package some 
time later that he discovered what a rich 
prize had come to him. The stranger in the 
meantime had disappeared and the Marshal 
has not been able to locate him. 

One of Marshal Swenie’s prizes is a picture 
showing a parade of the City Fire depart- 
ment in 1844. Another is the original cer- 
tincate of organization of the Chicago Fire 
Guard in 1842, with the signatures of the 
forty-six charter members, the only one of 
whom now living is Aug. H. Burley, for- 
merly City Controller. The parade picture 
is of unusual interest, as it shows a scene 
in Chicago life hard to realize in these days 
of bustling business activity. In 1844 the 
gite on which the present City and County 
Buildings now stand was a vacant and rude- 
ly fenced cow pasture, and it was on this 
spot the parade which forms the subject of 
the picture took place. What is now the 
center of solid blocks of massive office 
structures was then a mere barren lot, the 
resort of ball players and others who had 
time to idle away. In no way can a more 
striking illustration of the rapid growth of 
Chicago be had than by comparigon of the 
gcene presented in this picture with the 
daily panorama which is now witnessed in 
the same place. * 

Occasionally some oldtime resident wh 
has heard of the lucky find strolls into the 
Fire Marshal's room and at sight of the pic- 
ture his mind fills with a flood of memories 
which it recalls. For the old Chicagoan it 
calls up many incidents which have faded 
from mind. Remembrances of the lively 
struggies to get first water at fires, of the 
rivalry to outdo competitors in the spick- 
and-span appearance of men and machine 
when on parade, and of the pleasant times 

‘which marked the numerous dances and re- 
unions which were prominent features in 
the pioneer department come back to him. 


Chigago’s First Fire Engine. 


6 had à fire fighting force as early 
as 1835, but the equipment consisted solely 
of leathern buckets, in which water was 
passed by lines of men formed for this pur- 
pose. In case of fire the fighters would 
range themselves in line, with one end at 
the nearest well or cistern and the other at 
the burning building. Along this row the 
buckets of water would be handed and 
dashed on the flames. It was not until 1844 
that William B. Ogden had succeeded in 
working the people up to the point of buy- 
ing an engine, and even then there was 
strong protest against it, the assertion be- 
ing made by Mr. Ogden’s opponents that it 
was a piece of wild and useless extrava- 
gance. Despite this the engine was bought 
at a cost of $850. It was a goose neck, piano 
bok machine, worked by man power by 
means of long brakes at the sides. 
These brakes were connected with the pump, 
and when forced up and down by forty pairs 
of muscular arms the water was drawn rup- 


Aly into the box from the cistern and thrown 


with great force through the hose. Strife 
between the various companies for the 
honor of throwing the highest stream was 
ever ‘rife, and the brakes of the engines 
would be worked with a violence that threat- 
ened to wreck the machinery. It was with 
an engine of this kind that the Chicago Red 
Jackets made a tour of the East in 1852 and 
won the championship. The height of every 
young man’s ambition in the period between 


3 ~~ 38 and- 1858 was to run with an engine. 


Hose carts and trucks were good enough in 
their way, but the real aristocracy of fire 
department work s only to be found in 
the engine houses.

uncomplimentary remarks about the outfit. 
In taking his picture of the parade by the 


old daguerreotype process the artist set his 


camera on Clark street, and this brought

This was before the days when the rivalry 
in the volunteer department took the shape 


of deadly jealoubies and led to serious fights 


in which heads were broken with spanners 


and disgraceful riots followed. In the 108 


the best men in Chicago were identified with 
the fire force. Lawyers, doctors, editors, and 
business-men did not think it beneath their 


dignity to run with the machine-in fact, 
active service as a volunteer fireman brought 
rewards in the way of political and social 
preferment, to which even those in the 
highest ranks of professional and commer- 
cial life were susceptible. One of thie most 
cherished privileges was that of appearing 
on parade in the red flannel shirt and leath- 
ern hat, which, with a pair of black doeskin 
trousers, with the lower extremities stuffed 
‘into the tops of long-legged boots, consti- 
tuted the full dress uniform. It was these 
things, simple as they may now seem, that 
gave enchantment to the fireman’s life and 
drew into the ranks the best men in town. 
The actual fire service was not particularly 
arduous. While the city was built almost 
entirely of frame structures, fires. were 
neither numerous nor extensive, owing to 
the stringent precautions taken to prevent 
their origin.

Another Relic of Historic Value. 


Marshal Swenie has another interesting 
relic in the eriginal papers of incorporation 


of the Chicago Fire Guard in 1842. Of the 
forty-four men who enrolled themselves for 


fire duty on that occasion only one, former 


City Controller Aug. H Burley, is known to 


be living. The Chicago Fire Guard was or- 


ganized to take care of movable property 


during fires, its duties being much the same 


as those of the present fire patrol, with the 


exception that there was no insurance sal- 
vage in view and the members worked with- 


out pay. This was in the days when the 


bucket companies furnished the only means 
of protection, and when a fire did start ina 
wooden bullding it was generally destroyed. 
The removal and guarding of the goods from 
theft while the fire fighters were trying to 
put out the flames became an important 
task, and men of high standing volunteered

These cisterns were wooden boxes sunk in 
the ground, with wooden pipes leading into 
the lake, which then extended much further 
to the west than at the present time.

The incorporation paper of the Chicago 
Fire Guard now in the possession of Mar- 
shal Swenie reads as follows: 

We, the subscribers, citizens of Chicago, 
do hereby agree to form ourselves into a 
company for the purpose of extinguishing 
fires, by the name of the Chicago Fire 
Guard,’ in accordance with the provisions 
of an act for the incorporation of fire com- 
panies, approved on the 12th day of Feb- 
ruary, 1835.

was last used. 

Where Forehandedness Pays. 

There is such an infinity of thifigs, trififng 
in themselves, that may happen to spoil the 
pleasure of a fishing trip that it always pays 
to give the tackle and all the contents of the 
box a thorough overhauling. It may safely 
be put down as every fisherman's experi- 
ence that there is no economy and mighty 
little satisfaction in a tackle box filled with 
about half the things it ought to contain to 
make the owner safe in any kind of an emer- 
gency. Where hooks, for instance, are a 
matter of only 15 cents a dozen, the angler 
will find he may get a good deal more fun for 
his money if he has a package each of half 
a dozen different sizes. He is then pretty 
likely to have a supply of a size on which he 
can catch fish if any are to be caught, where- 
as were he unprovided with a good assort- 
ment the very size he most needed for kill- 
ing purposes would be ‘likely to be missing 
and the size of his string curtailed in conse- 
quence. 

The bulk of the short jaunt fishing by 
Chicagoans will, of course, be done in IIII- 
nois and Wisconsin. According to the fish 
and game laws the Illinois open season on all 
fish other than brook trout is from March 1 
to Nov. 30. In Wisconsin the open season 
on white, black, green, or Oswego bass, 
pickerel, wall-eyed pike, and muskellunge 
is from June 1 to March 1. 


Outlook fer Luck. 

Every fisherman is interested in“ the pros- 
pects. A boy who has always lived around 
the shores of an inland lake can moisten 
his finger, catch the direction of the wind, 
and tell at once whether at that particular 
time there is any use in going fishing, but 
the city man must consider a wider range of 
possibilities. He must base his judgment 
on the forward or backward state of the 
season and on the conditions, largely, which 
have prevailed during the months imme- 
diately preceding the opening of the fishing 
season. These affecting causes, so far as 
they apply to our own State and the waters 
in which Chicagoans will be forced to fish, 
will work, it is feared, unsatisfactority to 
the enthusiast whg has set his heart on tak- 
ing a good sized string of bass as early 
the middle of June. Owing to cold weather, 
heavy rains, and generally flooded condi- 
tions lakes and rivers are abnormally nigh. 
the waters are muddy, and the fish are well 
supplied with a lot of food they do not crdi- 
narily find at this time of year. Fish, like 
gome members of the human family, become 
awfully lazy at times and will not work for 
what they eat. Every fisherman can re- 
member how industriously he has cust ’’ 
with the surface of the water covered with 
sandflies and bass rising all around hin, and 
yet not a fish would strike at any kind of 
bait he might offer them. 

But the writer may be wrong. Ne hopes 
he is, and that the early summer fishing 
will be the finest ever seen. Good, bad, or 
indifferent, a good many hundred men here- 
abouts will try their luck. 

Where? 

One has to go but a few miles in IIlinois 
before he runs across lakes in which bass, 
pike, and pickerel abound. The trick is to 
catch them. Probably no fishing ground in 
this State is more frequently visited by a 
larger number of people than what is gener- 
ally known as the “ Fox Lake country.” 
They are a chain of five principal bodies 
with which connect innumerable smaller 
ones. The larger lakes are Pistakee, Fox, 
Grass. Marie, and Channel, all located in 
Lake County. The best known 
fishing grounds are Gray's Lake, Round 
Lake, Deep Lake, Crooked Lake, Loon Lake, 
and Silver Lake. There are two ways of 
reaching Fox Lake and those immediately 
connecting. One may take the Northwest- 
ern road to McHenry and ride up the river 
seven miles on a tug which runs whenever

plum which entirely conceals the hook. 

Bass in any of these lakes should rise to 
either a minnow or a frog at this season of 
the year. One decided advantage of fishing 
at the present time over a like sport later 
in the season is that one does not have to 
get up at an unearthly hour in the morning 
to catcharun. The water is so cold that the 
bass do not seek the shady spots under the 
bogs arouhd noontime, as they do later, 
when the sun’s rays become fierce. Bait- 
casting with a weedless hook is about the 
only successful way of fishing in the Fox 
Lake chain, for the weeds and rushes are 
so thick and so near the surface of the 
water that if one attempts to troll other- 
wise, with much line out, he finds his hook 
constantly fouling, which generally necessi- 
taties the oarsman backing before the tackle 
can be cleared. Weeds, however, are far 
less of a nuisance at Fox Lake at this sea- 
son of the year or during the early summer 
months than later on. 

Every Fox Lake guide may be depended 
on to tell his employer that bass in those 
waters swim against the wind. Thus if the 
wind is from the south the guide will suggest 
that end of the lake as the best place for 
a day’s sport. 

Small mouth bass are the rule in any of 
the five lakes mentioned. They strike sav- 
agely, run a matter of fifty feet, turn, and 
swallow the bait. Here, as everywhere else, 
if the fisherman makes his strike before 
the bait has been turned the chances are he 
loses his fish. Bass in these waters run 
from two to four pounds. Wig mouth bass 
and wall eyed pike can invariably be found 
in the swift running waters of the channel 
between Fox Lake and Grass Lake. This 
channel is about fifty feet wide and the 
water about twenty feet deep. The best 
plan is to hug one bank with the boat and 
cast directly across the stream to the oppo- 
site bank, permitting the current to carry 
the line down stream about half its length, 
and reel in when the slack is out. In this 
channel is also where the carp live. 


Cost of the Sport. 


Smaller bodies of water, but places where 
the fishing is generally just as good, are 


Round Lake and Gray’s Lake. The latter 


is a station on the Wisconsin Central, while 
Round Lake is about three miles from Rol- 


Uns, on the same line of railroad. There 


are boats on both of these lakes, but oars- 
men and bait are scarce, and should be pro- 
vided beforehand. As to expense, sport on 
the smaller lakes, including railroad fare, 
may be put down as about n a day. On the 
Fox Lake chain it will be about a day. 


Hotel rates are generally $2, with as much 


more for boat, guide, and bait. 

While the Fox Lake chain is about the 
best for an over Sunday trip, one can go 
farther, if he has time, and not fare any 
worse. There is good bass fishing in 
Brown's, Rockland, and Long Lake, all 
near Burlington, Wis. Farther north is 
Lake Beulah and Potter’s Lake. Near Muk- 
wanago, on the Wisconsin Central, there is 
good bass in Phantom Lake. This takes 
one up to the southern end of Waukesha 
County. A peculiarity of these near-by 
lakes is that, later in the season, the same 
kind of fish in the different lakes cannot 
be depended on to rise to the same kind of 
bait. But as these conditions do not apply 
to spring fishing they are of no interest at 
this time. In all the lakes mentioned min- 
news (running from shiners up to chubs) 
and small marsh frogs are the standard bait.

ELECTRIC FOUNTAIN TO BE USED, 


HERE will be music in the air this 
summer in Chicago. So say the park 
authorities, and they ought to know, 
for they propose to furnish it. The 
message is ene of joy to the people, 

who will now have an added attraction, ind 
excuse for spending the remaining third of 
their time for recreation out under the 
spreadi trees of the public pleasure 
grounds. 

This feast of melody will start soon— 
shortly after the weather gets warm, say 
those who have the matter in charge—but 
it will not be tov soon for the people. The 
demand already exists. Decoration day 
night, when the Kenwood Country club, at 
Forty-seventh street and Drexel boulevard, 


had its opening dance, the great park road- e 


way was lined with people who stopped to 
listen to the music. It was only a dance 
program played by stringed orchestra, and 
nearly a block away, but it was enough to 
stop wheelmen, carriage riders, and pedes- 
trians in their jaunts through the park 
system, until the size of the throng gathered 
gave an idea of the interest which the public 
feels in open air concerts on summer even- 
ings. ° 

Last summer the park authorities realized 
as never before how well the people enjoy 
any sort of entertainment in the parks. 
Thousands of persons took advantage of 
every feature provided for the general ben- 
efit, from riding in the boats to swimming 
in the natatoriums. And if any one means 
of diversion could be picked out as being 
more popular than the others it would be 
the open air concerts. Fully 20,000 people 
were estimated as the average attendance 
at the musicalpregrams in the West parks, 
and equally great numbers listened to each 
of the South and North Side events. 


Arrangements Already Being Made. 


Taking this enormous interest as an index 
of what the people most desire, the officials 
of the three great park systems are already 
arranging for the summer’s musical pro- 
grams. It is a sad fact that in at least one 
case the lack of funds is likely to somewhat 
restrict the amount of music furnished, but 
it is hoped that as great a number of con- 
certs as last year will be given in spite of 
the pecuniary difficulties. In the other two 
park systems the arrangements will be 
fully equal to last year, with added facilities 
in the way of music stands and places 
the people to assemble. ‘ 

Last year was the first that evening con- 
certs in thé parks were made a feature of the

The afternoon concerts were also largely 
attended in all the parks. But they were 
more in the order of social functions, where 
many beautiful and pretentious carriages 
with rich trappings competed in attracting 
attention from the music. There again the 
bicycles were in such great numbers that 
it is easily understood why the park author- 
ities have decided the wheels are largely 
responsible for the enormous growth of 
public interest in the parks in the last few 
years. This view has borne fruit in the 
arrangements made for the auditors in the 
vicinity of the new bandstands now under 
construction. At each of them the con- 
veniences. for wheels and wheelmen are 
more elaborate than those for carriages or 
pedestrians.

Jeannette Gilder Says the Forthcom- 
ing Volume from the Press of the 
Sertbners Is of Unusual Intercst—

T was Lord Dufferin’s Letters from 
High Latitudes that made Spitzbergen 
first emerge for Sir William Martin 
Conway from the fogs and darkness 

ot arctic mystery. and showed the 
island as a land of mountain and glaciers 
of splintered peaks and ice bays, @ place 
worth seeing, and even going to sec.“ So 
it is to Lord Dufferin that we owe this in- 
teresting volume of travel and adventure, 
“The First Crossing of Spitzbergen, of 
which Messrs. Charles Scribner's Sons are 
the publishers. Sir William Conway is, as 
every one knows, one of the famous climb- 
ers of the world. It is usually mountains 
that he climbs, but this time he climbed 
over snow and ice, with enough ice hills 
thrown in to make it seem like mountain 
climbing. The party consisted of Sir Will- 
sam; Dr. W. Gregory of the British 
Museum: Mr. A. Trevor Battye, author of 
“-jeebound on Kolguev,” whe went as zool- 
- ogist; Mr. E. J. Garwood, geologist and pho- 
tographer; and Mr. H. E. Conway, the 
prother of Sir William. The latter was the 
artist of the party, and it is he who has 
furnished the water color sketches that are 
reproduced in the book. A Mr. J. T. Stud- 
ley joined the party for a few days in the 
role of sportsman pure and simple. The 
others were on scientific work intent. 
Sir William’ gives ip his introduction a 
‘rapid survey of the Island of Spitzbergen— 
which he spells with an s and not with a 
l the name being Dutch. This frozen land 
was discovered by Barendszoon and Heems- 
kerk in 1569, and was visited by Hudson, the 
famous navigator, in 1607, with the idea of 
discovering a . from Hofland to 
Chine. During the first quarter of the sev- 
enteenth century the Spitzbergen waters 
attracted. as much attention in commercial 
circles as Bering Strait does at the present 
daye The English, of course, were trying 
to monopolize the fisheries, but their rights 
were cohtested by other countries. At tha 
time. the island was a busy place during the 
summer months. .

In 1827 Keithan; 4 Nerwegian, began the 
study of Spit#bergen ‘geology; but Pro- 
fessor Sven Loven, who visited it ten years 
later, is to Be regarded as the real originator 
of its system clentific ¢kploration. He 
was followed by Otto Torell and Nordensk- 

Jod in 1888. Meanwhile neither En- 

gland nor Germany was idle, as the several 

voyages of ont, Leigh Smith, ana Von 

Heuglin sufficiently attest.“ 

Sir William Conway says he has often 
been asked what the inhabitants of Spitz- 
bergen are like. To this he replies that 
there are no inhabitants, and never have 

been any, if the few Russian trappers are 
‘excepted who spent some consecutive years 

inthe island. Its shores. have proved in- 

huspitable to attempting colonists. Samo- 
yedes could doubtiess thrive there, but no 
one hag ever tried to introduce them. 

Up to the year 1896 the interior of Spitz- 
Hergen was practically unknown. he 
‘fsland ‘had never been crossed,” says Sir

"William, ‘‘ while stich descriptions of its

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nature us had been given by persons who 
louked Inland from high points of view near 
the coast’ Were, as might have been fearéd 
and as we afterward proved, altogethe: mis- 
lending.“ The main cbject/of Sir Wimam 
Conway's journey was to cross Spitzbergen 
and reveal the character of its interfor. He 
took with him from London Nansen sk-dges, 
which were expensive, and ponies to drag 
them, which-were troublesome and not at ali 
suited to the business. Of his journey he 
writes: | . , 
Results of the Journey. 

** What was accomplished during our jour- 
ney of 1806 in some respects surpassed, in 
others fell short of, our expectations. We 
crossed overland from Advent Bay to Klok 
Bay, from Klok Bay to Sassen Bay, and 
from Sassen to Agardh Bay, on the east 
coast, and back to Advent Bay. We made 
in all thirteen mountain ascents. We 
brought home a sketch survey of an area 
of about 606 square miles in the heart of 
the interesting middle belt of the country. 
besides a more rapid outline survey of the 
hills ort-either side of Wijde Bay. In ad- 
dition, fortune enabled us to perform round 
the coasts of Spitzbergen the most complete 
voyage of reconnaissance ever accomplished 
in a single season. We almost circumnavi- 
gated the main island. We visited and en- 
tered to their heads all the great fjerds that 
penetrate it except Van Keulen's Bay, Cross 
Bay, Liefde Bay, and Lomme Bay. Wesaw 
the west, north, and south coasts of*North- 
east Land from Cape Platen round to Cape 
Mohn. We landed at the Seven Islands, and 
closely approached’ Wiches Land (King 
Carl's Land). We brought back about C00 
photographs of all parts of Spitzbergen. 
Such were our topographical results.“ 

Garwood’s Narrow Escape. 

While there may not perhaps be as much 
glory in crossing Spitzbergen as in making 
a @ash for the pole, there was plenty of 
adventure and many hairbreadth escapes, 
as, for instance, the one in which Mr. Gar- 
wood played the leading role: 

“The lce-foot of the Grit Ridge glacier 
reached to the junction of tho two torrents, 
so that the second torrent, which wag in fact 
the glacier stream. need nat have bern 
crossed at alf Its left bank offéred a more 
convenient: route, s6 that we jumped across 
at a point where the overhanging ice banks 
reactied out towards one another. The tor- 
rent, with its floor and walls of purest ice, 
and is dark waters, was a beautiful thing. 
Garwood lingered behind to investigate the 
structure of the ice where, at one point, the 
rod-like crystalline structure was displayed. 
He almost lost his life in consequence. Thee 
corniced bank gave way beneath his fect 
as he approached the edge to take a photo- 
graph. By a fortunate chance, he did not 
fall into the race of waters, whence ne could 
not possibly have emerged alive, for the 
fioor was ice, the torrent was in flood, and 
the walis cverhung like a tunnel. He was 
fecing the stream, and he went straight 
down, but his elbows behind his back caught 
on the newly broken edge, and there he 
hung suspended, unable to get any purchase 
‘with his feet, for they went right back 
against the slippery and still overlianging 
wall. He believes he remained in this 
dreadful position for ten minutes, before, by 
some twisting arrangement, he balanced 
himself on one hand and reached his geo- 
logical hammer with the other., He ulti- 
mately dug this in and made of it a prop by 
which he withdrew himself from a very 
nasty Situation.“ :

Interested in Astronomy from Boyhood 

„ was born and raised on a farm near 
Lansing, Mich., and am now 40 years of age. 
From a boy the stars have always exerted 
a fascinating influence upon me, but no 
opportunity for their study was given me 
until I became a student at the University 
of Michigan. The year before my gradua- 
tion I made my first telescope. It was a 
small affair with an inch and a half aper- 
ture. It didn’t amount to much, but it 
served my purpose. 

„When I left college I went on the road 
as the representative of an Eastern manu- 
facturer and I carried my glass with me. 


His Second Telescope. 

Mr. Culver had soog discarded his first 
telescope, and with part of the savings of 
his first year as a salesman bought a spy- 
glass having a 24-inch aperture—and little 
of the chromatic aberration which renders 
the ordinary spyglass useless in astronom- 
ical observation. For this he made a fold- 
ing stand, and wherever he went the glass 
and tripod accompanied him. 

A drummer whose proclivities were in the 
direction of amateur astronomy was an 
anomaly. But Culver was unmindful of 
both snéers and sympathy, and whenever 
the weather permitted could be found with 
his telescope, conveniently placed in a va- 
cant lot or a stable yard; gazing at the stars. 

Mr. Culver finally married and retired 
from the life of a commercial drummer. 
Soon after he moved to Harvey and pur- 
chased a home. This was in the year wien 
the project of the great Yerkes telescope 
was first broached. One night he sat alone 
with his telescope and dreamed of the possi- 
bilities lying just beyond the limited range 
of his glass. Suddenly it occured to him 
that he might build an observatory of his 
own and construct his own telescope. 


He Consulted Professor Ritchie. 

Having learned that a Chicago man, G. W. 
Ritchie, had built an eight-inch reflecting 
telescope, he wrote asking for an interview. 
Professor Ritchie, now the optician at the 
Lake Geneva Observatory, then connected 
with the Chicago Manual Training School, 
gave Culver many valuable suggestions. His 
encouragement determined Culver to build 
a 12%4-inch telescope in place of the smaller 
one he had intended. 

The. difficulty which the construction of 
such an instrument offers to one without the 
training of experience is apparent to those 
acquainted with the nicety of adjustment 
and the mechanical exactness necessary in 
a large telescope. 

fter determining the nature of the instru- 
ment he intended to build, Mr. Culver placed 
an order for the mirror and other optical 
parts. Their completion tooka year. When 
the 12%-inch reſtector reached Harvey the 
7\%-foot cylinder, with its standard, was 
ready for the placing of the glasses. 

The location of the observatory had proved 
a problem. For want of better place a por- 
tion of the kitchen garden plat behind Mr. 
Culver's home on Myrtle avenue, between 
One Hundred and Fifty-sixth and One Hun“ 
dred and Fifty-seventh streets, had been 
given up to it. A twelve-sided structure 
sixteen feet in diameter, with a lower story 
eight feet high, syrmounted by a revolving 
turret, had been constructed. A slit about 
thirty inches wide and twelve feet long ex- 
tends from the turret’s base to its apex.

FIRE THAT CANNOT BE EXTINGUISHED 


The Inventor Is Unwilling to Make the 
Ingredients of His Wonderful 
Composition Known. 


An éxtended account is given in the Cin- 
einnati Enquirer of John Floyd's discovery 
of a peculiar kind of fire, inextinguishable 
when once ignited. It is represénted as a 
substance having the consistency of paste 
end harmless while in a quiet state; the 
friction caused by rubbing it against a hard 
surface will, however, set it aglow, and noth- 
ig wisi overcome the name, the latter burn- 
ing with a blue light and an intense heat 
whtil the compound is completely destroyed 
by. combustion, water having no effect upon 
it. Dynamite and gunpowder require a 
spark to ignite them, while powder pro- 
duces an explosion, but not a regular fire; 
‘but to ignite this compound there is just 
the slightest friction of rubbing it against 
some ordinary substance—there is no explo- 
sion or rapid spreading of flames, but a 
strange, living fire, incapable of being 
stamped out or killed in any known way. 
The inventor states his unwillingness to 
make the ingredients of this composition 
known on account of risks to the public by

I was reminded of this beautiful Amer- 
ican woman yésterday ly seeing a superb 
evening gown of thers at the establishment 
of one of the great men milliners, and I can 
imagine the dream of loveliness that she 
will be in it. ‘ 

Beautiful Evening Gown. 

It was of pale ecru hace made up over white 
satin. The skirt of lace was made inde- 
pendent of the white satin, and was rounded 
in front and at the sides at the bottom and 
touched the ground with a very slight train. 

The upper part .of the underskirt was a 
fourreau of white satin, and the fullness 
was diminished to nothing at the waist be- 
hind. The lace skirt was large meshed 
and the ground was spotted, the design 
being tulips and other large fanciful flowers 
embroidered in floss silk. 

The beautiful bodice had the décolleté cut 
square inclosing the shoulders. It was 
gathered à la vierge, as they call it here, 
and formed a blouse effect in front. The 
décolleté was trimmed with a wide lace 
bertha descending about half way down the 
body both before and behind. 

The waistband was of pale rose pink satin, 
round in front, and forming a St. Andrew's 
cross behind, upon which it rose and formed 
braces. It fastened in front with a broad 
buckle of diamonds. 

The sleeves were long, as is so frequently 
the case this season with low cut bodices, 
which seems something of an anomaly. 
They were made with a wide flounce of lace 
like that of the bertha and a large flower 
in floss silk was embroidered on the upper 
side of the arm. They were tight from end 
to end, and were slightly gathered along 
the inner seam, so as to diminish the ap- 
parent flatness. At the wrist they formed 
a point, and were trimmed with three rows 
of lace ruche that encircled the arms at 
equal distances. 

This brings me to other modes of which 
Paris is so lavish just now, and in the first 
illustration are shown two toilets seen at 
one of the great musical receptions given 
these fair days so frequently in the great, 
smart houses near the Arc de Triomphe. 

The gown on the standing figure is of 
white cashmere, with deep tucks and trim- 
mings of pale blue silk. 

The skirt is one of those new gathered 
affairs, made straight and full all round the 
belt, the gathers being massed at the sides 
and back more than in front. The bottom 
has six deep tucks set in it, and the skirt 
hangs loose over an underskirt of pale blue 
taffeta silk. 

The body is of ecru lace over pale blue 
silk, and is girted in snugly at the waist by 
a deep folded ceinture of pale blue taffeta 
silk. Over this is worn a square bolero 
jacket fastened in slightly double breasted, 
with two large white pearl buttons, It is 
cut away at the top to show the lace body, 
and has numerous revers alternating blue 
and white taffeta silk. : 

The sleeves are small and fitted tightly to 
the arm, flaring over the hands and showing 
a pale blue facing of silk. The collar is a 
close stock, with flaring tabs standing out 
on each side under the ears. 

The hat is of vivid gréen straw, in satin 
braid. It is tipped over the eyes, and is 
‘trimmed with a mass of purple taffeta silk, 
with four black wings springing out of it. 
A cache peigne is formed of six large purple 
roses crushed together above the hair. The 
parasol is of pale blue silk, with a green 
enamel! handle. 

Gown of Great Beauty. 

The other gown is of silk and wool can- 
vas, in a delicate shade of almond green, 
trimmed with numerous rows of narrow 
black ribbon, It is simply made, but none 
the less chic because of that. 

The skirt is close and sheathlike at the 
hips, and it is made to hang freely from 
the underskirt of pale buff silk. Many 
rows of black velvet ribbon trim the bot- 
tom, about ten inches above the edge. 

The bodice is in French blouse style, with- 
out darts, and has a vest covered complete- 
ly with rows of black velvet ribbon. The 
collar is finished off by two large rosettes 
of yellow tulle, and the glace kid gloves are 
of yellow also. 

The hat is of deep orange straw, trimmed 
elaborately with white gauze, edged with 
black velvet, and a mass of black wings 
and aigrettes. 

Summer Toilets Described. 

In another sketch are shown two smart 
Paris frocks of summery aspect. The 
standing figure shows a gown of crisp taf- 
feta silk and muslin, a pet combination of 
the Parisians just now. 

The skirt is all of the silk, and is of a del- 
icate lavender, speckled with green. It is 
made up free from the underskirt of plain 
green taffeta, and is lifted slightly on the 
right side, like an old-fashioned overskirt. 
It has no trimming. 

The bodice is made up entirely of puffs of 
white silk muslin, with rows of black velvet 
ribbon between the puffs. The sleeves are 
made in the same fashion, and have bow- 
like white tops of the silk and deep frills of 
muslin over the hands. The stock and belt 
are of green, with the neck ruche of white 
muslin.

But to make up for the lack of music in 
Jackson Fark the South Park Commission- 
ers promise two concerts a week in Wash- 
inzton Park during the heat of the sum- 
mer. Six weeks or two months will be se- 
lected for the musical treats, and every 
Thursday evening and Saturday afternoon 
during that period will see the great gath- 
erings caused by the presence of an or- 
chestra in the bandstand in the west part 
of the park. The afternoon concerts will 
begin at 4 o’clock and the evening per- 
furmances at half past 7. Next year Jack- 
son Park will get its share also. 

Lincoln Park is suffering most from the 
hard times and the commissioners are 
doubtful regarding the musical features 
this year. Formerly the concerts have been 
made possible by a combination of dona- 
tions from people interested in the matter. 
One-third of the amount necessary to se- 
cure the music has been given by the Park 
North Chicago 
Street railway company, and the remainder 
by private subscriptions. This year, how- 
ever, it is feared that it will be impossible 
to raise the money from private individuals 
and the park is sadly crippled to get through 
the year on its limited appropriation with- 
out using any money on extras. The mat- 
ter is being agitated, however, and a de- 
termined effort will be made to get the nec- 
essary .funds together to guarantee the 
same musical treats as last year. If this 
is done the concerts will be given on Sun- 
day afternoons and Wednesday evenings 
euch week until September.

Philadelphia, Pa., May 23.—At the dinner 
last night given in honor of the former Am- 
bassador to Italy, Wayne MacVeagh, ex- 
Senator George F. Edmunds received a cor- 
dial welcome.

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| ANNIVERSARY OF THE STATE CON- 
 eeATUTIONAL CONVENTION OF 1847, 


3 Are Left of the One Hundred and 
sixty-two Ulinoisans Who A- 
sembied at Springfield on June 7 of 
hat Year—Story of the Proceed- 
ings and the Work Accomplished— 
neunlon of the Survivors Held 16 


1884. 


PRINGFIELD. ILL., June 6.— [Special 
Correspondence. I- Tomorrow, June 7, 
will mark the elapse of fifty years 
gince the opening session of the IIli- 
nois constitutional convention of 1847. 

: een years ago last January a little 
band of gray-haired veterans of life, who 

a helped to make history in the early days 
of Illinois, held a reunion in thiscity. They 


were the survivors of the constitutional con- 


n of 1847. 
roe menting place was in the time-stained, 


worn courthouse of Sangamon 

— in the room where, thirty-seven 
before, they met daily for seven weeks 

to formulate the constitution of 1848. The 
dullding was then the State House. It had 
deen built only a few years before and was 
regarded a marvel of architecture and the 
anest structure of its kind inthe West. Old 
skia and Vandalia had lost the pres- 

tige incident to being the capital of the 

State, and Springfield, proud of her new 

distinction. exerted herself as hostess to the 
distinguished men who had come to revise 

the organic law of the State. It was to re- 

call the memories of that convention and to 

renew the friendships of other days the re- 
union was held here in 1554. 

ft was a most impressive gathering. Of 
‘the 162 members of which the convention 

was camposed, not more than thirty were 

slive at that time. and only twenty-two were 
present. A few others, who were too far 
way to attend, or were prevented by the 
fnfirmities of age from being present, sent 
jetters of regret full of touching reference 
fo friendships formed during the conven- 
tion, or to the many honored members of the 
convention whom death nad called in the 
meantime. The general arrangement of the 
room was then and is today the same as it 
was in 1847, and in order that the environ- 
‘ments might reinforce the efforts of mem- 
ory. the circuit room, once.the Hall of Rep- 
resentatives, was seated much as it was 
during the convention. The reunionists 
were given the same seats relatively, and 
the seats of the absent ones were yacant at 
roll-call. 

The reunion was made the more impress- 
ive by the fact that the Rev. Albert Hale of 
Springfield, who had acted as chaplain dur- 
ing the convention, opened the proceedings 
with prayer. As the venerable minister, 
locking like a patriarch, lifted his trembling 
yoice to the most, high for a blessing upon 

‘the deliberations of the meeting, there was 
a silence which was almost oppressive.

The impressiveness of the occasion was 


„not relieved when Harmon G. Reynolds, | 


the full roll of 162 members. There were 
responses from only twenty-two, and most 
of these were feeble and tremulous. When 
the sadness of the opening exercises had 
passed the few who were present dipped {nto 
the past for reminiscences and made the ie- 
union an occasion of good cheer. Of the 
many gatherings held in Springfield, none 
is remembered more pleasantly than this 
-reunion. 

Memories of it are particularly freshened 
by the anniversary of the opening session of 
the convention, which commenced its delib- 
erations here on the 7th of June, 1847. Most 
of those who attended the reunion are now 
dead. .Of the 162 members of the convention, 
only two are prominent today in the cur- 
renteventsof the State. One of these is Gen- 
eral John M. Palmer, who was next to the 
youngest member of the convention, being 
20 years old. The other is Judge Anthony 
Thornton of Shelbyville, who has just re- 

‘tired as a member of the State Board of

boro of Mr. James M. Lasater, who sat as a 
Ade fh tue convention. Many of the 
members removed from the State during the 
years after the convention and have been

One of the hardest problems with which 
the convention had to deal was that relat- 
ing to suffrage. The constitution of 1818 
had been very induigent in extending the 
franchise to foreigners, and it was the gen- 
eral sentiment that the time of residence 
necessary’ to the right to vote should be 


materially extended. Out of this question 
developed the bitterest personal debate and 


the most exciting controversy of the ses- 
Sion. It resulted, moreover, in a challenge 
to a duel in order that the difference might 
be settled by the arbitrament of the sword. 

The principals in this affair were Thomp- 
s0n Campbell and O. C. Pratt, both dele- 
gates from Jo Daviess County. Mr. Pratt 
had made a formal speech on the floor of 
the hall, in which he contended for a resi- 
dence of five years as a prerequisite to the 
right of suffrage. Mr. Campbell, in reply 
to this speech, told of an interview that 
had taken place between Pratt, himself, 
and a number of workmen in Jo Daviess 
County, in which Mr. Pratt had declared 


himself in favor of only one year's resi-

The only other exciting incident ef the 
convention was a personal assault made one 
morning by one of the members, said to be 
Mr. George W. Akin of Franklin County, 
upon the Rev. Albert Hale, a Presbyterian 
minister of this city, who acted as chaplain 
to the convention. The excitement and 
public debate incident to the Mexican war 
were then at their height. The Rev. Mr. Hale 
took occasion in the course of a public 
lecture to refer to war in general as a de- 
plorable matter, and he made some par- 
ticular reference to the Mexican war which 
Mr. Akin interpreted as being, to say the 
least, inspired by sentiments which were not 
patriotic. The more he thought of it the 
more he was convinced the preacher should 
have a public rebuke, and that the repre- 
sentatives of Illinois, which had sent so many 
men to the front, should give a formal ex- 
pression of feeling that the United States 
government was justified in the action it 
had taken. Accordingly Mr. Akin intro- 
duced a resolution the following day de- 
claring it to be the sense of the convention 
that the minister had overstepped himself 
and that his services should henceforth be 
dispensed with as chaplain. 

Provoked a Long Debate. 

The resolution provoked a lengthy and 
spirited debate, in which Sen&@tor Palmer 
and others contended that the minister was 
simply exercising the right of free speech 
and that he should not thus be publicly con- 
demned. The resolution as presented was 
not adopted, but it was agreed that Mr. 
Hale should have a successor. Not content 
with this, Mr. Akin met Mr. Hale in the cor- 
ridor of the State House one morning on 
the way to the convention hall. The words 
that passed between them have not been re- 
corded, but the fact is handed down by 
tradition that the preacher received one 
stinging blow from the Franklin County 
member. This encounter was not made the 
subject of formal investigation in conven- 
tion and the press of the day contained 
It seemed to be 
the feeling that it should be allowed to pass 
with the least possible notoriety. 

As a rule the debate in the convention was 
dignified dnd devoid of personalities, but at 
times the spirit of politics asserted itself 
and there were situations similar to those 
which feature more modern deliberative 
bodies. Illinois was at that time almost 
wholly an agricultural State, and nearly 
half of the members of the body were farm- 
ers, who were not particularly careful about 
the style of clothes they wore or how they 
appeared to others. Charles Henry Con- 
stable of Wabash County was looked upon 
as the Beau Brummel of the day. He was 
distressingly careful about the cut and 
combing of his hair and the set of his clothes. 
Hie was a bright man, nevertheless, and as 
courteous as a Lord, but his foppishness 
pained the farmer element of the conven- 
tion.

Hon. Newton Cloud Chairman. 

The Chairman of the convention was the 
Hon. Newton Cloud of Morgan County. He 
presided with dignity and impartiality over 
the assembly, but it was generally conceded 
he did not have the brilliancy of the man 
who ran against him for the honor, the Hon. 
Zadoc Casey. The latter had had a long 
experience in Congress and was reputed one 
of the brainiest ’’ men of the State. 

Among the strongest debaters were Cyrus 
Edwards, Judge Stephen T. Logan of San- 
gamon, Thomas G. C. Davis of Massac, 
David Davis of McLean, and Samuel G.

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TO FURNISH POWER FOR 
TWO GREAT CITIES. 


HE power developed by the Mississippi 
River at Minneapolis is only exceeded 
by one other water power in the world, 
and that is Niagara. The St. Anthony 

1 Falls have already developed 40,000 


horse power, with as much more running to 
waste. The falls themselves are not the 
only source of power. Just below the falls 
the river runs rapidly, and in the course of 
a few miles makes a drop of over fifty feet. 


| 


The greatest fall is immediately below St. 
Anthony itself, where within 2,000 feet a fall 
of thirty-four feet is to be had. This fall 
has at last been harnessed, and within two 
months will be turning wheels which in 
turn will generate electricity to run the en- 
tire street railway system of Minneapolis 
and St. Paul. 

This has been accomplished by the con- 
struction of the largest dam in the world. 
The wall begins on the west bank, running 
straight across the river for about 425 feet, 
then, turning at an angle of forty-five de- 
grees, runs down the river and parallel to 


the east bank for over 550 feet, terminating 
at the walls supporting the power house. 
The turning of the dam wall makes a canal 
about 250 feet wide, and the wall has at 
its lower end, about fifty feet from the 
power house, two immense bear-trap gates, 
to be used in case of high water. 

The wall of the dam is sunk just as far 
below the river bed as it is above, the dis- 
tance from the bed to solid rock being onan 
average fifteen feet. Above the bed the wall 
will average something over fifteen feet, 
increasing in height as the wall nears the 
power house. The wall is seventeen feet 


wide at its base, and decreases towards the 
top until it is only six feet wide. Along the 
top an iron coping runs the entire length. 
The wall is built of the best granite, and 
when once firmly set will withstand the as- 
saults of ages. f 

The power to be developed will be 10,000 
horse power, generated by ten dynamos of 
1,000 horse power each, and run by four 
turbine wheels, each with a capacity of 250 
horse power. These turbine wheels are 
in pairs, and two pairs are placed in the 
turbine chambers. The water enters di- 
rectly from the main channel, rushes into 


the turbines, and turns the wheels by the 
force of a vacuum created beneath the 
turbines, because the wheels are placed 
near thé surface of the water. It makes 
its fall after passing through the wheels. 
This plan lessens the wear on the wheels, 
does away with hot boxes, and allows a 
horizontal shaft. This shaft runs through 
each turbine, all of the wheels turning in 
the same direction. = 
The electricity developed will be carried 
to the various distributing points for the 
street railway company by underground

sents an outlay of half a million dollars.

The United States Government is the first 
to undertake and carry out for the benefit 
of navigators a complete catalogue of cloud 
forms. The hydrographer has given up 
three years’ time to the work. ; 

Every one who has read in sea narratives 
ef the little black cloud, no larger than a 
man’s hand, which tells the keen ship’s mas- 
ter that he may look out for a hurricane 
before long, and gives him time to trim sail 
to meet it. will appreciate the educational! 
value of the government’s work in class- 
ifying clouds. Many Captains, especially 
on the lakes, are not as keen as the ship’s 
master of the story books. If he knew more 
about the clouds and the mute warnings 
they give fewer disasters would occur. 80 
the government has added to the mass 
of helnful informationlalready,suppiied the 


navigators this new treatise on nature's 
weather vanes, 

Plate No. 1, in the series given herewith, 
shows the cirrus cloud, Cirrus is the Latin 
word for feather. These ciouds float high- 
est in the air of any of the cloud forms. 
They are detached, delicate, and fibrous 
looking, and, as the name indicates, gen- 
erally are in the form of feathers. Usually 
they are white. Some times they are ar- 
ranged across the sky in great circles, and 
by an effect of perspective converge toward 
opposite points of the horizon. 

The attention of mariners is especially 
called to the value of observations of this 
kind of cloud. It is often connected with 
barometric depressions, If the cirrus oc- 
curs in radiating bands across the sky the 
point of convergence of these bands should 
be noted. If they are in the form of a 
cloud bank or sheet upon the horizon the 
center, or point of greatest density, some- 
times indicates the direction of the center 
of a cyclone. | 

Plate No. 2 shows the cirro-stratus, or the 
combination of the cirrus and stratus clouds. 
It is a thin, whitish sheet, at times cover- 
ing the sky, but only giving it a whitish ap- 
pearance, to what would otherwise be bite. 
On occasions this form has the appearar.ce 
of a tangled web, This cloud often 


produces a halo around the sun or moon. 


This is a sign that a storm is brewing. * 


Plate No. 8 exhibits the eirro-cumulus, a 
combination of the cirrus and the cuntulus 
forms. It is composed of small globular 
masses or white flakes, without shadows or 
having very slight shadows, arranged in 
groups and often in lines. 

Plate No. 4 affords a picture of the alto- 
cumulus or high cumulus clouds. They are 
rather large globular masses, white or gray- 
ish, partially shaded, arranged in groups or 
lines, and often so closely packed that their 
edges appear confused. The detached 
masses are generally larger and more com- 
pact at the center of the group; at the mar- 
gin they form into finer flakes, 5 

Plate No. 5 is of the alto-stratus, or high 
stratus form. It exhibits a thick sheet of 
a gray or bluish color, showing a brilliant 
patch in the neighborhees of the sun or 
moon, and which, without causing Ha los, 
may give rise to coronw. This form goes 
through all the changes like the cirro-stra- 
tus, but, by measurements made at Upsaia, 
its altitude is one-half less. 

Plate No. 6 shows the strato-cumulus, or 
merging of stratus and cumulus forms. It 
is composed of large globular masses or 
rolls of dark cloud, frequently covering the 
whole sky, especially in winter, and occa- 


sionally giving it a wavy appearance. 
layer of strato-cumulus is not as a rule very 
thick, and patches of blue sky are often 
visible through the intervening spaces, All 
sorts of transitions between this form and 
the aito-cumulus are noticeable. It may 
be distinguished from the nimbus by its 
globular or rolled appearance, and also be- 
cause it does not bring rain. 

Plate No. 7 exhibits the nimbus or rain 
cloud. It is made up of a thick layer of 
dark clouds, without shape, and with 
ragged edges, from which continued rain 
or snow generally falls. Through the open- 
ings in these clouds an upper layer of cirro- 
stratus or alto-stratus may almost invaria- 
bly be seen. If the layer of nimbus Sep- 
arates into shreds, or small loose > ne 
are visible floating at a lower level, under- 
neath a large nimbus, they may be de- 
scribed as fracto-nimbus, “ seud” of sail- 
ors; which means a “blow” is coming. 

Plate No. 8 gives a gorgeous view of the 
cumulus or wool-pack clouds, They are de- 
scribed as “thick clouds,“ of which the 
upper surface is dome-shaped and exhibits 

rotuberances, while the base is horizontal.
